Bartlett

Bartlett School Principal Noreen 
Casey can be pretty sure when she 
looks out her office window in Sep¬ 
tember, 1991, she’ll be seeing the 
grounds of the former Parkhurst 
School. 

Although the Bartlett lease does 
not expire until August, 1991, Bart¬ 
lett attorney Ronald Martignetti 
said his client would like to know 
whether or not the school will 
remain at 40 Samoset Road for the 
1991-92 school year, as well as subse¬ 
quent school years. 

Selectmen agreed Monday night 
they will negotiate a lease with Bart¬ 
lett School for up to five years. While 
there was initially some question as 
to whether or not a Town Meeting 
warrant article would be required, 
Town Counsel Wade Welch said it 
would not be necessary for a con¬ 
tract of five years or less. However, 
he said unless selectmen grant a 
waiver, the Uniform Procurement 
Act applies to the site. The Uniform 
Procurement Act is recently- 
enacted legislation that governs the 
leasing or sale of property, allowing 
equal opportunity for parties to bid 
on the site.

Extension on 


waiver likely 

More time for Rock Ave. clean-up

The Board of Health is ready to 
grant an extension of Charles Fer¬ 
rari ’s waiver, which governs the 
cleanup of his controversial dump- 
site on Rock Avenue. 

“The intent of this board is to meet 
at the earliest possible time with the 
DEP [Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Protection! to establish a time¬ 
line and conditions to remediate this 
site,” said Board Chairman Dor¬ 
othea Sopper. 

An extension of the waiver on the 
property would give Ferrari addi¬ 
tional time to clean up the site. 

“We haven’t granted the exten¬ 
sion, we will do that in two weeks,” 
Sopper later said. 

The waiver for which Ferrari is 
seeking an extension was originally 
granted in December, 1989 and gave 
Ferrari nine months to complete the 
cleanup process, which is being 
overseen by the DEP. 

Ferrari’s lawyer, Sanford 
Matathia, told the board Ferrari 
was not able to clean up the site 
because “intricacies and steps that 
are many” were delaying him. 
Matathia called Ferrari “a man of 
ordinary means,” who could not 
afford to finance the cleanup within

the nine-month period. 

Some of the intricacies mentioned 
by Matathia involve excavation of 
the site, action which was originally 
recommended to the Board of 
Health by private consultants in 
1984, but has not been done. 

The DEP has refused to accept 
sample analysis from bore holes and 
has told Ferrari he must excavate in 
order to determine the true nature of 
the buried material. 

Matathia said that excavation was 
too difficult due to the existence of 
“large concrete columns buried at 
the site.” 

Board member Randall Swartz 
asked Matathia about the large con-

Appeal sought 
on labor decision

Selectmen will appeal a recent 
decision by the Massachusetts 
Labor Relations Commission, which 
found Selectmen Robert Deering 
and Thomas Schmitt had interfered 
with protected employee rights. 

The decision resulted from a 
charge of prohibited practice filed 
by Winchester Firefighters’ Union 
President Ken Duffy in July, 1989. 
Following 19 months of contract 
negotiations with the town, Duffy 
wrote letters to the editor of news¬ 
papers in communities bordering 
Winchester, which provide mutual 
aid to the town. 

In that letter, Duffy used sarcasm 


to thank other towns for supplement¬ 
ing Winchester’s budget by provid¬ 
ing mutual aid, calling Winchester a 
“poor town.” 

The letter and Duffy’s actions 
were “approved by the Union execu¬ 
tive board, and were undertaken in 
his capacity as Union president,” 
DeSouza said. 

Following the publication of Duf¬ 
fy’s letter Deering and Schmitt dis¬ 
cussed the issue during a cable 
broadcast of a selectmen’s meeting. 

Deering read the letter aloud, and 
said, in part, “I think we may all 
have our differences, but I think 
we’ve always dealt with them in a 
professional way in character with 
the town, and I found this to

Selectmen require input 
on hospital parking plan

While Winchester Hospital rep¬ 
resentatives are asking the town to 
place limitations on parking near 
the hospital, neighbors say they 
should have been asked for input in 
the parking plan. 

Selectmen agreed to postpone a 
decision on the parking limitations 
proposed by the hospital Monday 
night until hospital representatives 
have had a chance to meet with 
neighbors. In addition, selectmen 
have asked for information on the 
traffic impact of the hospital’s prop¬ 
osed merge with Harvard Communi¬ 
ty Health Plan in 1991. 

According to Ted Brooks, assis¬ 
tant vice president at Winchester 
Hospital, parking problems at the 
hospital “have been going on for a 
long, long time." Brooks said the 
hospital implemented a mandatory 
off-site parking program as of Sept. 
1 for part of the staff. 

Brooks outlined for selectmen two 
requests to change parking limits on 


areas near the hospital: changing 
the parking time limit on Highland 
Avenue from two to four hours; and, 
implementing a four-hour parking 
limit on Maple Road. Brooks said 
hospital officials feel the changes 
would limit employee parking 
around the hospital, address parking 
congestion and provide more park¬ 
ing spaces for volunteers, who are 
normally at the hospital for four- 
hour shifts. 

“This will allow our volunteers 
who generally work four-hour shifts 
to avoid receiving tickets, while pre¬ 
venting employees from parking on 
the street all day,” Brooks said. 
“I Volunteers] are a major part of 
the hospital, and we couldn’t operate 
the hospital without them.” 

But neighbors were concerned 
they had not had a chance to share 
their ideas, particularly since many 
say restricting parking on one street 
will negatively impact another. 

Town Meeting member and Forest 
Street resident Daniel Chane cited 
the “bitter struggle” that accom¬ 


panied the hospital’s plans to build a 
parking garage 12 years ago. Chane 
said a neighborhood committee was 
eventually formed at the direction of 
the state. 

“We’ve worked well; we’ve had 
our ups and downs,” said Chane. 
However, Chane said he and other 
neighbors were concerned their 
input into the current parking plan 
had not been requested. 

“At this time, the hospital and 
neighbors have not had one meeting 
about this problem,” Chane said. 

Selectmen voiced concern about 
the proposal as well. 

Selectman Robert Deering said 
the four-hour limit on Maple Road, 
which is currently unrestricted, is 
“asking for all-day parking.” Deer¬ 
ing said when one car exited a spot, 
another could fill it. “You really 
have not changed the chemistry that 
much,” he said. 

“I would like the hospital to come 
back with a long-range parking plan

Brian and Phyllis Rivera under¬ 
stand that for an inner-city student, 
a chance to attend school in a quiet 
suburb like Winchester can make a 
real difference to their future. 

And as the new resident directors 
of Winchester’s A Better Chance 
(ABC) progra m, they see each of the 
eight students in the program as 
individuals with a chance for 
success. 

“It’s important to keep teenagers 
focused and reaching for their 
goals,” said 28-year-old Brian. 

Phyllis, 25, said the experience for 
her is personal, in a way. “I felt 1 
gypped myself as a teenager,” said 
Phyllis in a recent interview at her 
new home at the ABC House on Dix 
Street. “I didn’t think about I the 
future] until it was too kite." 


And as a Metco student in Way- 
land, Brian a Iso knows what a differ¬ 
ence a chance can make. He’s sees 
the ABC program as the “push” 
students need to make it to college. 
“They have the ability,” says Brian. 
“They need to push a step ahead.” 

The Riveras moved into the ABC 
House in August with their three

1. The Rivera family had been living 
in Boston where Brian worked as a 
photographer.

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Council plan is put on hold 

School Committee seeks information on redistricting

School Committee members 
have requested information on 
possible redistricting plans for 
the town’s elementary schools — 
should the need for a regrouping 
of that student population prove 
necessary. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos presented a 
plan to organize an administra¬ 
tive council to School Committee 
members at their Sept. 25 ses¬ 
sion. As proposed, the plan would 
“study the problems and issues 
surrounding the housing” of the 
town’s schoolchildren. 

However, School Committee 
members put plans for creating a 
council on hold until information 
on redistricting can be provided 
by Mitsakos for the board’s Oct. 9 
meeting. 

“The School Committee wants 
to get involved in this [redistric¬ 
ting] question at the beginning 
[of discussions] and not the end,” 
said School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne. 

Mitsakos said enrollment pro¬ 
jections are not complete until 
the second week in October and a 
request for redistricting informa¬ 
tion at the next board meeting 
would not give his office adequate 
time to prepare. 

School Committee members 
voted 3-2 to request that Mitsakos 
provide the redistricting infor¬ 
mation for the Oct. 9 session, with 
members Ronayne, Edward 
O’Connell and Mark Lombardi in 
support, and Chairman Donna 
Brandt Landry and member 
Alice McCarter opposed. 

Ronayne called any redistrict¬ 
ing discussion a “hotly-contested 
exercise,” and said such action, 


if necessary, “is second only to 
the closing of a school” with 
regard to its emotional impact on 
the community. 

He and other School Committee 
members called upon Mitsakos to 
develop a list of “options” for the 
board to consider as it moves into 
budget talks for fiscal year 1992. 

The council proposed by Mitsa¬ 
kos would consist of parents, 
teachers and administrators who 
would work toward developing a 
report to coincide with budget 
deliberations, set to begin in 
November. 


However, Mitsakos said the 
council would not be called upon 
to “develop a plan, but to give 
thought to the issues.” Such input 
would then be passed on to the 
School Committee, which would 
address the issues more closely. 

The School Committee had dis¬ 
cussed redistricting elementary 
schoolchildren in the wake of a 
decision to close the Vinson Owen 
School last spring. Although 
funds were redistributed to keep 
the school open, School Commit¬ 
tee members found the issue of 


redistricting multi-faceted. 

During discussions last spring, 
Lynch School parents brought 
forth their concerns over not 
enough students at their school 
and Lincoln parents told mem¬ 
bers their school was over¬ 
crowded and the population over¬ 
ly transient. 

At the committee’s Sept. 25 
meeting, O’Connell asked Mitsa¬ 
kos to look into different configu¬ 
rations and establish the “per¬ 
imeters” of the issue. 

Mitsakos, however, said his 
charge from the School Commit¬ 
tee was “unclear.” He requested 
that the board, as policy-makers, 
provide perimeters so the council 
would be aware what needed to 
be achieved. 

Ronayne asked that a set of 
possible options for redistricting 
be outlined by Mitsakos prior to 
the establishment of such a coun¬ 
cil. He noted there would be 
“plenty of time for community 
input” before any decisions were 
made. 

Lombardi said the School Com¬ 
mittee should first identify any 
problems within the current con¬ 
figuration. Lombardi cautioned 
that the board should control the 
redistricting discussions to keep 
the issue focused. 

Lombardi also questioned the 
involvement of the Community 
School Association (CSA) in the 
redistricting issue. The next CSA 
meeting on Friday, Oct. 5 will 
feature discussion on the topic. 
Lombardi questioned whether 
the School Committee could ask 
the CSA to “back off” the topic to 
allow the board to monitor 
discussion. 

“We are not in the position to 
tell a parents’ association what to 
discuss,” said Landry. 


CSA set to discuss 
redistricting, spending

The Community Schools Associa¬ 
tion will dive right into the hot issues 
this year with its next session focus¬ 
ing on redistricting and parent 
spending. 

Community Schools Association 
(CSA) President Lori Lerman said 
that the two topics were not initiated 
by CSA and brought to the parents, 
but rather parents brought the 
issues to CSA. 

“A lot of people agree that a 
number of needs can be addressed 
through redistricting,” said Ler¬ 
man. “We feel [the discussion] is 
useful.” 

Lerman said CSA is a way to tap 
into the ideas and information of the 
parent population and bring that 
input to the school department and 
School Committee. 

According to Lerman, redistrict¬ 
ing is an issue that has posed many 
questions, including equity in class 
sizes and overall school populations. 


Lerman said parent spending has 
increased as funding for schools has 
decreased in recent years. Parents, 
she said, have “picked up the slack” 
by paying for athletics and various 
school projects. While parents’ 
spending used to be confined to 
enrichment programs, Lerman said 
parents are now called upon to pitch 
in for other activities as well. 

Lerman said the group doesn’t 
second-guess a decision of the 
schools, but rather works toward 
finding the parents’ roles in helping 
the schools. 

Lerman called the meetings 
“extremely productive,” and added 
that CSA’s input is “mutually benefi¬ 
cial” to the School Committee. 

The CSA board meeting will be 
held Friday, Oct. 5 from 9 to 10:30 
a.m.

Each student has a host family, 
which serves as a kind of refuge for 
the student from the sometimes hec¬ 
tic schedule of the 13-person ABC 
house. Every Sunday from noon to 7 
p.m. and one full weekend a month, 
the host fami ly takes the s tudent into 
their home. 

Most families would find raising 
three youngsters tough enough, but 
add to that the eight high school 
students involved in after-school 
activities, sports and lots of 
academics. 

While the first dinner was quite an 
event, with everyone talki ng at once, 
Phyllis says after sitting down with 
the students one-on-one, she felt 
much more comfortable. 

Two of the students are incoming 
freshmen, and all are from the New 
York and New Jersey area. 

Phyllis says she was drawn to the 
program because it gives opportu- 
nites to students. In her role as 
resident director, she says she can 
help the students make the most of 
that opportunity.

for zoo continues 

Funds already raised by Continen¬

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Hospital parking 
needs fresh ideas

In early 1918 as Winchester 
gathered about the Victrola lis¬ 
tening to John McCormack sing¬ 
ing “It’s a Long Way to Tipper¬ 
ary" and Margaret Woodrow 
Wilson warbling “The Star 
Spangled Banner," preparations 
were being made to relocate the 
six-year-old Winchester Hospital 
from the old Todd House to a 
magnificent new neo-colonial 
building at the northerly end of 
Highland Avenue. 

It was a lovely site — and by 
1928, a new wing had been added 
and a commodious nurses home 
had risen down in the woods at 
the corner of Maple Road and 
Fairmount Street. 

The two buildings were linked 
by picturesque walkways which 
meandered amongst majestic 
oak trees and generous plantings 
of rhododendron. Along the Fair- 
mount Street side — about where 
the present main entry is — was a 
large tennis court tucked into the 
trees, and above that, atop a hill 
where the Hood Wing now sits, 
were the lovely formal plantings 
radiating out from a circular gar¬ 
den ornamented with inviting 
benches placed along the paths of 
stone dust. 

Perhaps it was an omen of 
things to come when, in the early 
1940s, the Fairmount Street ten¬ 
nis courts became a parking 
area. 

Everything went by the boards 
in 1950 when the power shovels of 
D.W. Kidd Co., moved in and 
removed the rest of the hill west 
of the original building — gar¬ 
dens and all — for the first of 
many expansion programs 
which, by 1985 had totally 
impacted the six-acre site. 

Last Monday the Board of 
Selectmen were asked to extend 


the two-hour parking limit on the 
street adjacent to the hospital 
complex to four hours. 

To be fair, since Winchester 
Hospital has taken on the obliga¬ 
tions of the former Choate Hospi¬ 
tal, the parking problems in 
Winchester have become a major 
concern to hospital officials. A 
new condition of employment at 
Winchester Hospital is to accept 
the off-site parking program and 
the attendant inconveniences. 

Public safety is paramount, 
however, and it is a fallacy to 
expect our police officers — in 
their diminishing ranks — to keep 
up regular surveillance of cars 
parked halfway into intersec¬ 
tions, stopped across driveways, 
heading the wrong way, and 
parked on the Maple Road 
rotary. 

Many cars causing traffic safe¬ 
ty problems around the hospital 
complex are employees who 
simply refuse to use the off-site 
parking facilities. 

Others are those participating 
in hospital-sponsored educational 
programs which could easily be 
scheduled off site. Some vehicles 
are those of workmen who seem 
endlessly employed in alterations 
within the building — and then 
there are the trucks standing in 
the streets waiting to enter the 
Valley Road loading docks — 
both of which are constricted at 
all times by employee parking. 

It is about time our Board of 
Selectmen took a leadership role 
in the parking problem around 
Winchester Hospital. 

Extending parking limits on 
the adjacent streets is a political 
palliative which will exacerbate 
a situation which has been intol¬ 
erable for the hospital, its neigh¬ 
bors, and the public safety, far 
too long. It is the worst sort of 
compromise. 


Between the Lines: 

Selectman Robert Deering has suggested devising skate¬ 
board regulations in town. Selectman Judie Muggia com¬ 
mented recently on skateboarders in town, cautioning them 
to be aware of travelling in dangerous areas. But Deering 
said the skateboarders have reportedly been using park 
. benches in the downtown area to host “contests.” Efforts to 
take the offenders to court have apparently been unsuccess¬ 
ful since the town has no regulations. Given the damage to 
town property as well as the safety issue, Deering said the 
town should look into sponsoring skateboard regulations 
through the Government Regulations committee at next 
Spring Town Meeting. 

The Winchester Star is still looking for people interested in 
a recently-formed “adopt-a-soldier” program. Former resi¬ 
dent Stephen Myers wrote to the Star asking for help in 
setting up such a program. Myers has 55 soldiers in his 
platoon who would “love to get mail.”

Massachusetts House 
September 28, 1990 

The House and Senate — The House 
and Senate continue to be in recess 
and are only meeting briefly in infor¬ 
mal sessions. This week, “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ votes on 6 previously 
unrecorded roll calls on the House 
version of a $1.2 billion package of 
income and gas tax.hikes. This ver¬ 
sion is different from the package 
eventually agreed upon by the House 
and Senate and later signed by Gov¬ 
ernor Dukakis. The bill number is H 
5800. 

Highway Fund — House 92-65, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
section diverting cigarette tax 
revenues from the Highway Fund to 
the General Fund. 

Amendment supporters said the 
amendment would retain $30 million 
for the Highway Fund to improve 
roads and bridges. Opponents said 
the money is used for capital deficits 
of regional transit authorities and 
said the House will deal with the 
issue later in a transportation bond 
package. 

A Yea vote is for placing the 
money in the Highway Fund. A Nay 
vote is for placing it in the General 
Fund. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Federal Reimbursement — House 
142-0, approved an amendment 
requiring all federally reimbursable 
construction projects which have 
been designed by July 1 to be put out 
to bid. 


Wood opposes 
Question 3 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Q. If Question 3 (the CLT petition) 
passes, who will be hurt? 

A. Frail elderly people with low 
incomes. 

In Winchester, 72 such people are 
now receiving various services from 
Minuteman Home Care. This 
enables them to stay in their own 
homes even though there are things 
they can’t do for themselves. They 
don’t have to go to nursing homes. 

If Question 3 passes, Minuteman 
has to expect a 35 percent cut in its 
budget (having already been cut 12 
percent this year) This would mean 
eliminating 22 Winchester people or 
else cutting hours of help below what 
is necessary to make it at home. 
Services costing $233,785 provided 
now to our town would have to be cut 
to $162,350. 

Does it make sense to cut services 
at home so a person might have to go 
to a nursing home? Aside from any 
compassion you might feel, a nurs¬ 
ing home costs as least three times 
as much as home care, and 80 per¬ 
cent of people’s in nursing homes 
have to be paid for by Medicaid. 

Vote “no” on Question 3 and pro¬ 
tect our frail elderly neighbors.

Commonwealth Fund — House 154-2, 
approved an amendment placing 
some of the revenues raised by the 
tax package in a new Common¬ 
wealth Fund. The amendment 
changes the wording of a similar 
amendment and earmarks the 
money for programs and services 
for the improvement of public edu¬ 
cation, local aid, elderly care, envir¬ 
onmental protection, mentally ill 
and retarded, disabled and infants.

Opponents 
said the amendment won’t work and 
is a phony one which will mislead the 
public into thinking money will actu¬ 
ally be earmarked for these worth¬ 
while programs. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it.

Earmark Gas Tax — House 99-53, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
all gas tax revenues to be ear¬ 
marked for the maintenance, con¬ 
struction and renovations of the 
state’s highways and bridges and 
prohibiting the revenue from being 
used for the MBTA or the depression 
and construction of the Central 
Artery. 


ten by the chairman of the Planning 
Board extolling the Board of Select¬ 
men for their haste in applying for a 
grant for subsidized low income 
family housing. He cites “negativ¬ 
ism” on the part of the dedicated 
citizens who attended the Sept. 4 
hearing and who questioned why 
there was so much secrecy regard¬ 
ing this activity. 

Nothing concerning this hearing 
or any other information regarding 
an application for a housing grant 
appeared in the Winchester Star — 
not any mention whatsoever. 
Moreover, he states that the select¬ 
men were forced to act in haste 
beginning in mid-July to apply for 
this grant because of the Sept. 7 
deadline for the first round of 
funding. 

Yet, an informational paper dated 
Sept. 4, 1990 distributed at the hear¬ 
ing states the following: “In April of 
1990 the Board of Selectmen 
received notification from EOCD of 
funding that may be available under 
the Small Cities Program. The town 
manager requested the town engi¬ 
neer to contact the people from the 
EOCD to determine the town’s 
potential participation in this prog¬ 
ram.” The paper states further: “In 
June, the town reviewed notification 
for the grant application and the 
town engineer followed up by attend¬ 
ing a seminar given by the EOCD to 
review it. The Board of Selectmen 
was advised of the town engineer’s 
attendance on June 25, 1990.” 

Of course, I must interject at this 
time that the Board of Selectmen 
had only one public meeting in July

Change Tax — House 131-23, 
rejected an amendment reducing 
the income tax hike to 6 percent and 
letting it expire on Dec. 31, 1991. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will help temporarily bail out the 
state while forcing the legislature 
and new governor to make serious 
cuts and look for long term solutions. 
Opponents said the amendment will 
cost $700 million in revenue and will 
create fiscal chaos. 

A Yea vote is for the reduction and 
expiration. A Nay vote is against the 
reduction and expiration. 

Casey did not vote. 

Other Income — House 80-73, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
section hiking the tax on certain 
income including unemployment 
compensation, alimony, rental, pen¬ 
sion and annuity income and Massa¬ 
chusetts bank interest from 5 per¬ 
cent to 6.25 percent for 1990. 

Amendment supporters said these 
hikes are unfair and will simply hurt 
more people . Opponents said the 
amendment would cause a revenue 
loss of $68 million which the state 
cannot afford. 

A Yea vote is against the hike. A 
Nay vote is for the hike. 

Casey did not vote. 


at which time not one mention of any 
activity on housing was made. 
Furthermore, the Board of Select¬ 
men also met only once publicly in 
August (Aug. 13). At this meeting, at 
about 11 p.m., the grant application 
was discussed briefly for the first 
time. It was also mentioned at the 
August selectmen’s meeting that a 
public hearing had to be held before 
the Application for the Housing 
Grant could be signed, and the dead¬ 
line for the grant application was 
Sept. 7. They suggested the town 
manager arrange for a hearing on 
Sept. 4 (conveniently the night after 
Labor Day). 

I made several phone calls to the 
town manager and also called a 
member of the Board of Selectmen 
stating that the taxpayers of the 
town had a right to know what was 
going on. If the Planning Board 
member who is crying “negativ¬ 
ism” on the part of the taxpayers 
was so concerned about housing, 
why did he not alert the public about 
the information they should have 
had before the hearing instead of 
criticizing them for asking questions 
at the hearing. He has access to 
editorials under Winchester Kernels 
and was remiss or even biased in not 
reporting the known facts. 

On Friday, Aug. 31, 1990 (Labor 
Day Weekend) I, as a Town Meeting 
member, received a notice of a hear¬ 
ing on Sept. 4, 1990 in regard to the 
grant application. I also believe that 
at the same time a hearing notice 
appeared on cable TV. The vast 
majority of the taxpayers of this

This week 
in history 

26 years ago: 1964 

Lieutenant Governor Francis X. 
Bellotti made a brief tour through 
Winchester to open a new “Bellotti 
for Governor” headquarters office 
at 600 Main St. The office was 
situated right in the heart of former 
governor and GOP gubernatorial 
candidate John A. Volpe’s home¬ 
town. Bellotti also toured a few town 
departments and stores during his 
stay in Winchester. 

The Board of Selectmen, in what 
some termed “an unusual move,” 
officially inaugurated steps to curb 
municipal budget expenditures. 
Responding to an overwhelming 
reaction among townspeople faced 
with increased budget and special 
building expenses that year and 
impelled by their own sense of con¬ 
cern about the rising cost of local 
government, the selectmen had 
issued a memorandum to all depart¬ 
ment heads under their jurisdiction 
and to several committees. A total of 
33 letters requested that all 1965 
budgets be reduced below the 1964 
total appropriations. 

Star market offered cooked hams 
for 43 cents a pound, Italian mor- 
tadella for 89 cents a pound and 
cooked salami for 99 cents a pound. 

Robert J. Costello, owner and 
director of the Costello-Moffet Fun¬ 
eral Home on Washington Street, 
was elected to a three-year term on 
the board of directors of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Funeral Directors’ Associa¬ 
tion, at a meeting held by that group 
in Swampscott. 

Winchester residents were pic¬ 
tured in front of Town Hall sche¬ 
duled to leave for the Barry Goldwa- 
ter Rally at Fenway Park. The 
Senator was scheduled to speak 
before an enthusiastic crowd. Mrs. 
William D. Barone, who worked on 
the Goldwater Rally arrangements 
and public relations, later estimated 
a total of 23,000 supporters had 
attended the rally. 

The rights to purchase the Beggs 
and Cobb property on Swanton 
Street were sold by the Winchester 
owner of the parcel to an Arlington 
developer, who had announced he 
would build either a high-rise or 
garden-type apartment complex 
there in 1965. The site was approved 
for a high-rise apartment building 
when the 1964 annual Town Meeting 
in March allowed rezoning of the 
land to accommodate such a con¬ 
struction project. 

Sons of Italy member Robert 
Fiore, Board of Health director 
Michael Saraco and Winchester Civ¬ 
ic League secretary Rupert Jones 
were pictured in the Winchester Star 
that week displaying “Let’s Keep 
Winchester Clean’’ signs. The three¬ 
some hoped to maintain the town’s 
beauty and curb littering. 

Featured at E.M. Loew’s Winches¬ 
ter Theater that week was Sophia 
Loren in “Fall of the Roman 
Empire" and Peter Sellers in “A 
Shot in the Dark.’’ 

An advertisement in the Winches¬ 
ter Star that week read, “Girls, Be 
the first in your neighborhood to 
have a wig party, ... Liberal com¬ 
mission for you the Hostess.”

town do not have cable TV, and 
Labor Day Weekend is probably not 
the best time anyway for most local 
viewers. 

“Negativism” is not the right 
word — the public’s right to know 
and to be informed as to what will 
have long range effects on our town 
is the issue. A Housing Authority 
member stated at the meeting that 
the Housing Authority knew nothing 
about the grant until immediately 
before the hearing. Also, two mem¬ 
bers of the Winchester Housing 
Partnership stated that they were 
not informed prior to the Sept. 4 
hearing. I take exception to the Ker¬ 
nels’ writer stating that the select¬ 
men had to act quickly on this grant 
and that the dedicated taxpayers 
who attended the hearing were nega¬ 
tive personalities. 

One important revelation did sur¬ 
face at the hearing. Our town 
counsel, who apparently has been 
involved with these negotiations, 
was questioned about the consultant 
he hired being also a legal associate 
in his office. Interestingly, the con¬ 
sultant also happens to have been a 
former executive director of the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. Furthermore, our town 
counsel himself was previously an 
attorney for the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency. Monies 
from Winchester’s housing fund are 
being used to pay this consultant. 
Just how much is this costing the 
town? 

I, as a former member of the 
Winchester Housing Authority, have 
problems with Winchester’s enter¬ 
ing into any agreement with the 
state until it is well thought out 
because of our experience with them 
on the February, 1985 agreement. 
After Winchester signed the agree¬ 
ment, the state allowed us very little 
input in implementing the building 
of the five 705 housing units. 

We were eliminated except for 
paying a large amount of our town’s 
money in addition to giving up town- 
owned land. At this time, I would 
like to ask the question for the tax¬ 
payers of the town: How much 
money did each of these units actual¬ 
ly cost the town of Winchester, plus 
the cost of the two units on Cross 
Street, part of the 1985 agreement? 
Why have our elected officials been 
remiss in not making these costs 


available to the public? I think the 
taxpayers of the town have a right to 
know, and I do not consider the 
above question as being paranoid.

Breen questions 
Committee policy 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Donna Brandt Landry, the Chair¬ 
man of the School Committee, 
announced on Sept. 25 that in the 
future she would, as a matter of 
policy, deny certain rights of citizen¬ 
ship to Winchester residents based 
on where they live. 

The context for this surprising 
announcement was her decision to 
exclude the residents of any school 
district whose school is being closed 
from membership in the town-wide 
citizens’ committee formed to 
decide what to do with the school 
building. 

For example, if the School Com¬ 
mittee decided to close Ambrose 
Elementary School, residents of the 
west side and flats areas served by 
Ambrose would be barred from the 
committee examining whether per¬ 
haps to turn the building into a day 
care center, artists studios, a social 
service center or perhaps housing. 
The parents of Ambrose students 
would not only lose their school, they 
and their neighbors would have no 
vote on an issue which would affect 
the character of their neighborhood 
and the value of their homes. They 
would be reduced to giving advice or 
protesting decisions. 

Aside from the political folly and 
unfairness of such a policy of exclu¬ 
sion, it is discriminatory in the worst 
sense of the word. And if discrimina¬ 
tion based on neighborhood of resi¬ 
dence is allowed to go unchallenged, 
the implications are frightening. 

What other groups might be 
targets of exclusion? Parents of 
school age children because they 
have children in Winchester, or 
senior citizens because they have no 
children in the schools? Or perhaps 
in situations like Vinson Owen where 
the student body is overwhelming 
Catholic, Catholics would be 
excluded from a re-use committee? 

Once elected officials embark on a 
policy of exclusion, are not the rights 
of all citizens in jeopardy? 

Let us hope that Mrs. Landry 
rethinks her policy of exclusion and 
realizes and that it is inconsistent 
wtih a democratic form of govern¬ 
ment. Democracy might be messy 
and inefficient, and even sometimes 
embarrassing, but it is out system of 
government and it does work.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 
Volume 17 — Report No. 37 
Massachusetts House 
September 21, 1990 

The House — The House and Senate 
are still in recess and there were no 
roll calls last week. “Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” continues its report on 
local representatives’ votes on pre¬ 
viously unrecorded roll call votes on 
amendments to the $13.4 billion state 
budget recently signed into law by 
Governor Dukakis. The bill number 
is H 5700 

District Courts — House 120-27, 
rejected an amendment increasing 
from $1.7 million to $2.8 million fund¬ 
ing for a reserve to meet the costs of 
the district courts and earmarking 
$1 million for a reserve to meet the 
costs of the five most overburdened 
courts. The amendment also 
increases funding by some $4.5 mil¬ 
lion for various items including dis¬ 
trict attorneys’ offices, correctional 
programs, programs to prevent 
prison overcrowding and drug and 
alcohol programs. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this will help the crimi¬ 
nal justice system and help attack 
the drug, crime and prison prob¬ 
lems. Opponents said the state can¬ 
not afford the increases and noted 
the budget allows courts to retain 
some revenues to help provide addi¬ 
tional funding for these programs. 

A Yea vote is for the increases. A 
Nay vote is against them. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Regional Centers — House 85-60, 
rejected an amendment reducing 
funding for the operation of regional 
education centers from $3.8 million 
to $2.8 million. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said this would divert $1 million 
which could be better used for direct 
services. Opponents said the $1 mil¬ 
lion cut will hurt the centers. 

A Yea vote is for the cut. A Nay 
vote is against the cut. 

Casey voted no. 

Agricultural — House 122-25, 
approved an amendment providing 
$1.7 million for emergency funding 
of several county cooperative exten¬ 
sion programs. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said this will fund agricultural 
schools and programs and will 
encourage young people to get into 
farming and preserve open space in 
Massachusetts. Opponents offered 
no arguments. 

A Yea vote is for the $1.7 million. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

Recess — On a Friday at 2:25 a.m., 
the House 71-70, voted to recess until 
Tuesday. Supporters, noting this is a 
holiday weekend, said voting on 
budget amendments in the wee 
hours of the morning is irresponsi¬ 
ble. Opponents said the House 
should remain in session and con¬ 
tinue to work on the budget in order 


to put the state’s fiscal house in 
order. 

A Yea vote is for the recess. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

Earmark — On these two votes, the 
House refused to reconsider earlier 
approval of two amendments ear¬ 
marking a portion of a program’s 
funding for a specific city. The 
House 94-54, refused to reconsider 
approval of an amendment ear¬ 
marking for New Bedford $88,000 out 
of $200,000 for housing services and 
assistance to low income tenants 
and to landlords to maintain secure 
and affordable shelter within the 
private housing stock. The House 
105-50, refused to reconsider earlier 
approval of an amendment ear¬ 
marking for Fall River $94,000 out of 
$1.2 million for teenage pregnancy 
prevention programs. Reconsidera¬ 
tion supporters said it is unfair to 
earmark money for specific cities at 
the expense of all the other cities and 
towns. Reconsideration opponents 
said New Bedford has major housing 
and tenant and landlord problems 
and argued Fall River has the high¬ 
est teen pregnancy rate in the state. 

Both roll calls are listed. The first 
is on earmarking $88,000. The second 
is on earmarking $94,000. On both 
roll calls, a Yea vote is for the 
reconsidering earmarking the 
money. A Nay vote is for earmark¬ 
ing the money. 

Casey voted no on both. 

Snow Removal — House 119-36| 
rejected an amendment requiring 
the Masachusetts Turnpike Authori¬ 
ty to assume responsibility from th£ 
Department of Public Works for 
removal of snow and ice from statb 
highways. Amendment supporters 
said this would save $19 million and 
claimed the Turnpike Authority has 
the money to do this. Opponents said 
the amendment is unconstitutional 
and would jeopardize the credit rat¬ 
ing of the Authority. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 

A Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Employee Termination — House 
101-46, approved an amendment pro¬ 
viding that state employees trans¬ 
ferred from one agency to another or 
to an authority or placed on an 03 
account since July 1989 be termi¬ 
nated unless the transfer is 
approved by the House and Senate 
Ways and Means Committees by 
September. Amendment supporters, 
noting the transfer of many employ¬ 
ees to the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority, argued the 
amendment would give the legisla¬ 
ture some oversight. Opponents said 
the amendment would unfairly treat 
thousands of police officers and 
others who were transferred when 
agencies were consolidated to save 
money. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 

A Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes.

Friends of Art support artistic spirit

At any time, in any town, it seems 
that when money gets tight, there 
are always those who will opt to 
eliminate or cut back the arts, call¬ 
ing them the icing on the cake. This 
is guaranteed to get a rise out of 
artists and others possessed of an 
artistic spirit. This year, the need 
for support of the arts, both moral 
and financial, has given rise to a new 
organization, Friends of Art. 

“A lot of people don’t see art as 
important,” says Friends of Art 
member, Barbara Potter, explain¬ 
ing the formation of Friends of Art, 
“but we feel art education is essen¬ 
tial to developing the whole being.

The group plans to help arrange 
and publicize student exhibits and to 
organize art activities open to every¬ 
one. Another important purpose of 
the group is fund-raising activities, 
both to help provide art supplies for 
the classes and eventually to provide 
scholarship(s). In Feburary the first 
major fund-raising event, a Beaux 
Arts Ball, will take place. 

Fortunately Winchester has a 
school administration that supports 


the arts and an art department 
which, under the direction of David 
Ardito, provides quality art educa¬ 
tion. Because of this, the students 
themselves can speak to the value of 
their art education. 

“Art education,” says high school 
senior Emily Cook, “helps you view 
things differently, understand how 
things are done, and why they’re 
done. You see relationships between 
things." 

Stacey Smith, also a senior, 
agrees, saying, “Art makes me see 
better," to which fellow student 
Sonia Lizotte adds, “Just this year it 
happened — I noticed things diffe¬ 
rently. From listening to our teach¬ 
ers I’ve learned to see shspes and 
textures and appreciate things.” 

“Art,” maintains Cook, “is part of 
your core education. It’s a good use 
of time, to teach a sense of commun¬ 
ity and the ability to work in 
groups.” 

“Taking art courses has complete¬ 
ly reflected on every other aspect of 
my life. I write better, I think better, 
I see better,” says Cook. 

Speaking from the adult 
viewpoint, Potter says, “Art helps 
you to be sensitive to the whole 
world around you. It helps you deve¬ 
lop critical thinking and analytical 
thinking,” they add, “you learn to 
give and take constructive critic¬ 
ism”; “art helps you feel better”; 
“its a form of self expression”; “art 
so often helps others.” 

Studying art in high school is good, 
according to Smith, because, “It 
gives you the opportunity to experi¬ 
ence all aspects of your society, your 
culture, before having to special¬ 
ize.” Further, Smith says, “It’s

important for people to get a taste of 
everything before they graduate.

Art classes can be immediately 
rewarding. “You feel good,” says 
Lizotte, “when you’ve done some¬ 
thing, and see that it’s good. In a 
group class you can learn from 
others and see your own progress.” 

“This year probably has been the 
best year I’ve had in high school,” 
concludes Smith, “because I’ve had 
a lot of art. If you cut back art, I’ll 
just die.” 

Though Friends of Art is new and 
the students know little of it as yet, 
Cook says, “Support from any sour¬ 
ce is important. Football players 
have their cheer leaders. We have 
Friends of Art.”

activity on this site is important to 
the town of Winchester,” said 
Swartz. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi has 
acknowledged that the dump was 
illegal before 1983 because Ferrari 
did not obtain a permit to dump 
construction debris. 

DEP has referred to the area as a 
21E site in some of their documents, 
which would indicate the site con¬ 
tains toxic material. Peggy 
Schleicher, member of the North 
End Task Force (NETF), a group of 
neighbors who live near the site, 
contends the dump does indeed con¬ 
tain toxic material. 


Schleicher Monday night asked 
the board if “anybody has inquired 
as to what was dumped at this site.” 
However, none of the board mem¬ 
bers responded. 

“Illegal dumping of solid and toxic 
waste has put the well-being of the 
neighborhood in danger.” said 
Schleicher “The north end neigh¬ 
borhood has been patient. 

“You can decide to grant an exten¬ 
sion and drag this nightmare on and 
on.” she added. 

Several abutters have filed suit to 
appeal the decision by the Board of 
Health that designated the area as a 
solid waste site in December, 1989. 


That decision ultimately allowed 
Ferrari to file for a waiver. 

The courts will determine whether 
that process was followed correctly 
on Oct. 25. If the site designation is 


annulled by the court, the DEP 
would probably hand responsibili¬ 
ties of the cleanup back to the board. 

If the board’s actions are upheld in 
court and the board grants Ferrari 


an extension as they have indicated, 
Ferrari would be allowed more time 
to evaluate and clean up the site 
under specifications set forth by the 
DEP.

Martignetti said Bartlett officials 
are looking for an answer from the 
town on renewing the lease, since 
brochures for the upcoming school 
year must be prepared. In addition, 
Martignetti said if a change in loca¬ 
tion was anticipated, parents would 
need to know. 

Selectmen agreed negotiations 
should be taken up in executive 
session, and will schedule discussion 
within the coming weeks. 

“I’m willing to go on record I that I 


will be willing 1 to negotiate and sign 
a lease with you.” said Selectman 
Robert Deering. 

Chairman Steven Powers agreed. 
“We intend to negotiate a lease with 
you. It’s not the intention of the 
board to hold you up,” he said. 
Powers said an executive session on 
the matter would be held as soon as 
possible. 

According to Martignetti, the 
Bartlett School was established in 
the Casey residence on Bartlett 
Road in Arlington in 1933. After 


moving from Arlington, the school 
was housed for many years in the old 
Wyman School on Church Street. 
Since 1986, Bartlett has been operat¬ 
ing out of the old Parkhurst School 
on Samoset Road. 

The school provides education to 
students in pre-kindergarten classes 
through grade eight. Approximately 
25 percent of the students are from 
Winchester. 

Martignetti cited rental income 
from Bartlett as well as education to 
children as benefits to the town.

be ... I’m not sure it’s representa¬ 
tive of the fire department itself, it 
may be of the Union administra¬ 
tion.” Deering said he was “appre¬ 
ciative of the hard work the firefigh¬ 
ters do,” but said he didn’t believe 
” ... articles such as this serve the 
process well.” 

Schmitt called Duffy’s letter 
“ ... unprofessional and not very 
reflective of the quality of employ¬ 
ees we have in this town.” 

According to the opinion, Duffy 
was approached by fellow union 
members after the selectmen’s 
meeting, who “voiced concern that 
he and/or the department might 
suffer retaliation for his having pub¬ 


lished letters to the editor.” Duffy 
said he felt selectmen were “trying 
to stop him from engaging in his 
union activism, although he acknow¬ 
ledged that they had not in fact 
stopped him,” said DeSouza in her 
decision. 

DeSouza said she felt the com¬ 
ments violated Section 10(a)(1) 
because they violated “a protected 
activity.” 

“Writing letters to the newspaper 
by a union president on behalf of 
union members concerning employ¬ 
ment issues is concerted activity 
which is protected under the Law,” 
DeSouza wrote. 

”... I consider that the remarks at 
issue here discourage permissiable 
union activities as well as union 
membership by attempting to sepa¬ 
rate the union leadership from the 


membership and denigrating union 
strategy to the employees it repre¬ 
sents,” DeSouza wrote. 

In an interview with The Winches¬ 
ter Star, Duffy said, “I was being 
informative in a sarcastic way as to 
what was happening with the fire 
department ... In this particular 
incident, I was being criticized for 
what I believed was my right to 
inform the public of what was going 
on.” 

Duffy said he was pleased with 
DeSouza’s decision, though he real¬ 
izes selectmen are filing an appeal. 
“I believe the selectmen over¬ 
stepped their bounds significantly,” 
he said. 

Neither Deering nor Schmitt 
would comment on the decision, 
since it will be appealed. 


However, only 35 of the 1(H) spaces 
the hospital leased at a lot in Stone- 
ham were used. The hospital pro¬ 
vides transportation to and from the 
off-site parking area for employees. 

Brooks said the hospital hopes to 
acquire an additional 70 parking 
spaces off-site for employees. The 
hospital recently enacted a policy of 
requiring all newly-hired employees 
to park off-site, he said. 

The hospital enforces the mandat¬ 
ory parking program by providing 
employees allowed to park on-site 
with hang-tags, Brooks said. The 
system is monitored by internal 
security. 

Brooks said he does not anticipate 
a “huge increase" in traffic with the 
merge with Harvard Community 
Health Plan. Although he did not 
have figures available Monday 
night, Brooks said he believed the 
bulk of the merger would be 
absorbed by the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington.

‘Stellar’ defense aids in victory

The Winchester High School cross¬ 
country team is “building for the 
future,’’ according to head coach 
Joe Cantillon.

Pride leads team on soccer field 


Runners build strength

This past week has instilled an 
element that many people thought 
was lacking in the Winchester boys’ 
soccer team. The boys’ team gained 
two victories with only one tie last 
week, against such fierce competi¬ 
tors as Woburn and Wakefield. This 
improves their record to 4-2-2. 

The element that has been 
instilled in the team in the past few 
games? Pride; pride in themselves, 
their team and above all, in their 
determination to win. 

On Tuesday, Sept. 25, the boys 
were set for a home field showdown 
against last year’s State Champs, 
the Wakefield Warriors. The War¬ 
riors came with faces painted, but 
no amount of paint could have hid 
them from the superior quality of 
Sachem play. Winchester had many 
early opportunities to score, but just 
could not pull the trigger in front of 
the Wakefield net. Jeff Foster and 
Shaun Oliver put in herculean 
efforts, but just couldn’t score on 
Wakefield. 

Despite good pressure and team¬ 
work in the Warrior zone by the 
Sachems, Wakefield drew first 
blood. Wakefield’s Eric Anderson 
scored on the rebound from a cor- 
nerkick. However, within minutes, 
Jeff Foster unleashed a bullet from 
45 yards out that found its way into 
the upper right corner of the goal. 

“I looked up, and the goalie wasn’t 
in the net,” says Foster regarding 


his sesquipedalian goal. “So I just 
popped it.” 

The half ended with the score tied 
at 1. The second half continued in 
much the same fashion, with 
Winchester dominating for the most 
part. Mike Bosco made three key 
blocks of Wakefield’s attempt to 
clear the ball. Off the third block, 
Peter French was able to uncork a 
shot of his own into the lower left 
corner of the net to give Winchester 
the game-winning goal. 

With great team play in the second 
half, as well as fantastic goalkeep¬ 
ing by Steve Mueller, who played in 
his first full game back after an 
injury-plagued pre-season, Winches¬ 
ter sent the Warriors home with a 
defeat. Coach Gene Bouley was 
encouraged by his team’s 
determination. 

“We never gave up. After the first 
goal, it would have been easy to quit, 
but we didn’t,” he said. 

On Friday, Sept. 28, the Sachems 
prepared themselves to face the 
Melrose Red Raiders. It wasn’t 
much of a contest. Within the first 
two minutes, Jeff Foster nailed a 
header off of Kevin Queenan’s cor- 
nerkick to give Winchester the lead. 
No more than three minutes after 
Foster’s goal, Peter French followed 
suit by sending a left-footed shot into 
the lower right corner, to give the 
Sachems a 2-0 lead. 

Before the half, Mike Bosco scored 
on a bouncing pass by French just 
inside the 18-yard line, giving the 
Sachems a 3-0 advantage. The total 


domination of the Red Raiders by 
the Sachems continued through the 
second half. Foster scored, again 
using his head, off a rebound from a 
Kris Oliver shot. 

Melrose, to save face and salvage 
some of their bruised honor, was 
able to slip a shot past Mueller, who 
allowed just that solitary goal. In the 
closing moments of the game, Shaun 
Oliver was able to burn his defender, 
and ease a shot into the corner. 
Winchester’s complete and utter 
domination of Melrose gave them a 
5-1 victory. According to Queenan, 
who assisted the first Foster goal, 
the Sachems “are back in full force, 
and Mean Gene (Bouley] is elated 
with our superior execution and 
teamplay.” 

Oct. 1 saw the Sachems play a rare 
night game, at Woburn. It was 
Winchester who came with the 
painted faces, to “protect our eyes 
from the intense lights,” said Cap¬ 
tain Josh Briggs. It was indeed a 
lush, beautiful field, and a cool, but 
beautiful night for a game. Winches¬ 
ter came out fired up and ready to 
face this potentially dangerous 
Woburn team. 

The Tanners scored early on a 
header set up by a penalty shot 
marked just outside the 18-yard line. 
Winchester played exceedingly well, 
Considering the very physical nature 
of Woburn’s playing style. The game 
turned into the Tanners versus 
themselves because of the sheer 
number of penalties they obtained. 
Mike Cramer’s defensive brilliance, 


as well as Steve Mueller’s key saves 
held Woburn to just one goal for the 
duration of the game. 

At about the midpoint of the first 
half, Shaun Oliver scored on a free 
ball 10 yards in front of the net, to tie 
the score at one. Although Mike 
Bosco and Captain Darin Clemente 
nailed several hard shots, the 
Woburn goalie was able to deter 
every one. 

During the half, in an unprece¬ 
dented move of diplomacy, the 
Woburn cheerleaders came over to 
the Wincehster stands, and wished 
the Sachems good luck. They also 
gave a cheer for Coach Bouley, 
while the Sachem cheerleaders 
stood in awe. As the sky darkened, 
and the temperatures dropped, the 
level of play for both teams 
increased. Key defensive plays by 
Jon Racek and David Hood thwarted 
any Tanner attempts to snatch a 
victory. 

Winchester’s finesse and 
Woburn’s overly aggressive play 
ended in a standoff with the score 
tied at one, when the whistle blew. 
Coach Bouley liked what he saw in 
the game. “After the first five or six 
minutes, we played well. We really 
played a good game," he said. 

After eight games, the Sachems 
have shown themselves to be a team 
that is developing into a serious 
contender for the league title. By 
outplaying some very aggressive 
and tenacious teams, the Sachems 
have guaranteed themselves a 
bright future.

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Vital volunteers 

Many seniors stay active through giving

fter years of 
looking forward to 
retirement, many 
senior citizens are 
finding the need to 
be productive 
does not end with 
their last paychecks. 

In fact, seniors are volunteering in 
large numbers and playing key roles in 
society. 

Retirees who volunteer say helping 
others brings inner satisfaction, but 
also flexibility to pursue outside 
interests. In addition, volunteerism 
helps stave off loneliness and keeps the 
volunteers vital. 

And many nonprofit organizations, 
such as the United Way, depend 
heavily on seniors to accomplish day- 
to-day tasks such as mailings. 

The Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program — known as RSVP — has 
several branches across the state and 
matches people age 60 and over with 
volunteer jobs in their area. 

Assignments range from stuffing 
envelopes to teaching and visiting 
isolated elders in their homes. 

Area RSVP administrators said 
turnover in their programs is high due 
to illness, death or volunteers moving, 
but that interest in working for the 
organization has grown steadily over 
the years through word of mouth and 
the increasing elderly population. 

Officials also said the number of well- 
educated, professional volunteers is on 
the rise. 

Regina MacDonald, coordinator of 
RSVP in Norwood, which serves 
Norfolk County and is based in Quincy.

said that group now has a total of about 
600 volunteers. 

The Newton RSVP has 630 
volunteers serving Newton, Wellesley 
and Weston, according to Program 
Director Lois Harris. 

RSVP, which was started in the 
1970s as a national program, receives 
federal, state and county funding. But 
with budget-slashing measures looming 
on both the state and federal levels, 
those funds are in jeopardy, 
administrators said. 

RSVP officials are nevertheless 
pushing ahead with their programs and 
hoping for the best. MacDonald and her 
co-coordinator, Marie Grant, said these 
efforts are crucial for elders and their 
communities. 

“They feel needed, and you have to 
feel needed and feel as if you’ve 
accomplished something," said 
MacDonald. “The senior of today is a 
much more active person than the last 
generation. It keeps them stimulated 
both mentally and physically.” 

Harris also said, “Studies show 
volunteerism improves the well-being 
of the volunteer. ’ ’ 

It is clear, too, that older volunteers 
have much to give and are an important 
resource, particularly with younger 
people preoccupied with careers and 
raising families. 

Much of the work seniors do is with 
frail elders in nursing homes or who 
live alone and need “friendly visitors.” 

Harris said, however, numerous 
other opportunities abound for seniors 
to stretch themselves. She said she 
would like to see more seniors going 
into Boston hospitals to hold babies 
with AIDS and working in other areas 
in dire need, but that transportation is 
often a problem. 

On the local scene, however, many 
seniors are busy. 

William Grazado of Norwood retired 
years ago from his job in Bird & Sons’ 
art display department, and now 
spends much of his time with about 30 
other men and women touring nursing 
homes singing and doing skits. Their 
group is known as “The Irregulars” 
and is much in demand. One group 
member will soon be 90.

Grazado, 73, said The Irregulars, 
who perform and rehearse once a 
week, are working on a new “calendar 
show” this year. In it, there will be a 
theme song for each month of the year. 

“It is very rewarding — just to have 
people say, 'Don’t go,’” said Grazado, 
noting the songs conjure nostalgia and 
often make audience members cry. 

Mollie Schoenberg of Newton is 
another active senior involved in a 
number of activities. 

“I represent one of many people in 
this area who do not wish to wait for 
the end,” said Schoenberg, who 
retired from her job as an administrator 
at the Boston Psychoanalytic Institute 
in 1982 in her 70s. 

She said she has always volunteered 
and never thought twice about 
continuing to do so in retirement. 

Schoenberg has volunteered at the 
Newton Public Library as a literacy 
tutor and is now working on the 


library's third edition of a directory 
listing creative people living in Newton. 

In addition, Schoenberg serves on 
the RSVP advisory council and is a past 
chairwoman of Retired Executive 
Volunteers (REV) — an RSVP affiliate. 
And finally, Schoenberg is a teacher in 
the Newton Community Schools’ ESL 
program. 

Her only rule: “I no longer want to 
work at night.” 

Schoenberg’s husband Henry is also 
a volunteer, mostly with Newton’s 
cultural council. 

Asked whether she ever considers 
slowing down, Schoenberg said, “I 
love to read, but I don’t want to sit and 
read all the time.” 

Newton’s Aaron Cole, who now 
lives in Lexington, also said 
volunteering in retirement was natural 
for him. For 25 years, he has spent 
time reading to students at the Carroll 
Center for the Blind in Newton. Seven 
years ago, he began doing career 
counseling there as well.

‘ ‘I sit down with them and 
realistically evaluate the sort of things 
they could handle,” said Cole. “In 
some cases, people discover they’re 
capable of doing things they hadn’t 
thought of such as getting a master’s 
and working in a profession. ’ ’ 

Cole also serves on the RSVP 
advisory council and works as a friendly 


visitor. 

‘Tve also been doing one-man 
concerts to raise money for the Carroll 
Center,” he said, noting he sings with 
piano accompaniment. 

Cole retired more than four years 
ago from Safeguard Business Systems, 
a company he started 40 years ago to 
help companies make their accounting 
departments more efficient. 

“I like helping people. I did that 
even when I was in business,” he said. 

Nellie Kanalski said she was anxious 
to volunteer at Norwood Hospital near 
where she lives, but wanted something 
she could do at home “helping 
someone.”

1 The Resume 


2 . Personal Assessment 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age. height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.)

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


What can 1 do? What do 1 want to do? What do 1 do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 

and dislikes. 


Here is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 

strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 

3 . Research 



Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody’s (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You’ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don’t be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

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Teachers take 
action to step 
up bargaining

After 11 months of bargaining, 
members of the Winchester Educa¬ 
tion Association have decided to 
stick to the letter of their contract — 
encouraging their colleagues to 
work only within the school day — 
until an employment agreement can 
be reached. 

The Winchester Education Associ¬ 
ation (WEA), the local teachers’ 
union, announced at the Oct. 9 
School Committee session that they 
would begin phase one of “work-to- 
rulc,” an action that encourages 
members to restrict their workday 
to what is directly mandated in their 
contracts — excluding such work as 
supervising extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties, attending open houses, grading 
papers and exams at home, and 
monitoring study classes or deten¬ 
tion halls. 

This action is recognized as the 
first phase in a process that could 
include additional job action, and 
potentially a move toward a strike. 
WEA President Sheryl Norris said 
her membership has not considered 
a teachers’ strike at this time. 

“We’ve encouraged people to use 
their professional judgment I in 


implementing work-to-rulel,” she 
said. 

She noted that the WEA member¬ 
ship has not reached the point where 
they will “strongly urge,” their col¬ 
leagues not to participate in before- 
or after-school activities. That 
action would constitute phase two of 
work-to-rule. 

Norris said a majority of the WEA 
membership is taking part in the job 
action, with the hope that the School 
Committee will step up its efforts to 
produce an equitable agreement. 
Norris cited a slow-moving process 
and said many teachers feel their 
needs are being “put off." She said 
the last bargaining session was Oct. 
2 and the next won’t be until Oct. 25. 

Of the School Committee, Norris 
said, “Most people think they’re not 
paying attention to us.” The work-to- 
rule action was enacted in an effort 
“to exert pressure, some sort of 
feeling that everyone is together on 
this.” 

In a statement delivered to the 
School Committee by WEA member 
and high school teacher Peggy Sulli¬ 
van, union members called the 
School Committee positions on 
aspects of working conditions and a

League looks at 
ballot questions

Voters will have a chance to sign 
off on a total of eight ballot questions 
in November. None however, has 
gotten more attention than question 
3, which seeks to reduce the income 
tax rate, roll back fees and charges 
and repeal all other tax increases. 

The Winchester League of Women 
Voters met recently to discuss the 
ballot questions and their state orga¬ 
nization’s position against two of the 
initiatives, the Citizens for Limited 
Taxation (CLT) proposal (Question 
3) and the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA) initiative (Ques¬ 
tion 5), as well as discuss the other 


six questions on the ballot. 

Question 1 

The first question is a proposal to 
amend the constitution to abolish the 
state census. Currently, Massa¬ 
chusetts is the only state in the 
country that conducts a census on a 
10-year basis, which cost $6.5 million 
in 1985. 

Supporters of this measure say the 
federal census is not as accurate as 
a state census. They cite Boston as 
having the lowest return rate for 
federal census forms. Inaccurate 
figures, supporters say, could cost 
the state representation on the fed¬ 
eral level and unequal dispenseinent

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Hospital to seek 
neighbors 9 input

Winchester Hospital President 
Eugene Loubier is hoping to work 
with town officials and neighborhood 
representatives to come to a conclu¬ 
sion on the area’s parking problem. 

Selectmen denied a request last 
week presented by Ted Brooks, 
Winchester Hospital assistant vice 
president, which proposed changing 
the parking limit on Highland 
Avenue from two hours to four 
hours, and implementing a four- 
hour parking limit on Maple Road. 

Hospital representatives said they 
felt the changes would limit employ¬ 
ee parking around the hospital, 
address parking congestion and pro¬ 
vide more spaces for volunteers. 
Selectmen said they are seeking a 
more comprehensive plan for park¬ 
ing, and would like the hospital to 
garner input from neighbors. 

According to Hospital President 
Eugene Loubier, the proposal set 
forth by the hospital was made in an 
attempt to ensure turnover in the 
hospital’s parking lots. Loubier said 
he realizes parking has been an 
on-going problem in the area, and at 
the request of selectmen, will bring 
the most recent problem before the 
neighborhood group. 

“We did not go to the neighbor¬ 
hood before [because] we thought it 
was a benign request,’’ he said.

sites within the high school to house 
Continental’s facilities. An area 
within the home economics depart¬ 
ment was originally brought up in 
discussions.

“The neighborhood group has 
addressed a general concern for the 
added traffic the hospital creates in 
their neighborhood, and [neighbors! 
have been a very proactive voice for 
their neighborhood concerns,’’ said 
Loubier. 

While hospital representatives 
continue to meet regularly with 
neighbors on issues of importance, 
Loubier said the parking plan was 
not brought before the group. “I 
regret they reacted like this,’’ he 
said. “If we had to do it all over 
again, I’m sure we would contact 
them before we created any kind of 
plan.” 

From 7 a.m. to 3 p.m., Loubier 
said the hospital is at its peak num¬ 
ber of employees — a figure he 
estimated was approximately 300 
people. In addition, Loubier esti¬ 
mated at least 30 volunteers visit the 
hospital on a daily basis. 

The hospital instituted a mandat¬ 
ory off-site parking program for the 
last 100 employees hired. Transpor¬ 
tation to and from the off-site park¬ 
ing area in Stoneham is provided by 
the hospital. 

At present, the hospital has about 
100 spaces off-site in Stoneham, and 
is seeking an additional 70 spaces at 
another site. “It’s not an attempt to 
put more [cars] on the street, it’s an 
attempt to create turnover,’’ said

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Common committee 
proposed by BDRC

Members of the Beautification 
Design Review Committee have 
asked that selectmen consider 
establishing a committee to devise a 
plan for revitalizing the town 
Common. 

Members of the Beautification 
Design Review Committee (BDRC) 
met with selectmen Monday night to 
update the board on projects. 

According to BDRC Chairman 
Sandra Rodgers, her committee is 
reviewing a Mason and Frye report 
done a number of years ago outlin¬ 
ing a plan to revitalize the Common. 
“We feel the Mason and Frye plan is 
something we can start from," she 
said. 

“We’re not trying to hire an 
architect, recreate anything, or redo 
anything,” she said. “We’re using 
the plan as a base. We would like to 
progress from it, get fresh ideas.” 

Rodgers said the proposed Com¬ 
mon Committee would consist of 
representatives from her commit¬ 
tee, the Planning Board, board of 
Selectmen, engineering office and' 
Department of Public Works. 

“We want this to really be a town 


Common plan,” she said. "We don’t 
want this to be a [BDRC] plan.” 

Once a master plan is created, 
Rodgers said, groups and individu¬ 
als could make donations to the 
Common accordingly. 

Rodgers said approximately 
$5,000 had been targeted for an 
architect. However, she said the 
majority of her committee felt the 
money could be better spent on 
plantings for the Common. 

With respect to establishing a 
committee, selectmen did not agree 
with appointing a representative 
from their board. Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Steve Powers said he did not 
think it would be appropriate to have 
a selectmen on the committee, since 
the BDRC is an advisory group to 
selectmen. 

“The message I have is, 'Not on 
my watch without it coming back to 
this board for approval,’ ” said Pow¬ 
ers. “It will be the purviev of this 
board to decide what will be done 
with the Common.” Powers sug¬ 
gested the group should provide 
step-by-step updates to selectmen. 

Selectman William O’Leary 
requested the BDRC provide select¬ 
men with a short memorandum out¬ 
lining the suggested committee, at 
which time selectmen will vote on it.

Loubier “[The plan] would give vol¬ 
unteers and ambulatory patients 
more time to visit.” 

Loubier said he is also concerned 
about a misunderstanding with 
regards to the hospital’s relationship 
to Harvard Community Health Plan 
(HCHP). During the selectmen’s 
Oct. 1 meeting, selectmen asked 
Brooks what impact the “merge” 
with HCHP would have on hospital 
traffic. However, Loubier said no 
merge with the group is planned, 
and that a merger between a hospi¬ 
tal and health maintenance organi¬ 
zation is unlikely. 

“We are certainly a stand-alone 
hospital, and intend to be a stand¬ 
alone community hospital,” Loubier 
said. 

Winchester Hospital is affiliated 
with HCHP through a new ambulat¬ 
ory facility in Burlington, Loubier 
said. However, the increased visits 
to Winchester Hospital as a result of 
this affiliation will be “virtually 
none,” he added. 

“Their plan is to take care of their 
people on site [in Burlington] and 
not send them to the hospital,” he 


said. “We will probably see 50 
patients in a year. That’s less than 
one per week.” 

The bulk of HCHP physicians are 
salaried and housed in HCHP-owned 
facilities, Loubier said. 

The closing of Choate Hospital in 
Woburn, however, has, and will con¬ 
tinue to have, an impact on the 
parking situation at the hospital. 
The closing added approximately 40 
doctors to the hospital’s staff, and 
Loubier estimated the schedules in 
the emergency room, laboratory 
and x-ray area have increased 
approximately 25 percent. 

The hospital’s occupancy rate has 
jumped from about 50 percent to 
between 75 and 80 percent, he said. 
The impact on traffic from this can 
be measured by statistics, which 
in .icate that for every patient, there 
are four visitors during the course of 
the day. 

In addition, Loubier estimates the 
hospital sees approximately 200 to 
300 outpatients per day. “That’s a lot 
of traffic,” he said. 

Loubier said hospital officials 
hope to decide on a parking plan that 
addresses neighbors concerns 
before bringing a proposal back to 
selectmen.

“My feeling was we were not 
going to make any changes this 
fall,” Maurer said. He noted the 
town’s budget plan includes revenue 
gained from fees collected at the 
transfer station. 

However, selectmen said they 
were not comfortable having the 
stickers sold, given the fact there 
could be changes to the system. In 
the past, selectmen had discussed 
the possibility of promoting more 
recycling, as well as selling trash 
bags for use at the transfer station. 

“I don’t think we should sell any 
stickers until we decide [if we’re 
going to make changes],” said 
Selectman Robert Deering. 

“There had to be a time when we 
started selling the stickers,” Maurer 
said. He added that the 1991 stickers 
were being sold to residents new to 
town. He said he only knew of one 
sticker to date that had been pur¬ 
chased bv a new resident. 

Maurer said the stickers are being 
sold to prevent excessive overtime 
as January nears, not to provide a 
benefit to new residents. “We 
thought if we spread it out over a 
long period of time, we might cut 
down on overtime,” he said. “It’s

about $400,000 in revenue that comes 
in just from the stickers.” 

but Deering said he was con¬ 
cerned new residents would get 15 
months for the price of 12. “I don’t 
think we should be giving somebody 
next year’s sticker for $50 now,” he 
said. Deering suggested the 1990 
stickers should be pro-rated for the 
final three months of the year. 

“My argument is they’re getting 
three months [free] use of the trans¬ 
fer station,” said Deering. “We’re 
not running a Welcome Wagon 
here.” 

Maurer said the only people bene- 
fitting from buying a 1991 sticker 
now are new residents. “We never 
made a provision in the sticker reg¬ 
ulations to pro-rate [the charge],” 
said Maurer. 

“I guess we really haven’t decided 
what we’re going to do for calendar 
year 1991,” said Selectman Thomas 
Schmitt. He said there will likely be 
“major changes” in the system. “I 
don’t know how we can presuppose 
the fee will be 50 bucks,” he added. 
“Until we do and vote on a pricing 
structure, I don’t think we should be 
selling the stickers for 50 bucks.” 

Selectmen agreed to discuss the 
matter at their Oct. 22 meeting, and 
will schedule a public hearing for 
that date.

Pinto gives 01890 
a personal touch

The frontispiece of the Town 
Reports for 1928 shows Winches¬ 
ter Post Office — the graceful 
new addition to our town civic 
center — lately built on the site of 
the old plumbing shop of J. A. 
Laraway. 

Sixty years ago there were few 
addresses on Waterfield Road — 
for in 1928 that road terminated in 
a cul-de-sac at the ground level 
right of way of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. A small waiting 
room and taxi stand stood at the 
end of this cul-de-sac and limited 
access was provided there for the 
old. high-wheel mail and baggage 
wagons to pass between the post 
office and the large wooden depot 
across the tracks on Common 
Street. 

Having a •‘government build¬ 
ing'' prefacing the Town Report 
was indicative of the deep pride 
felt locally in the beautiful new 
post office building. 

Lately, residents who have 
entered the 62-vear-old building 
have felt a resurgence of that 
pride as fresh paint, alterations 
and new attitudes have combined 
to focus new interest in what 
happens down on Waterfield 
Road. 

Postmaster Louis M. Pinto 
ushered the local observer into 
his sunny office last week, with 
an engaging enthusiasm for the 
future. 

Although Lou has been post¬ 
master here for a scant four 
months, morale among the 24 
Winchester employees already 
seems to be on the upswing. 

Perhaps his 10-year experience 
in labor relations has heightened 
his sensitivity to employee needs 
— for they have had much to say 
in the changes now taking place. 


Lou — who lives in Lynn with 
wife Joanne and children Michel¬ 
le. Lisa and Louis — seems to 
have a hands-on approach to the 
postal service, and he may be 
found at odd times out in the 
public lobby welcoming many 
locals and listening to their 
concerns. 

He mentioned that with 
increased automation elsewhere, 
operations at Winchester will 
center on local delivery and win¬ 
dow service. The central 
Middlesex/Essex facility, newly 
opened in North Reading is fully 
automated and will facilitate pro¬ 
cessing of all local mail. 

The vacated facility at East 
Woburn will accommodate base 
operations for Winchester, 
Woburn. Wilmington. Burlington 
and Lynnfield. 

Lou. in strolling about The 
Square soon after his appoint¬ 
ment. said. “People seemed very 
friendly and reflected a great 
deal of pride in their town." 

Right now. Postmaster Pinto is 
brushing up on landscape design 
at Essex Agricultural College to 
insure that exterior changes at 
Winchester Post Office blend 
with the existing character of the 
downtown area. 

Lou Pinto is giving the "face¬ 
less" government service a per¬ 
sonal touch which relates directly 
to the people it was meant to 
serve. 

Whether one enters for a book 
of stamps — or to send a "care 
package" to a son or daughter 
away at college — this new com¬ 
mitment to community service 
and involvement makes each vis¬ 
it to Winchester Post Office a real 
treat. 

George Lochman, the first 
postmaster of the new building 
way back in 1928, would be very 
proud!

Members respond 
to Breen letter 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The undersigned members of the 
recently dissolved Vinson Owen 
Reuse Committee, would like to 
respond to the letter from Dr. Rita 
Breen-McKay, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, in last week’s edition of the 
Star and help the citizen’s of 
Winchester understand the back¬ 
ground to her letter. 

Dr. Breen-McKay accuses the 
chairman of the School Committee, 
Donna Brandt-Landry of a heinous 
attack on democracy by excluding 
residents of a school district, whose 
school is to be closed, from member¬ 
ship of the subsequent reuse com¬ 
mittee. Brandt-Landry’s offense is 
to have accepted a final report of a 
committee appointed by the School 
Committee and chaired by Dr. 
Breen-McKay. This report included 
a majority recommendation of 
which the three of us were part, with 
which Dr. Breen-McKay disagreed, 
so we feel it is incumbent on us to 
respond to Dr. Breen-McKay’s 
attack. 

We believe that the approach 
which was followed this year in 
establishing the Vinson Owen Reuse 
Committee was less than ideal in 
serving the interests of both the 
Vinson Owen district and the town at 
large. How, then, were previous re¬ 
use committees structured, and why 
do we believe such an approach 
served both the town and the resi¬ 
dents of the district affected better? 

In the past, two committees were 
appointed to determine a new use for 
a school: 

• A neighborhood advisory com 


We’ve got the guys beat three to two. 
We keep a pretty sharp eye on them 
too, I can tell you. The older one is 
the old-style male, mostly. Which 
means, when people cry he watches 
them for a while, then goes back to 
his football game. 

The whole culture conspires to 
make men fear crying. Crying is 
scary and wet, and people some¬ 
times even tear their hair when they 
do it. For many men, only safe short 
bouts of crying are permissible, like 
during the National Anthem, for 
example.

"Do you ever ask her to 
swing on the swings with you?” 

"Are you kidding?” came his 
answer. "I stay as far away from 
her as possible.” 

Bedtime is important, I believe. 
The mom and dad here have been 
fighting about bedtime for the past 
15 years. The dad thinks you can 
say, “OK, kids, go brush your 
teeth,” then, when they report back 
from doing that, you just add, “Now 
go to bed.” I believe you should 
more or less escort kids, with relax¬ 
ed conversation and some laughs, 
through the bath and teeth-brushing 


mittee, charged with identifying the 
concerns and desires of local resi¬ 
dents and communicating them to 
the reuse committee. The members 
of this committee were specifically 
selected from the affected district. 

• A reuse committee, charged with 
administering the reuse process, 
including of course receiving the 
input of the neighborhood advisory 
committee. This committee was 
made up of citizens of the town at 
large. 

This stucture had served the town 
well in all six previous school clos¬ 
ings. It reflects the fact that, 
although the concerns of the neigh¬ 
borhood are of paramount impor¬ 
tance, in the final analysis a school 
has been paid for, is owned by and is 
a resource to the whole town. It also 
prevented the possibility of any 
appearance of conflict of interest in 
administering the reuse process. 

Two committees were originally 
appointed by Chairman Brandt- 
Landry, but after some debate, the 
two committees were combined into 
a single committee on a motion by 
Mark Lombardi. We had originally 
been appointed to the reuse commit¬ 
tee, Dr. Breen-McKay to the neigh¬ 
borhood advisory committee. 

Our committee had to cope with a 
change in state law, the Uniform 
Procurement Act, that required us 
to develop an entirely new proce¬ 
dure to administer the reuse pro¬ 
cess. We were well along in deter¬ 
mining a process that would comply 
with the law when the compromise 
was reached to keep the school open 
for another year. 

As we looked hack over the work¬ 
ings of the committee we reached 
two conclusions: 


and the selection of The Book and 
all, lie down with them while you’re 
reading it, etc.; walk them right up 
to the door of oblivion, in other 
words. 

The advantage is, you hear things 
at the end of the day, when the 
battles are all fought and the noise of 
the household is stilled: secrets, and 
private triumphs and quiet misgiv¬ 
ings.

Did the little boy 
talk to him, like I said he would if he 
gave him the time? "He sure did," 
came the reply. "What did he say?,’’ 
I asked, all but tasting a victory. 
"He said, ‘Wanna get out of my bed. 
Dad, so I can go to sleep?’ ’’ 

How will this little male turn out, 
then? It’s, like, emotionally draining 
just to think about it. Class dis¬ 
missed, anyway. Smoke ’em if you 
got ’em. 


1. We were surprised at the lack of 
involvement in our activities of the 
residents of the Vinson Owen dis¬ 
trict. Only two or three members of 
the public from the district attended 
any of our meetings. We believe that 
under a two-committee structure, 
the neighborhood advisory commit¬ 
tee would have been aggressively 
organizing informal meetings of dis¬ 
trict residents, at different times of 
the day, all over the district, in order 
to facilitate attendance and ensure 
that all shades of opinion within the 
district were heard. 

In short, we believe the democra¬ 
tic process would have been better 
served with a two committee 
structure. 

2. Comments made to us by 
numerous members of Town Meet¬ 
ing make it clear that a large seg¬ 
ment of the town is questioning the 
objectivity of many of our commit¬ 
tee’s actions. Questions of possible 
conflict of interest have been raised 
and it has even been suggested to us 
that the committee was used to influ¬ 
ence the outcome of the decision to 
close the school. We believe that this 
is a direct consequence of the single 
committee stucture. 

In case the possibilty of conflict of 
interest is thought to be only a 
theoretical concern, we will refer to 
a specific instance from the work¬ 
ings of our committee. 

One of the most emotional issues 
that emerged in the debate over 
closing Vinson Owen was the asser¬ 
tion of Dr. Breen-McKay to Town 
Meeting that the school would have 
to be boarded up while the require¬ 
ments of the Uniform Procurement 
Act were being met. The appearance

of conflict here is two-fold. First Dr. 
Breen-McKay reached her conclu¬ 
sion (which was never the official 
position of the reuse committee) 
after discussion with the town’s 
insurance agent and failed to dis¬ 
close to the committee and to Town 
Meeting that the insurance agent is 
the parent of a child attending Vin¬ 
son Owen. 

Second, she failed to preface her 
speech to Town Meeting by stating 
that she is a resident of the Vinson 
Owen district and was speaking as 
such, not as the chairman of the 
committee, which had not author¬ 
ized her to address Town Meeting on 
its behalf. 

These are examples of the appear¬ 
ances of conflict that can arise. Dr. 
Breen-McKay’s conclusion may or 
may not been correct (we believe 
equally strongly that boarding up 
could easily have been avoided); 
however Town Meeting has the right 
to know the bases on which such a 
critical conclusion was reached. 
Since the town must be able to 
continue long-standing business 
relationships with town residents, 
we believe that the opportunity for 
conflict must be removed by not 
allowing residents of the district to 
control key aspects of administering 
the reuse process. In other words, 
don’t put the fox in charge of the hen 
house. 

Does our recommendation consti 
tute disenfranchisement? First, we 
did not recommend disenfranchise¬ 
ment. The vice chairman of the 
committee, in a letter to Dr. Breen- 
McKay dated Sept. 2, requested that 
the final report of the committee 


include a statement to the effect that 
“ • a majority of the committee 
(feels strongly) that the composition 
of future reuse committees (should) 
be modeled much more closely on 
the traditional pattern than was 
ours.’’ However, instead of using 
flexible wording along these lines, 
Dr. Breen-McKay submitted the 
very wording that now upsets her. 

Second, every citizen has an abso¬ 
lute right to be heard — the true 
meaning of enfranchisement — and 
our recommendation would not 
result in any citizen losing this right. 
Indeed as we have shown, we believe 
our proposal would increase 
enfranchisement. However, no one 
has an automatic right to participate 
in an administrative process. 

We therefore continue to believe 
our recommendation is entirely 
appropriate and hope that the School 
Committee will act on our recom¬ 
mendation when it next appoints a 
reuse committee. We made this 
recommendation and stand by it 
even though two members of the 
committee are residents of a 
Ambrose district which Dr. Breen- 
McKay seems to feel will be the next 
target for closure.

You each 
have hundreds of young “volun¬ 
teers” to police up the playgrounds 
and sidewalks. Why not use them? 

Stay away from trash-duty on 
Bacon Street on the south side of 
Wedgemere station. But please pick 
any other street in town and call it 
yours.

Breen questions 
Lynch request 

TO THE EDITOR: 

At two Winchester School Commit¬ 
tee meetings and in a letter sent 
home to Lynch Elementary School 
parents, a group of parents from 
Lynch have asked for redistricting 
to solve the problems of their school. 
Whatever their intentions, they have 
made public pronouncements which 
both offend and alarm. 

These Lynch parents have 
targeted several groups of children 
as the source of their problems: 1) 
children with minor special needs, 
2) children with English as their 
second language, and 3) what they 
identify as “transient children". 
They claim Lynch has a higher prop¬ 
ortion of these children than other 
Winchester elementary schools and 
that the presence of special needs 
classes puts yet another burden on 
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their school. Their solution is to 
expand the Lynch school district. 

What is so offensive is the not very 
subtle message here. Are they not 
saying that Lynch has too many 
“undesirable children” and that the 
solution is to bring in upper-middle 
class “problem free” children 
whose parents were born in this 
country and who own homes? Is not 
their intention to use these newly 
redistricted children to dilute the 
influence of the “undesirable 
children?” 

Being a parent of one of these 
“undesirables” at Lynch, a special 
needs preschooler, I find it difficult 
to accept that he is undermining the 
quality of education at his school. 
And if he is, I would like to see his 
pernicious influence demonstrated 
and then dealt with head on. 

As for children with English as a 
second language, I personally 
believe that my children profit by 
having school mates who may have 
been born, or whose parents may 
have been born in China, Italy, 
Greece, India, Mexico, Ireland and 
all of the other countries which are 
represented in our Winchester 
schools. But whether you agree with 
me or not, it is still one of the 
functions of our American public 
schools to make Americans of us all, 
no matter what our backgrounds. 

Have the Lynch parents asking for 
redistricting forgotten that many of 
us adults have parents or grandpa¬ 
rents who were made to feel unwel¬ 
come in their new American schools 
because they did not speak English 
or they spoke it with a foreign 
accent? Surely they don’t want a 
repetition of such experiences in the 
in the 1990’s in Winchester? 

Lastly, there are the problems 
allegedly caused at Lynch by its 
“transient children”, a pejorative 
term which does not even have the 
value of addressing who these child¬ 
ren are. There are many reasons 
why children are not in a particular 
school for a long period of time. For 
example, the enforced mobility of 
their parents’ professions, the 
mobility which come from renting 
instead of owning a home, or it could 
be an indication of a family coping 
with a crisis. 

The first two categories are mat¬ 
ters of lifestyle and no one else’s 
business, but it is likely that we have 
a larger group of elementary school 
children in crisis in Winchester than 
we have acknowledged. If this is so, 
we should focus in on their needs. 
But if these children are on the 
periphery now, will submerging 
them in a wider population help 
them? Or will it make it easier to 
pretend they don’t exist? 

On all of these issues I have seen 
extraordinary caring and sensitivity 


from the principal, teachers, staff 
and the majority of parents at 
Lynch. It is a wonderful school with

map to make point 

TO THE EDITOR: 

According to an old Chinese prove¬ 
rb, “One picture is worth 1,000 
words." 

I submit herewith a “picture” of a 
map from the files of the Winchester 
Historical Society. It depicts the 
Prospect Street-Mount Pleasant 
Street area between Main Street and 
Highland Avenue, including the area 
once dominated by the Black Horse 
Tavern complex. 

The map shows Prospect Street 
itself together with the rest of the 
Prospect Street complex, which I 
have cross-hatched to show the out¬ 
line and extent. 

I have double cross-hatched the 
Black Horse Tavern complex, an 
integral portion of the Symmes 
Grant developed prior to the laying 
out of Prospect Street and the 25 or 
30 properties to which Prospect 
Street gives access (the Prospect 
Street complex). 

I have accented that part of the 
line that cuts off the side of the 
Sharon House and Hillside Avenue. 
This is the visible part of the line,

made visible today by the conjunc¬ 
tion of lots on the Symmes side with 
lots on the Rockville side. 

The rest of the line in that area is 
not visible today, but evidence of its 
existence is still there. Notice how 
its invisible presence cuts off Sum¬ 
mit Avenue, even though the lot line 
no longer confirms it. I have indi¬ 
cated its existence by dashese to 
show how it crosses Highland 
Avenue on its way to the Medford 
line and in the other direction across 
Manchester Field, under the rail¬ 
road tracks, past Rangeley Road 
and on to Dix Street where it ends. 

I maintain that when Mr. Luther 
Symmes, a direct decendant of 
Zacharia Symmes, at that time pres¬ 
ident of the Winchester Historical 
Society, said that “Prospect Street 
is the line in that area,” he had the 
whole complex in mind, not just the 
street itself, as the Historical Socie¬ 
ty seems to think. I am sure that he 
was not about to disavow and aban¬ 
don the 20 or more properties that 
lay north of Prospect Street. 

In my opinion, he was using a 
figure of speech known as synecdo¬ 
che wherein a part is used to symbol¬ 
ize the whole, i.e.e Prospect Street to

Markey hosts Bill of Rights student competition 


Congressman Edward J. Markey 
has invited local schools to partici¬ 
pate in the 1990-1991 National Bicen¬ 
tennial of the Bill of Rights Competi¬ 
tion and the National Historical Map 
Contest. These programs, sponsored 
by the Center for Civic Education in 
Los Angeles, were developed to com¬ 
memorate the ongoing bicentennial 
celebration of the Constitution. 

This year, however, the focus will 
be on the Bill of Rights in recognition 
of its 200th anniversary. These prog¬ 
rams seek to increase student know¬ 
ledge of Early American History 
and to develop a basic understand¬ 
ing of democratic principles. 

The National Bicentennial Com¬ 
petition is being offered to all grades 
in elementary, middle and high 
school and involves a six week study 


of the history and philosophy of the 
Constitution while paying particular 
attention to the Bill of Rights. At the 
close of the study, students will take 
a written examination and will 
receive certificates of recognition 
based on their knowledge of consti¬ 
tutional history. 

For those schools interested in 
competing, the program culminates 
in a mock congressional hearing 
presented before a panel of judges. 
Schools will compete at district and 
state levels. The national competi¬ 
tion is open to high school senior 
classes and takes place in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. next spring. Schools which 
choose not to compete are invited to 
integrate the Center’s materials into 
their present curriculum. 

The National Historical Pictorial 


Map Contest is also being offered to 
students this year. Students are 
asked to depict artistic representa¬ 
tions of historical events on a pre¬ 
pared map. The contest encourages 
the study of geography within an 
historical context. Certificates of 
participation will be provided to all 
schools and cash awards will be 
given to district and state winners. 

The Center for Civic Education 
developed these programs in 
response to poor showings in recent 
surveys on student understanding of 
fundamental constitutional princi¬ 
ples. Based on the belief that a 
democracy depends on well 
informed and active citizens, the 
Center hopes to improve civic 
awareness and political participa¬ 
tion in future voters. 

Congressman Markey has con¬ 
tacted area schools to inform them 
of the programs being offered and to 
encourage participation. The prog¬ 
ram is being administered at the 
local level by Linda Zalk, Congres¬ 
sional District Coordinator, with 
assistance from Dr. Jean Sanders, 
State Coordinator for the National 
Bicentennial Competition. For addi¬ 
tional information contact Peggy 
O'Brien at Congressman Markey's 
office.

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Casey considers 
House challenges

As Winchester resident Paul 
Casey begins his second term as 
state representative for the district 
next January, he will leave his days 
as a freshman legislator behind and 
look ahead to renewed challenges 
with two years political experience 
under his belt. 

In a recent interview, Casey (D- 
Winchester) reflected on his first 
term at the State House — the exper¬ 
ience he’s gained and the causes he’s 
heralded. 

Casey has been most vocal on the 
Stone Zoo issue, fighting to keep that 
facility up and running despite an 
ever-tightening state budget. 
Although the zoo survived almost 
two years on the budget tightrope, 
Casey said he feels the cause is all 
but lost. 

“That’s been the major battle,” 
said Casey, “but it was a hurdle just 
too big to overcome this year.” 

The perils of the Stone Zoo coin¬ 
cided with the beginning of Casey’s

term in January, 15)89. At that time, 
the facility was destined to be deci¬ 
mated by the budget axe, and was 
rescued by Casey’s maiden speech 
on the floor of the House, which 
brought a unanimous vote to keep 
the zoo open. 

Spurred by the support of his con¬ 
stituents, Casey introduced a mea¬ 
sure to save the zoo from future cuts, 
making the facility self-sufficient. 
However, start-up costs for that ini¬ 
tiative have been sharply curtailed, 
and the measure is not expected to 
be successful. 

Casey has kept his hand in other 
areas, as well. He cited five catego¬ 
ries of issues he will continue to be 
involved with during his next two 
years in office: youth, the hand¬ 
icapped, the stale budget, environ¬ 
mental reforms and consumer 
protection. 

Casey, who’s received one of the 
highest legislative ratings from the 
Audobon Society, has co-sponsored a 
toxic waste initiative, which calls for

The Civil War from the homefront

“The war commenced in the 
spring of 18(51. and ended in the 
spring of 1865 — four years of hard 
and cruel war. It has ended in the 
complete triumph of the loyal men of 
the country, in the overthrow of 
American slavery, in the freedom of 
over four millions of our country¬ 
men. and placed Government and 
the institutions of our country on a 
firmer basis than ever before." 

So reads, not a part of the recent 
excellent PBS documentary on the 
Civil War, but rather the Annual 
Report of the Board of Selectmen of 
Winchester in 1866. Many aspects of 
the war touched Winchester itself — 
from the initial outburst of patriotic 
fervor to the memorials at the end — 
but, foremost, the continual volun¬ 
teering of the men of Winchester to 
go to war. 

“In July last," wrote the select¬ 
men in February 1863, "the Presi¬ 
dent issued a call for 300,000 troups, 
for three years ... the quota from 
this town was twenty-five. A prompt 
response was made, and that num¬ 
ber was raised and mustered into 
the services of the United States, in 
about two weeks. 

“In August, the president made 
another call for 300,000 troops, for 
nine months ... the quota for this 
town was increased to sixty ... One 
hundred and eight of the citizens of 
this town left their homes to join our 
nation's defenders; some of them 
have returned wounded and disab¬ 
led, others are never to return — 
they died in a holy cause, bravely 
fighting for the Flag and Constitu¬ 
tional Government of their country; 
we mourn their loss, and hold them 


in grateful remembrance." 

During the next three years, with¬ 
out the embellishment of patriotic 
sentiments, the Selectmen reported 
on further quotas filled, taxes levied 
and collected, and aid granted to be 
the families of volunteers. In 1866 
they finally declared, "It is a gra¬ 
tifying fact that there has been no 
backwardness on the part of our 
young men in volunteering, and no 
withholding or grumbling on the 
part of our tax payers in providing 
the means.” In all, 183 names form 
the list of Winchester men who vol¬ 
unteered to join the Union army and 
navy (printed in the 1866 Annual 
Report'. Ten died; others suffered 
wounds and imprisonment. All suf¬ 
fered the miseries of war. 

Winchester’s volunteers served in 
a number of ways, in various ranks, 
and in various places which now 
have familiar names. Pvt. Asa 
Fletcher was wounded at Antietam. 
Corp. James Abrahams was taken a 
prisoner of war at Chantilly. Wound¬ 
ed at Gettysburg were Pvts. Meller 
Burnham, George Lawrence, Felix 
Riley and Capts. Jesse Richardson 
and J. Otis Williams. Pvt. Francis 
Bedell was killed in action and Lt. 
Moses Richardson wounded at 
Chancellorsville. Pvt. Alfred 
Ansorge fought at Fredericksburg. 
At Gaines’ Mill, Pvt. William Shed 
was reported missing in action, and 
Sgt. Josiah Stratton was killed. After 
the war, Winchester became home 
to Gen. John M. Corse, who took part 
in the battles at Vicksburg, Chatta¬ 
nooga, and the Atlanta campaign. 

After the conclusion of the war, 
the selectmen wrote, “The town can¬ 
not express in words the gratitude 
its citizens feel towards the brave 
men enrolled upon this list. Their

names will always be cherished by 
us. They have also the proud con¬ 
sciousness that they have been per¬ 
mitted to take an active and direct 
part in the grandest historical event 
of our Nation.” 

The School Committee produced 
an interesting commentary on the 
war when it wrote in 1862, “It has 
been a year of painful, and yet 
precious experience. The whole 
nation, as it were, has been put to 
school; — the best of all schools, the 
school of adversity and suffering. 
The people have been subjected to a 
discipline as severe, as, we trust it 
may prove, salutary. They have 
received lessons most important, 
lessons of patriotism and loyalty, 
which they are not likely soon to 
forget.” (March 15, 1862, Annual 
Report) 

They continued by indicating the 
Southern educational system as a 
cause of the war. “How could this 
most wicked rebellion ever have 
been fomented,” they asked, “if the 
people of the South had been proper¬ 
ly enlightened? How could they have 
been duped and demoralized, as 
they have been, by their leaders, if 
free schools had been long ago estab¬ 


lished among them?” 

Whatever one’s views of the les¬ 
sons to be learned, in the area of 
Civil War scholarship, again 
Winchester residents have made 
their contributions. In the first part 
of our century, a prime contributor 
was Edgar J. Rich, who assembled a 
collection of works on the era, lec¬ 
tured at schools around the country, 
and helped found the Lincoln Club of 
Boston, among other efforts. He left 
his collection and a trust fund to 
enlarge and catalog it to our public 
library. Originally it was located in 
a room painted blue and grey and 
dedicated on Lincoln’s birthday, 
1952, when an address was presented 
by Arthur M. Schlesinger of Har¬ 
vard University. 

For a time a Lincoln Society met 
monthly in the room and used the 
collection to study the war. The 
Society has since passed into history 
— but not the collection. Though 
moved out of its blue and grey quar¬ 
ters to a room on the second floor, 
the Lincoln and Lee Collection is still 
extant at the library, a resource to 
contemporary students seeking to 
learn about, and hopefully thereby 
from, our history.

of local aid for cities and towns. 

However, opponents say the state 
census is a “relic of the past” and 
cited the rising cost of the exercise, 
which is estimated at more than $10 
million for the upcoming 1995 state 
census. 

Question 2 

This initiative seeks to minimize 
the use of consultants for the state 
by placing restrictions on their 
employment. The measure was 
introduced by an organization of 
state engineers and scientists. 

Supporters say state consultants 
are bypassed and private consul¬ 
tants employed. Those against the 
measure contend that the definition 
of consultant is technically a subcon¬ 
tractor, or someone who works on a 
temporary basis without benefits. 
This definition would include any 
part-time teachers in the state col¬ 
lege system as well. 

Question 3 

If approved, Question 3 will 
restore power to the legislature that 
was relinquished in June, 1988 to 
approve any new fees and charges 
proposed by any state agency or 
authority. 

The measure seeks to reduce the 
rate of the income tax, roll back fees 
and charges and repeal all other tax 
increases. 

As a state group, the League of 
Women Voters is allowed to take a 
position on any ballot question, and 
has opted to make a stand against 
this petition. 

League members have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the plan, citing 
problems with implementation. Six 
months of the fiscal year will have 
passed, and that budget money 
spent, before the cuts are put into 
effect. The cuts would therefore 
adversely affecting a smaller por¬ 
tion of the budget, say League 
members. 

Members also say the measure 
would have a negative impact on the 
state’s bond rating, thereby costing 
the state money in higher interest 
rates. Also, a gas tax repeal would 
put highway repairs on hold and 
construction workers out of work. 

Members say only a portion of the 
remaining budget is discretionary 
funds that could be cut from the 


budget. Non-discretionary funds 
include debt service, pensions, union 
contracts and some portion of 
medicare. 

Discretionary funding that could 
be p't include: higher education, 
env .onmental agencies, correc¬ 
tions, judicial system, public safety, 
AIDs relief, elderly housing subsi¬ 
dies and fuel assistance, a portion of 
Medicare and local aid. 

Supporters of the measure cite 
Massachusetts as the sixth-highest 
taxed state in the nation per capita. 
They estimate the petition will save 
taxpayers $1 billion in the first year. 

Supporters stress that downsizing 
of government must take place or 
the state will be in bankruptcy. Peti¬ 
tion supporters also say the measure 
will send a message to legislators 
that the voters want efficient 
government. 

Question 4 

This petition seeks to create a law 
that would lower the percentages 
needed for a political party to enter 
a candidate into a primary or gener¬ 
al election. 

Supporters say smaller political 
parties are burdened with require¬ 
ments of four times more signatures 
than their Democratic and Republi¬ 
can rivals. Opponents say lower 
thresholds for entering an election 
race would result in fewer candi¬ 
dates on a ballot and ultimately 


greater confusion for the electorate. 
Question 5 

Sponsored by the MMA, Question 5 
requires that 40 percent of revenues 
from the state personal income tax, 
sales taxes and corporate excises as 
well as 100 percent of lottery 
revenues be distributed to the state’s 
cities and towns. 

It also requires that in fiscal year 
1992, each city and town receive at 
least as much aid as it did in FY89 
from Chapter 70 and the lottery 
fund. In addition, the proposal sug¬ 
gests that money be distributed 50 
percent on a per capita basis and 50 
percent on need. 

Supporters say the petition would 
return the state to a partnership 
position regarding state tax 
revenues. Also, the combination of 
local revenue limits imposed by 
Proposition 2Vfe and local aid with¬ 
holdings has caused fiscal distress 
on the local level. 

Those against the proposal, 
including League members, say the 
language of the petition is vague and 
leaves the additional money the 
state may be obligated to send to 
cities and towns, open to interpreta¬ 
tion. In its first year of impact, the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers’ Associa¬ 
tion estimates the state would be 
required to send over $1 billion more 
in tax revenues to cities and towns 
than in FY91.

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Casey looks to legislative challenges 
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stricter warnings on consumer pro¬ 
ducts that are toxic. He has also 
signed on to an air quality improve¬ 
ment initiative. 

Increased insurance exemptions 
for the handicapped is another issue 
Casey said lie will follow in his next 
term. Also, he said he wants to see 
stricter regulations with regards to 
filing applications for affordable 
housing. 

Although he recognizes growing 
voter Unrest, Casey said confidence 
in government won’t be restored 
until state spending is restructured. 
“Widespread purging and reforms" 
and “a good faith effort" on the part 
of legislators is essential to restore 
voter confidence, he added. 


Casey has called the petition spon¬ 
sored by the Citizens for Limited 
Taxation (Question 3, known as the 
CLT petition) to rollback taxes to 
1988 levels, "pure suicide." His vot¬ 
ing record on taxes, he said, is 
“conservative" but added. “We can¬ 
not. at this stage, lower taxes. 

“I cannot fathom it. I understand 
the voters’ frustration; it’s the same 
frustration I face. But we can’t pass 
[such an initiative 1 and assume gov 
eminent will provide the same ser¬ 
vices,” he said. 

Regarding the November outcome 
of the referendum Casey said. “You 


have to gauge what peopie want and 
what you know in your heart is 
right ... [The CLT1 is too extreme." 

Casey continues to keep a lifeline 
to Winchester and holds bi-weekly 
office hours at Town Hall to stay in 
touch with local issues. Many of 
those issues Casey will guide 
through the State House originated 
from local residents. 

For example, Winchester Youth 
Officer Daniel McGee has suggested 
a plan to monitor children who habi¬ 
tually skip school but haven’t com¬ 
mitted a criminal offense. Casey 
agrees these children often fall 


through the cracks of the youth ser 
vices system in the state. He plans to 
file this initiative and oversee its 
journey through committees. 

Casey said following in the foot¬ 
steps of former State Rep. Sherman 
(Whip) Saltmarsh, has likely been 
the most difficult obstacle he’s had 
to overcome. As a first-term legisla¬ 
tor Casey said it is, at times, difficult 
to gain support from other legisla¬ 
tors on initiatives. 

But Casey said, too, that freshmen 
legislators are given more flexibility 
and can target two or three issues. 
The longer a legislator is in office, 


the more issues must be confronted, 
he added. 

Casey said his office has handled 
more than 1,200 constituent com¬ 
plaints and thousands of telephone 
calls in the last two years. He added 
that his pool of contacts has 
increased at the State House, as well 
as his ties with his district. 

He called his job an “constant 
learning experience" and said he 
continues to focus all his energies on 
local and state issues. 

“I’m a full-time represenatative," 
added Casey. “The only thing I do is 
this job. "

recommendations made by BDRC 
regarding landscaping, several 
were called into question, including 
the ideas of constructing a terrace 
and pinwheel (waterwheel) along¬ 
side the building. 

“This terrace does not seem 
appropriate," said Planning Board 
Chairman Dan Chane, “a terrace off 
of an ancient mill building is just not 
New England.” 

Other board members agreed to 
recommend that no terrace or deck- 
type structure be attached to the 
building. 

Another recommendation ques¬ 
tioned by the board was the addition 
of a waterwheel-type structure, 
which would maintain the building’s 
overall theme of an early New Eng¬ 
land grist mill. The board, consult¬ 
ing with Town Engineer Jake Ciar- 
cia, felt that such a structure would 
only look proper if it actually work¬ 
ed, which presented some practical 
building problems. 

Water could be pumped up from 
the river to the mill and allowed to 
flow back through the wheel and 
channel back to the water, but mem¬ 
bers said they felt the Conservation 
Commission would not look favorab¬ 
ly upon such a proposal. 

The board lauded the strategy of 


the landscape plan in shielding the 
museum from the incongruous Judk- 
in Green building, which abutts the 
site. Other elements of the plan 
concerning parking along Shore 
Drive, a brick walkway, and the tree 
planting selection were all consid¬ 
ered appropriate. 

The board will return its recom¬ 
mendations along with the BDRC 
comments to the landscape 
architect to be revised before a publ¬ 
ic hearing Oct. 29. 

Griffin, 86, is a successful com¬ 
mercial photographer who has envi¬ 
sioned his equipment and work 
being displayed alongside other 
photographic exhibits in a replicated 
New England grist mill. He first 
brought a proposal to the town in 
May, 1987. Griffin has since been 
wading through bureaucratic red 
tape in an effort to get his project 
rolling. 

The first obstacle was to find an 
area on which to construct the 
museum. That problem was recen¬ 
tly solved however, when Town 
Meeting granted the Shore Road site 
lease. Convenants of the lease speci¬ 
fied that the building and operation 
of the museum would be financed by 
a trust created from donations and 
funds garnered by the sale of Grif¬ 
fin’s work. 
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WEA members said they will no 
longer make their presence felt at 
meetings. 

The WEA took its message to 
Winchester residents recently with a 
door-to-door campaign. An informa¬ 
tional flyer was distributed to resi¬ 
dents detailing the achievements of 
Winchester students and teachers, 
and citing the importance of public 
education. 

In their statement to the School 
Committee, WEA members noted. 
"Winchester enjoys a top-notch 
school system, with an outstanding, 
hard-working, highly professional 
and experienced faculty. This facul¬ 
ty expects fair and equitable treat¬ 
ment from the town it serves." 

The statement, in closing, called 
the work-to-rule step, “an action we 
regret having to take. It is perhaps 


harder on teachers than on anyone 
else. But we feel it is imperative to 
let the community know the depth of 
our determination to be given the 
respect and working conditions 
Winchester teachers deserve.” 

School Committee bargaining 
team members Alice McCarter and 
Dr. Michael Ronayne are not at 
liberty to discuss matters of deliber¬ 
ation with school unions. However, 
Ronayne said the School Committee 
is “bargaining in good faith.” 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi added, “I don’t think the 
School Committee [bargaining!' 
I is dragging its feet ... I’ve always 
thought that Winchester was fair to 
its employees.” 

The next bargaining session is 
scheduled for Oct. 25. 


Lions launch 
‘Lite for Site’

When a light bulb appears over a 
cartoon character’s head, it means a 
good idea is in the making. In the 
case of the recent collaboration of 
Boston Edison and the Winchester 
Lions Club, the light bulb is the good 
idea. 

Boston Edison, the local electric 
company, has donated 300,000 light 
bulbs to the eastern Massachusetts 
Lions Clubs to help them raise 
money for eye research. 

According to Harry Meehan of 
Boston Edison, the bonus is that the 
light bulbs are energy efficient, too. 
A 15-watt electronic compact 
fluorescent bulb replaces a 60-u'att 
incandescent, last to times longer 
and uses 75 percent less energy, said 
Meehan. The bulb can also save 
approximately $46.20 over a seven- 
year period, he added. 

According to Winchester Lion Sam 
Bonisera, the local group has 
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already received orders for more 
than 600 bulbs. Members say they 
hope to sell all the bulbs provided by 
Edison, bringing in $2,000 to $3,000 to 
be donated to eye research. 

The bulbs are also a real savings 
for customers. After the promotion, 
the bulbs will retail for $19.95, but 
are being sold for $3 by the Lions. 
For each bulb sold, Boston Edison 
will donate $2 to the Lions Club. 

The campaign is called “Lite for 
Sight" and runs from Oct. 15 to Nov. 
15. Only Edison customers are eligi¬ 
ble to buy the bulbs at the reduced 
rate, and the limit of purchase is 
four bulbs per household. 

The promotion is sponsored by the 
Lions Clubs of Massachusetts and 
the Demand Side Management Set¬ 
tlement Board, which consists of: 
Boston Edison Company; Attorney 
General James M. Shannon; the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Division of Energy Resources, Paul 
W. Grorner, Commissioner; the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (MASSPIRG) and 
Senator Bill Golden, on behalf of 
certain named rate payers. 

The light bulb is best suited to 
areas where the light will be on for 
three or more hours at a time and 
must not be used with a dimmer 
switch.

2 came from Kelly, with an assist 
credited to Bussell.

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What’s new in interior design

Personal style has never carried 
so much weight. 

Architectural and interior design 
trends: The notion suggests a follow¬ 
ing of styles dictated by smart desig¬ 
ners who have a knack for getting 
their work photographed and 
published. 

Michael Graves-funny and Mario 
Buatta-excess aside, what is hap¬ 
pening in home design today? If you 
were planning on a little remodeling 
or redecorating, what would make 
your home look hip, absolutely '90s? 

Let’s start with the house itself. 

Warm, real materials are the big¬ 
gest message coming from desig¬ 
ners and homeowners, whose de¬ 
mand is the bottom line. 

Wood, for instance, is back in 
force. Not dark, walnut-stained 
paneling, and not pickled and 
bleached, but just plain, natural 
wood. The finest finish is a light oil, 
which lets the beauty of the grain 
come through. This goes for ca¬ 
binetry (you’ll see a big return to 
wood in the kitchen), hardwood 
flooring, post-and-beam structural 


features and, perhaps soon, the 
rough wood-shingle exterior look of 
the ’70s. 

Stone — it’s everywhere. Natural 
stone (slate, limestone, flagstone, 
marble and granite) flooring tiles 
are underfoot and creeping up the 
walls, covering fireplaces and sur¬ 
rounding doorways. Stone counter- 
tops are in huge demand. Because of 
this demand, new quarries are open¬ 
ing around the world, expanding the 
available palette to include gor¬ 
geous shades of rose, green, gray, 
some blues. 

Indoors and out, the look of na¬ 
tural materials on the surfaces we 
walk on means lots of brick (real 
brick, not fake “used”) and tile, too. 
Wall-to-wall carpeting has lost out to 
these natural hard floors, so you’ll 
be seeing more area rugs. 

Rush and sisal matting is a new/ 
old floor covering option making a 
return. Natural-looking, tough- 
wearing and inexpensive, it’s a 
great alternative to carpeting in 
high-traffic rooms and hallways. 

Walls are being stripped down to 
the (hopefully heavily textured) 


plaster. Any wallpapering that is 
being done is in romantic, heavy 
florals and bold stripes: classic and 
traditional. 

Think white. Not as in cold and 
contemporary, but as in seaside cot¬ 
tage: warm cream muslin-draped 
windows and slipcovers for the 
chairs. It’s wonderful with wood. 

There is, of course, the other ex¬ 
treme to this minimalist, craftsman 
approach, and that is the return to 
the very baroque — big floral flour¬ 
ishes, heavy, tasseled draperies, 
elaborate crown molding and gilt 
framing. 

Think old Europe. But not stiff and 
fussy; the very essence of all de¬ 
signs in the ’90s is about comfortable 
surroundings. In an Edwardian 
room, that might mean thick Wilton- 
style carpets, an inviting ottoman, a 
big fireplace. 

Trends in furnishing the home 
come back to this, too: Everything 
invites touch, makes you want to 
take a snooze. Brown leather is 
back, brown in all kinds of furnish¬ 
ings. And if you had to put your 
finger on the single most important 
statement in furniture, it would have 


to be tapestry - heavy, elaborate, in 
rich earthy colors. Tapestry is good 
if you have children, by the way: 
Very little shows in the way of 
fingerprints. 

Look at the things that concern 
you today: You’ll see a close corre¬ 
lation in design. Who doesn’t have 
the environment on their minds? 
And so you see a return to earthy, 
natural colors. 

The family — we’re reminded 
again of its importance. So follows 
the “great room” off the kitchen, the 
main gathering place of the home. 

The living room, although smaller 
than 20 years ago, isn’t off-limits to 
the kids; rather, furniture accom¬ 
modates inquisitive hands and dusty 
sneakers, perhaps by being made of 
leather. The workplace — home of¬ 
fices are a given, but our living 
spaces have grown softer in reaction 
to a harder 9-to-5 schedule. 

The whole idea is to surround 
yourself with a home, not a show¬ 
case. The houses we build for 
ourselves for the ’90s will be remem¬ 
bered by our grandchildren as warm 
and comforting; the best place to be.

Country homes in the ’90s

Country interiors are gussied up 
for the ’90s. Whether it’s called 
European Country, Country Manor 
or Formal Country, it all adds up to 
interiors putting on their Sunday 
best for a little more polish and 
sophistication. 

Folksy artifacts, massive collec¬ 
tions of keepsakes and other knick- 
knacks are pared down to create a 
more dramatic statement. The re¬ 
sult is a look that’s less cluttered, 
more formal and a little more up¬ 
scale, but still with the traditional, 
inviting appeal that makes country- 
style interiors so timeless. 


EUROPEAN COUNTRY 

European Country “seems a logi¬ 
cal progression from the American 
Country enthusiasm of the 1980s,” 
says Joe Ruggiero, editor-in-chief of 
Home magazine. “It also brings a 
sense of warmth, comfort and 
history.” 

It’s also a look that’s becoming a 
“dominant force in residential de¬ 
sign,” according to Ruggiero. 

“All this Europeanizing is giving a 
formal bent to American country, so 
that delicate contrasts with rustic, 
sophisticated juxtaposes folk. The 


best of European Country manages 
to keep any grandeur in with a sense 
of nonchalance,” say the editors of 
Home. 

Classical pieces of furniture are 
dressed up with unusual upholster¬ 
ing — soft florals in a French coun¬ 
try manor or perhaps egg-white mu¬ 
slin in Southern California. 

Wood gets the rustic treatment 
and beams are exposed. Hardwood 
floors often have an unusual pattern. 
Or they’re covered by a rustic throw 
rug. 

Architectural details are impor¬ 
tant, making the actual design and 
proportion of the rooms and impor¬ 
tant element. Decorative elements 
are pared down to highlight a room’s 
strengths — well-proportioned art¬ 
work or a few carefully chosen ob- 
jets d’art. 


COUNTRY MANOR 

Think Castle Howard in “Brides- 
head Revisited,” but a little more 
dressed up. Country Manor shares 
the grand scale and chintz elements 
of an English country manor, but 
without the shabby-genteel patina of 
generations of use. 

Large scale, however, doesn’t 
mean cavernous and uninviting. One 
interior designer, for example, 


warmed up the large living room of 
an estate by painting the walls a rich 
red. A large bedroom can become a 
study in airy, dusty pinks and blues. 

The key to Country Manor inter¬ 
iors is a certain amount of sym¬ 
metry and balance. Generously 
proportioned upholstered couches 
and chairs festooned with plenty of 
pillows invite you to sit down. Objets 
d’art have a classical elegance. Per¬ 
sonal keepsakes, such as family 
photos, are displayed in elegant 
silver frames. 

The elegance of Country Manor 
takes a lighter town with floral 
chintz and, of course, big displays of 
fresh flowers. 

FORMAL COUNTRY 

The American interpretation of 
Country Manor is best called For 
mal Country. It’s an arresting com¬ 
bination of the primitive and th' 
polished. 

For example, you might furnish a 
room with sparely elegant colonial 
style furniture and accent it with 
folk art, pottery and baskets. Th' 
key is select decorative pieces judi 
ciously — the artfully jumbled walls 
and tables filled with collectibles 
that were a hallmark of countn 
rooms a few years ago need to be 
edited down for a fresher look.

fireplaces are a particularly effi¬ 
cient as they radiate heat into the 
structure of the house, offering 
warmth long after the fire has died. 

Wood burning stoves are an ideal 
source if you have an inexpensive, 
plentiful supply of wood. The down¬ 
side is that wood-burning stoves 
cause pollution (so much so that 
they’re banned in Aspen). But more 
manufacturers are outfitting their 
stoves with catalytic converters, 
which cuts polluting wood particles 
by as much as 60 percent, according 
to Hedden. 

If you opt for a w'ood-burning 
stove, invest in a high-quality steel 
plate or cast iron model. A good 
500-pound stove will radiate heat for 
hours after the fire has gone out. 

When using fireplaces or wood 
burning stoves, the kind of wood you 
use makes a difference. Varieties, 
such as dogwood, live oak. apple. 


black birch or white ash, have a high 
heat value. Black spruce, red fir, 
noble fir and white spruce have a 
low heat value. If you want warmth, 
obviously, choose a high heat value. 
For ambiance, select wood with a 
lower heat value. 

Hedden also suggests mixing 
green wood with dry to make the fire 
burn more slowly. And use care 
disposing of ashes: scoop them out 
of the stove or fireplace with a metal 
shovel and put them in a metal 
container in case there are hot coals 
among the ashes. 

Once you have the right wood, 
there is the challenge of starting the 
fire. This “very basic act,” says 
Hedden, “can frustrate a beginning 
fire maker.” 

Always open the damper, light 
newspaper and kindling wood, then 
add larger pieces of wood. Never use 
gasoline to start a fire.

HEATING METHODS 

Homes can be heated in a variety 
of ways and how your home is 
heated, says Hedden, depends on 
when it was built. Houses older than 
50 years often have gravity hot air, 
water or steam systems. Newer 
homes often use forced hot air. 

“No matter how old your heating 
plant is, if it is working well, don’t 
replace it just to get a more modern 
system,” says Hedden. “The differ¬ 
ence in efficiency may be so slight 
that you will never recover the cost 
of the new heating appliance.” 

You can, however, improve and 
modify a less-than-perfect system 
by improving your home’s ventila¬ 
tion or bolstering its insulation, both 
of which are important for energy 
conservation and efficiency during 
hot and cold months. 


OTHER OPTIONS 

Solar heating is the source of con¬ 
troversy, and there are a lot of 
misunderstandings about how and 
where it can work. 

“Solar heating is practical for any 
home, in any climate where there is 
sunshine at least a few month of the 
year,” says Hedden. 

That means that even homes in 
the sun-starved Pacific Northwest 
can store enough solar heat to make 
a difference. While it can be costly to 
install a solar heating system, 
generous federal and state tax in¬ 
centives can make it an attractive 
option. 

Another option is a ceiling fan. 
The same ceiling fan that cools your 
house in summer can help keep it 
warm in winter. Simply change the 
direction the fan’s blades rotate to 
force rising hot air down from the 
ceiling. Fans work particularly well 
circulating the warm air given off 
by wood stoves. 

Space heaters also an option, but 
one that should be handled with 
care. They can use gas, wood, ker¬ 
osene or electricity. Because they 
are highly flammable, look for hea¬ 
ters with a guard around the heat 
source. And never leave a heater on 
overnight in the bedroom.

Tired of that mud-brown sofa? 
Ready to torch that imitation oak 
coffee table? Read on. 

“Up until recently,” says Metro¬ 
politan Home magazine, “design¬ 
conscious Americans had to settle 
for bland fare, at best. Almost ev¬ 
erything stylish was sold through 
to-the-trade-only showrooms and de¬ 
sign centers, but tantalizingly dis¬ 
played in design magazines, offices, 
restaurants.” 

More high-end, high-style items 
are finding their way into the hands 
of specialty retailers, department 
stores and furniture dealers. 

This is exciting — but it can be 
intimidating, too. How you tell a 
winning sofa from one that makes 
you wonder later if you were nuts 
when you bought it takes design 
savvy. 

You can’t go wrong if you treat 
yourself to the services of a good 
interior designer. He or she will soak 
up your likes and dislikes and pro¬ 
duce perfect pieces for your ap¬ 
proval — often at discounted prices. 

Prefer to hunt your own furnish¬ 
ings? Here’s what awaits you, plus 
tips from the pros. 


BEFORE YOU BEGIN 
Know the “names.” Certain furni¬ 
ture manufacturers have won repu¬ 
tations for consistent quality and 
innovation — Herman Miller, 
Roche-Bobois and Thayer Coggin, 
for example. 


Visit high-end stores, even if you 
can barely afford to walk through 
the door. Settle into a tooled-leather 
chair by Ralph Lauren, run your 
fingertips along the curved ironwork 
of a Mario Villa sconce, view furn¬ 
ishings and accessories designed by 
famous architects (such as Michael 
Graves and Robert A.M Stern). 

Do your homework. Invest in 
books on interior design and furni¬ 
ture styles. Once you familiarize 
yourself with the best, you’ll recog¬ 
nize — and appreciate — similari¬ 
ties among many lower-priced 
imitators. 

But don’t sell yourself short. 

“Some people begin by buying 
inexpensive furniture because mo¬ 
ney is limited,” says Tara Ryan of 
Southern California’s L.A.I. Design. 
“I’ve found that you’re better off 
investigating quality, not price ... it 
pays off in the long run.” 


GOOD NEWS 

Eclectic is in. So is comfort. 
Homes today look cozy, inviting, 
warm, friendly. 
Don’t-you-dare-sit-down-and-mess-t 
hings-up rooms are as unwelcome as 
they are impractical. 

When you thumb through maga¬ 
zines that specialize in home decor, 
you’ll see photos of actual lived-in 
interiors — but they’re personalized. 
No two are alike. 

You’re told why the owners chose 
that crazy purple chair (they can’t 
resist crafts fairs) and why they 
have hardwood floors instead of car¬ 


peting (they restored a lovely old 
home). 

There’s harmony, however, even 
amid furnishings that came from 
different decades and designers. 

“One of the biggest problems peo¬ 
ple make in decorating their homes 
is not taking the time to develop a 
consistent style,” says Ryan. “Suc¬ 
cessful interior design starts with 
defining what you like. That helps 
eliminate impulse buys that don’t 
work out.” 

She suggests you collect pictures 
of rooms and furnishings you like. 

“After awhile, you’ll start to see a 
common thread in the colors and 
styles that appeal to you.” 


THE STYLES 

If you love the clean lines of con¬ 
temporary furnishings, visit stores 
that import items from Italy and 
Scandinavia. You’ll find space- 
conserving, sleek pieces made of 
metal and sturdy hardwoods, often 
finished with durable, high-gloss 
acrylic veneers. 

Excellent sources of furnishings- 
as-art-forms are the shops of larger 
galleries and museums. The Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art store in New 
York has a 400-item collection of 
what Metropolitan Home calls 
“great modern furniture." 

Transform a room from basic and 
boring into exotic and intriguing. 
Invest in a show-stopping inlaid-jade 
cabinet or stunning hand-painted 
silk screen; add an Oriental rug and 
accessorize with a collection of cloi¬ 


sonne vases, hand-carved netsuke 
figurines or near-transparent 
teacups. 

Even if your budget is limited, 
antiques are not out of your reach. 
Shop second-hand stores and flea 
markets for restorable bargains. 
One intrepid couple scoured auc¬ 
tions until they found a massive 
antique armoire; it is now the focal 
point of their living room. 

Or look into antique reproduc¬ 
tions. Many stores sell nothing else, 
and chances are you won’t be able to 
tell a newly made version of your 
heart’s-desire Queen Anne table 
from the original. The repro may be 
sturdier and in better condition — 
and, at half the cost of the real thing, 
you’ll worry about it less. 

Almost any interior, except per¬ 
haps formal, can be enhanced by 
wicker and rattan furnishings — an 
ideal option for the cash-stressed. 
Style options range from Victorian 
to contemporary; accessorize with 
richly patterned cushions and potted 
plants. 

To freshen your country interior, 
have a sofa or chairs recovered in 
one of the lush new botanical prints. 
Repaint the walls a soft shade to 
match. Consider adding an ornate 
carved-wood mantel to the hearth. 

If you invest in just one new item, 
make it a beautiful big armchair, 
“as plump and comforting as 
Grandma’s lap,” says Metropolitan 
Home.

“There's never been a better time 
to buy a home.” 

This phrase is as true now. in the 
present slow real estate market, as 
it was when For Sale signs seldom 
lasted a day. 

In a rising market, purchasing a 
home makes sound economic sense. 
In a declining market, buyers bene¬ 
fit from lower prices and eager 
sellers. 

Forget the market: You just want 
a place to call your own — where you 
can pound nails into the walls, use 
your own washer and dryer, have a 
dog. create a garden — and maybe 
raise a family. 

Before your dream becomes real¬ 
ity. of course, you have to afford it — 
but financing may not be as difficult 
as you think. And once you start 
bunting in earnest, the range of 
housing options will surprise you. 


MONEY MATTERS 

According to Edith Lank, author 
of “The Complete Homebuyer’s 
Kit" (Longman Group), you should 
buy what you can afford immedi¬ 
ately — even if it's not your ideal 
home. When the house of your 
dreams does turn up. you’ll have 
something to trade in on the deal. 

Sock away as much cash as you 
can for a down payment, and keep 
your credit record clean. Have your 
local credit bureau pull your credit 
report to see if there are any mis¬ 
takes or items that need to be 
cleared. 

To find out how much you can 


afford, visit several lending institu¬ 
tions. Based on your income and 
debts, they will advise you how 
much mortgage you can qualify for 
and how much your monthly pay¬ 
ments will be. 

Although many buyers prefer 
fixed-rate loans, adjustable-rate 
mortgages are easier to qualify for 
and start out with below-market 
rates. 


Expect your budget to be tight 
during the first few years of home 
ownership. If you’re upwardly mo¬ 
bile, your mortgage burden will 
shrink as your income increases. 

Worried about the down payment? 
According to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors, about one-third of 
all first-time buyers get a cash gift 
from their parents — and/or have 
parents co-sign the loan application. 


Other options include selling per¬ 
sonal assets, converting life insur¬ 
ance policies and cashing in retire¬ 
ment plans. 

Also, you might look for a seller 
who is willing to help with the fi¬ 
nancing, search for a home financed 
with an assumable loan or consider 
equity-sharing (several people — 
perhaps you and your parents -- 
own the property and share the pro¬ 


fits when it is sold). 

The important thing is to perse¬ 
vere. You may have to compromise 
- perhaps with a smaller house in a 
less-than-ideal neighborhood — but 
eventually you’ll have the home of 
your dreams. 

When you’re ready to start look¬ 
ing, read the real estate section of 
your newspaper and visit open 
houses. Once you select an area and 
know what you can afford, team up 
with a good real estate agent. 

HOUSING OPTIONS 

Put your “Leave It to Beaver” 
fantasies aside for a moment and 
consider the very least you need 
shelter-wise. 

If zoning regulations in your area 
allow it, you might begin by buying a 
lot and camping out on it — perhaps 
in a tent, motor home or mobile 
home. After all, most of the value of 
your property is in the land, not in 
the structure you put on it (unless 
you build a mansion in a wasteland). 

If you can afford a lot but not the 
cost of commissioning a custom 
home, consider building one your¬ 
self. Home plans available from Bet¬ 
ter Homes and Gardens include a 
materials list for easy estimating, 
full outline of specifications and 
complete drawings (including exter¬ 
ior elevations, foundation plans, 
floor-plan dimensions and more). 

Former President Richard Nixon 
was born in a home his father built 
from a kit — and assemble-it- 
yourself houses are still on the 
market. One of the most popular of 
these is a modern version of the log 
cabin. According to Wilderness Log 


Homes, a company based in Ply¬ 
mouth. Wis., log homes today aver¬ 
age more than 2,000 square feet — 
and homes in the 4,000- to 
6 , 000 -square-foot range are not 
uncommon. 

Another price-cutter for lot- 
owners is the manufactured home. 
These factory-built houses average 
about half the cost of comparable 
custom-built homes. Though similar 
to mobile homes, prebuilts are 
bolted to their foundations. Delivery 
time averages six weeks, and instal¬ 
lation often takes just a day. 

If building — or maintaining — a 
home is beyond you, consider a con¬ 
dominium. It’s an ideal option for 
the first-time buyer — as well as for 
people in search of a second or 
vacation home. Benefits of condo 
ownership include use of the deve¬ 
lopment’s amenities, such as pools, 
tennis courts and clubhouse or re¬ 
creation center. 

Long for a newly-built house? De¬ 
velopers in many areas are offering 
homes for as little as 5 percent to 10 
percent of the purchase price down, 
advises Woman magazine. 

“They’re offering low-interest 
mortgages, at least for the first few 
years. Deals can be complicated, 
but cash savings are excellent.’’ 

Other ways to get in the door of the 
housing market include real estate 
auctions (banks offer foreclosed 
properties at bargain prices), rent- 
to-buy options (the seller agrees that 
a specified amount of rent is suffi¬ 
cient for a down payment) and buy¬ 
ing a bargain-priced “fixer-upper” 
(an existing house that needs re¬ 
pairs or renovation).

Most people are so saddled with 
belongings that facing up to confin¬ 
ing houses, apartments, elosets or 
even drawers puts them off balance. 
But the problems are not 
insurmountable. 

Those wishing to transform drab 
pea-size quarters should pass by a 
well-provisioned bookstore first. 
‘Conran’s Living in Small Spaces” 
by Lorrie Mack (Little. Brown) is 
packed with exquisite ideas. The 
book’s last section has 20 illuminat¬ 
ing designs for problem-solving 
pieces of furniture and accessories. 

Your first mandate is to pare down 
your effects. Keep only those things 
you really love or need. Die-hard 
pack-rats should benefit from Ste¬ 
phanie Culp’s ' 1 low to Conquer Clut¬ 
ter” (Writer's Digest). 


STORAGE 

Concealing or disguising your 
bounty makes storage a prime con¬ 
sideration. Fortunately, the mark¬ 
etplace is rife with solutions. 

The Scandinavian company Elna 
pioneered sleek adjustable storage 
units as a concept. There are now 
dozens of additional systems from 
which to choose. 

Most larger communities have 
entire stores devoted to meeting 
your organizational needs. Or you 
can order from home accessory 
catalogs offered by such companies 
as Hold Everything or Lillian Ver¬ 
non. These commercial storage 
units can be combined with housings 
made of wood and other materials to 
match your decor. 

How-to books such as “Better 
Homes and Gardens Remodeling 
Ideas” or Terence Conran's “Do It 
Yourself” series (Fireside) give 
step-by-step instructions for storage 
improvements. 

Hundreds of closet consultants 
have gone into profitable business 
across the country. Your problem 
may be so severe that you should 
resort to one. Ask around since neat¬ 
ly ordered hoarders are their best 
reference. 

If your chaos Seems beyond 
human unraveling, look to a new 
computer-aided design resource 
called Weyerhaeuser DesignCenter. 
Found in more than 150 lumberyards 
and home centers nationwide, the 
DesignCenter generates complete 
plans, including a color rendering. 
All you have to do is feed it outside 
dimensions of your designated 
cabinet urea. 

Take advantage of ‘dead” space 
This is most often near the ceiling. 
Attractive shelves can be affixed 
over doorways and filled with books. 
Fabric covered boxes filled with 
belongings can also be stored there. 


FURNITURE 

With space as a consideration, 
both rooms and furniture are put 
upon to be dual-purpose. A couch 
must transform into a bed, a desk 
into a dining table, a stereo system 
cabinet into a breakfront and so 
forth. Desk and occasional chairs 
are called upon to be dining room 
chairs. 

An ottoman might actually be a 
storage* unit or even a bed Your 
mattress might have to rest on built 
in drawers in lieu of box springs. 

Built-ins are, in fact, the biggest 
answer to boxy dimensions. Wrap¬ 
ping the room in built-ins - seating 
areas, desks, shelving (all with stor¬ 
age underneath > lends a uniformi¬ 
ty that individual furnishings can’t 
accomplish. 

Lighting should be ceiling-hung 
fixtures, wall sconces and track 
lighting. Reserve; floor space for the 
necessities. 

Home furnishing operations such 
as Stor and Conran’s cater to design- 
conscious consumers on a budget 


They offer slick, chic furniture and 
accessories. Moreover, their cata¬ 
logs and stores show how to put it 
together creatively. 

Let the guide “Decorating on the 
Cheap” by Mary Gilliatt (Work¬ 
man) help you achieve style 
economically. 

Small rooms with eccentricities — 
nooks, crannies, exposed plumbing, 
unfortunately positioned doors or 
windows — can provide the design 
fodder from which special provinces 
issue. 

Instead of ignoring or hiding these 
eyesores, work out some way to play 
them up. Paint those niches a diffe¬ 
rent color, fill them with art or 
shelves. Put shelving in front of 
windows. Hang pictures, tie and belt 
racks Dr a hat collection from those 
door . 


VISUAL TRICKS 

As you work through the storage 
details, consider, too. how to stretch 
your space visually. Maximize 
space by minimizing contrast. Pat¬ 
terns and colors should flow smooth¬ 
ly across the entire room. Cover 
furniture and cushions to match or 
closely approximate wall color. 
Include a wall-to-wall floor 
covering. 

But don’t be afraid to showcase 
one or two odd pieces. A dramatic 
painting, an unusual vase or a well- 
lit sculpture are the grand gestures 
that give rooms personality and 
importance. 

' -eate the illusion of space with 
mirrors. Don't feel limited about 
where you put them. Do an entire 


wall, ceiling or closet doors, inside 
and out. Barrisol, a French ceiling 
product, leaves a slightly reflective 
surface and is available in a full 
color range. 

Higher ceilings and exposed 
beams lend a celestial airiness to a 
room. Lacking these, establish as 
many verticals as you can. Use 
floor-to-ceiling curtains or vertical 
blinds. Hang pictures high and make 
as many as possible vertically long 
rather than square or horizontal. 
Narrow bookcases that reach the 
ceiling are another loft-creating 
tool, as are tall, angular plants. 

Perhaps you’re lucky enough to be 
working with an open loft space. 
Different floor levels, rather than 
walls, can be used to define 
“rooms.” Each area is thus unto 
itself, but without claustrophobic 
smallness. You can use larger stor¬ 
age furnishings or bookshelves to 
further define areas. 


TINY HOUSES 

Those whose whole houses seem 
better suited to Lilliputians should 
consult “The Compact House Book” 
(Garden Way). Edited by Don Metz, 
this book features 33 prize-winning 
designs for houses of 1,000 square 
feet or less. 

The solution-finding secret of 
adapting small houses lies in exploit¬ 
ing unused areas. Use the tips 
described above for existing rooms, 
then look at the attic, basement and 
garage with fresh eyes. 

Assess the feasibility of extending 
electricity and plumbing to these 
areas. Will you need stairways? 


New entrances? Windows? Likely 
the cost of this kind of conversion 
will be far less than any other 
addition. 

As ironic as it sounds, sometimes 
crowded homes can be made more 
livable by eliminating rooms. Knock 
down walls, then use the loft space 
principles described above.

Campaign workers 
say political jobs 
keep them coming 
back for more

B efore joining Republican William 

Weld’s gubernatorial campaign staff 
as a volunteer last November, 

James Rosenberg knew little about 
state issues and was not even sure 
who his local state representative is. 

The Newton resident and Weston native has 
since found himself at the center of political 
activities during one of the state’s most exciting 
election years in recent memory. 

“I used to open the paper and go right to the 
sports section without reading anything else. 

Now I'm actively involved in what’s going on 
locally,” said Rosenberg. 25, recently named 
assistant researcher and issues director for 
Weld. 

Now inspired. Rosenberg is thinking about a 
career in politics - - possibly in a Weld 
administration if there is one, or in Washington. 

Statewide campaigns have attracted 
numerous other area residents this year to do 
everything from answering phones to plotting 
strategies. While many workers are volunteers, 
a number are also paid staffers who report their 
jobs defy neat description.

Flinter noted he belongs to the latter group.

How to get a job 
in a different field

A re you in a professional 
pigeonhole? 

That’s when you're so 
^killed at what you do. so 
perfect for that job, that 
no one can imagine you doing anything 
else. 

That’s not a problem if you like your 
job. But what if you're a brilliant 
computer programmer who really 
wants to be in sales? It's not easy to 
convince your supervisor — or the 
sales department — that you ought to 
be given a chance there. 

These ideas can help you break out 
of your career mold: 

■ Make sure you’re willing to invest 
lots of your own time and energy to 
make this change. 

■ Map out your plan for reaching the 
new career goal. What education and 
training will you get? Who will guide 
and support you? What projects will 
you work on? By when? 

9 Talk to your supervisors about your 
goals. Ask what they think you need to 
get that job. An annual performance 
review is a good time to do this. Talk 
to other influential people, too, such as 
other supervisors and personnel 
officers. 

■ When talking with supervisors, 
frame your desire to move in terms of 
"Here is what I can do for this 
organization.” Don’t stress that your 
main goal is to get out of your current 
job. 

■ Demonstrate that you want to get 
experience and knowledge that would 


be useful in another job. Volunteer to 
work on different kinds of projects, 
work teams or committees. Subscribe 
to professional journals or get them 
from the library. 

■ ( >et educated. Take advantage of 
your company’s training programs and 
whatever support it offers for taking 
college courses. Educational 
background is no guarantee, but you 
probably won’t get the job without it. 

9 Look for learning opportunities 
outside of work. For example, if you 
want to be a manager, offer to oversee 
projects for a volunteer agency or your 
church. 

9 Help find and train a successor. 

Your supervisors won’t want you to 
switch positions if you truly are the 
only one who can do your job. 

9 Take advantage of your company’s 
job postings. Consistently bid for jobs 
in the new field. If you build your skills 
simultaneously, you’ll probably at least 
be interviewed. 

9 Join professional organizations in 
your area of interest. 

Find them in the Encyclopedia of 
Associations in the library. Attend local 
chapter meetings to meet people who 
can provide guidance and opportunities. 
The meetings often are listed in 
newspapers’ calendars of events in the 
business or entertainment sections. 

9 Be willing to make a downward 
move. You might have to start at the 
bottom in your chosen department. 

9 Be persistent. And patient. It may 
take months to reach your goal.

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Suburban ‘junkies’ 

Campaign workers say political jobs 
keep them coming back for more

Flinter, a senior citizen and member 
of the Framingham library board, said 
he is a businessman who volunteers on 
political campaigns as a “hobby. ’ ’ 

He said he got interested in Silber’s 
campaign after reading the acerbic 
Boston University president’s book, 
“Straight Shooting.” 

“I thought this was time for a 
change,” Flinter said. “And I read how 
he changed BU around. ’ ’ 

Flinter has worked on a number of 
campaigns over the years, including 
Barney Frank’s 1980 bid for Congress 
and James Shannon’s 1984 Senate 
race. 


“I used to open the 
paper and go right to 
the sports section 
without reading 
anything else.

NEWTON CAMPAIGN WORKER 


Bill Lee, campaign press secretary 
for Democratic attorney general 
candidate Scott Harshbarger and a 
Concord native, said he caught 
“Potomac fever” when he attended 
Georgetown University in Washington, 
D.C., in the early 1980s. 

“Going to school in Washington, 
you get exposed to politics more than 
at the average college, ” said Lee, a 
31-year-old lawyer on leave from a 
Boston law firm. 

After graduation, Lee blanketed the 
capital city with resumes and landed a 
job with U.S. Sen. Ted Kennedy doing 
advance work for his appearances and 
driving. 

Lee went on to earn a degree from 
Boston College Law School and 
snagged an internship with 
Harshbarger, the Middlesex County 
district attorney who defeated 
incumbent Shannon in this year’s 
Democratic primary for attorney 
general. 

Lee then spent more than three 
years practicing law in Manhattan 
before returning to Boston to practice. 

“When Scott decided to run, I 


thought I really wanted to help him 
out,” said Lee. “Politically, he’s on 
the right track, but he’s also just a 
good person. I’ve seen a lot of 
politicians and the two don’t go 
together often.” 

Although Lee is getting paid, he said 
he is only earning about 20 percent of 
what he makes as a lawyer. 

But he said the thrills of this year’s 
campaign are more than making up for 
the pay cut. 

“When I started, we were 26 points 
down, and Scott made a run in the last 
two minutes of the game ... It really is 
like coming from behind in a ballgame, ’ ’ 
said Lee. 


Rosenberg, the Weld campaign 
worker, said he was miserable in his 
job with American Express when he 
began volunteering for Weld. That 
move turned out to be fortuitous when, 
several months later, campaign officials 
turned to him to handle research full¬ 
time. 

He now fields numerous calls a day 
from people and groups looking for 
information about Weld’s positions on 
issues. He also conducts “opposition 
research.” 

Rosenberg said, for example, if 
Weld’s primary rival — state Rep. 
Steven Pierce — claimed to be 


committed to environmental issues, he 
would head for the State House to 
check his voting record. He has also 
spent time poring over tax returns and 
other documents. 

Mary-Lee King of Hudson has long 
since been bitten by the political bug. 
She is working as campaign manager 
for Sen. Paul Cellucci, the Republican 
candidate for lieutenant governor, and 
as deputy campaign manager for the 
Weld/Cellucci ticket. 

King, 37, worked on Cellucci’s 
campaign for a House seat 14 years ago 
and has been a trusted aide ever since. 
She ran his Senate campaign in 1984 
and was his chief of staff for five years 
before going on the campaign trail with 
Cellucci again this year. 

“I started getting interested in 
politics in high school and at home, we 
always talked politics,” said King, a 
mother of three married to a 
Marlborough school teacher. 

She added that one of her teachers 
loved politics and had the class 
following local races. 

King emphasized that, as with most 
professions, people who want jobs in 
politics must work their way up from 
the bottom of the ladder, unless they 
have specific skills that are in demand. 

“I volunteered on a lot of 
campaigns,” said King. 

But she said it is also important to 
work for people “you agree with 100 
percent.” 

David Gallo, who has an accounting 
degree and began his career in radio, 
has also made a name for himself as a 
Republican operative. 

He is currently working as director 
of operations for Weld, but has worked 
on campaigns for state Rep. Richard 
Tisei, R-Wakefield, and was Tisei’s 
administrative assistant. Gallo, a Natick 
resident active in local politics, got to 
know Weld this year when he and Tisei 
worked for him at the convention. 

Gallo, 28, admits he isn’t “big into 
issues,” but said he has a knack for 
building grass-roots coalitions. Gallo’s 
job with Weld involves overseeing 
scheduling, expenditures, field 
directors and making sure the campaign 
office runs smoothly. 

He said success in a job like his 
comes from a willingness to work long 
hours for low pay and an affinity for not 
only talking to people, but listening to 
their ideas and concerns. 

The fast pace and drama of 
campaigning fuel the excitement of the 
job. 

“The minute you get into it, it’s 
absolutely addictive, ’' said Gallo.

What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple project: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register Tile 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won’t get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you’re not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You’ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don’t be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don't have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

Zoning board approves 
Children’s Own petition

Students at the Children’s Own 
School will have a few more class¬ 
mates next term now that Director 
Rosina Culinane has gotten the go- 
ahead to increase the school’s enroll¬ 


ment from 65 students to 79. 

Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
members denied Culinane’s request 
for a special permit at their August 
session, citing a lack of building and 
traffic safety studies. 

But on Culinane’s return visit to 


the board Oct. 16, she had all the 
bases covered, with favorable let¬ 
ters from Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt, Building Commissioner 
Dominic Serratore, Safety Officer 
Kevin Mawn, Police Chief Joseph

Energy costs cause concern 

Town may face deficit as oil prices rise

Town departments will have to 
absorb any increase in energy costs 
within existing budgets, according 
to Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. 

Maurer told selectmen Monday 
night school and municipal depart¬ 
ments will be required to adjust 
spending to accommodate rising 
energy costs, a picture he sees is 
growing darker. 

“In September, the deficit did not 
look as serious as it did today,’’ said 
Maurer. Maurer estimated the defi¬ 
cit in the energy accounts could 
reach close to $250,000. However, he 
noted estimates are based on cur¬ 
rent prices. 


Town officials continue to monitor 
fuel costs on a weekly basis. Based 
on estimates, Maurer said the mun¬ 
icipal energy expense may be in 
deficit by $61,280; and the education 
energy expense may be in deficit by 
$162,282. 

“Based on other fiscal items that 
may be considered in this fiscal year 
and other fiscal years, it should not 
be expected that supplemental 
appropriation will be made,’’ Maur¬ 
er said in a report to selectmen. 

Maurer provided selectmen with a 
copy of the energy policy submitted 
by Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos, and updated the 
board on municipal department’s 
progress. 

Included in that policy are temper¬ 
ature limits: elementary schools at 


68 degrees during the day and 55 
degrees at night; and secondary 
buildings at 65 degrees during the 
day and 55 degrees at night. 

In addition, Maurer said tempera¬ 
tures during the day will be kept at 
65 degrees in public buildings, and 
will be lowered to 55 degrees at night 
and on weekends. Air condition dur¬ 
ing hours of occupancy will be kept 
at 78 degrees. 

Maurer said the temperature time 
clock would be adjusted according to 
when evening meetings are sche¬ 
duled. Selectman Robert Deering 
suggested the town manager look 
into the possibility of consolidating 
meeting nights, so Town Hall is open 
fewer evenings for meetings.

Lipman likes telling stories

When Doug Lipman taught 
emotionally disturbed children 
many years ago, he found it diffi¬ 
cult at times to get the students to 
listen. But when he told them a 
story, after the first two sen¬ 
tences he saw their eyes light up, 
their jaws drop. 

They paid attention, they lis¬ 
tened and ultimately they 
learned. Lipman rejoiced. 

“As a teacher I said, ‘I like 
this!’ ” said Lipman. 

Sparked by that experience, he 
began a new career in 1971, as a 
storyteller, musician, teacher 
and writer. Performing coast-to- 
coast, Lipman brings storytell¬ 
ing, an ancient art form, to a new, 
and ever-growing, audience. 

His performances range from 
stories of traditional folktales, to 
cultural spin-offs of traditional 
tales (like the African version of 
“Snow White”) and tales inspired 
by Lipman’s own experiences. 

With a 5,000-voluine library at 
his studio in Medford, Lipman 
finds many stories to fuel the first 
two categories. For instance, Lip¬ 
man found a bevvy of tales not 
only from Africa, but from vari¬ 
ous cultures based on the “Snow 
White” story. 

Lipman also delves into histori¬ 
cal folktales, such as a story 
about a Massachusetts 
abolitionist. 

Folklorists, he says, have 
indexed the story plots for his 
performances. 

“Storytelling is different than 
going to a movie or play,” says 
Lipman. “It’s using your imagi-

“People are inundated by elec¬ 
tronic media,” says Lipman. 
While this in itself is not negative, 
he adds, people are craving for a 
media that allows them “to flex 
their imagination.” Those enthu¬ 
siastic audiences have helped 
bring storytelling national 
attention. 


New England Monthly called 
the storytelling revival, “the 
newest wave in New England 
performance art.” 

The Boston Phoenix said Lip¬ 
man himself is, “a storyteller 
whose stock in trade is magic,” 
and the Boston Herald said, “dra¬ 
matic ... sharp and believable. 
Strikes a powerful chord.”

Rock Ave. site given 
two-year extension 

Neighbors unhappy cleanup is prolonged

Neighbors of Rock Avenue will 
now have to wait up to two years 
before a landfill near their homes is 
cleaned up. 

The Board of Health, at its Oct. 15 
session, voted unanimously to grant 
an extension to landowner Charles 
Ferrari and allow him an additional 
two years to complete a list of condi¬ 
tions set forth in the site assignment. 

“This situation is not going to 
please everyone,” said Chairman 
Dorothea Sopper. “We’re doing the 
best we can. At least we can see the 
light at the end of the tunnel this 
time.” 

After more than a decade of con¬ 
troversy, the Board of Health 
assigned the landfill as a solid waste 
site in December, 1989, which turned 
jurisdiction of the area over to the 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP). Because the area 


was assigned as a solid waste site — 
and not a hazardous waste site — 
Ferrari was able to file for a waiver, 
which allows for limited interven¬ 
tion on the part of the DEP during 
cleanup of the site. 

Testing in June, 1989 showed 
water on the site was not contami¬ 
nated, but methane gas was found in 
several test pits. Although methane 
is considered a “non-priority pollut¬ 
ant,” Board of Health members and 
neighbors are concerned about the 
migration of these vapors and the 
perimeters of the landfill. 

Board members were advised by 
DEP just two weeks ago to adopt a 
guideline, which will allow Ferrari 
additional time to evaluate the fill on 
his property. 

The guideline calls for completion 
of test pits and analysis by April 30, 
1991, a comprehensive plan for clo¬ 
sure and post-closure for Oct. 30, 
1991 and remedial work to be com¬ 
pleted within 12 months after the 


post-closure plan is accepted by 
DEP. 

Neighbors however, were not 
pleased. 

“We heard the same thing three or 
four years ago,” said Main Street 
resident John McDonough. “I’m 
mad.” 

“That area up there has been 
jerked around,” added Henry Heitz 
of Middlesex Street. 

In response to neighbors, Board 
member Randall Swartz said, “No 
one is pleased, no one should be 
pleased ... But we must operate 
within the framework we have and 
go forward from where we are 
now.” 

“We have to assign the site to get 
it cleaned up,” added Sopper. “The 
DEP felt this was the proper time 
frame to get it done.” 

Swartz called the Rock Avenue 
issue, “an incredibly frustrating

Budget cuts force zoo closing 

Some animals are still without homes

The Walter D. Stone Zoo will 
close in mid-November, accord¬ 
ing to Executive Director Dr. 
Mark Goldstein — save a miracle 
from Beacon Hill. 

Goldstein, who is also execu¬ 
tive director of Boston’s Franklin 
Park Zoo, reported on Tuesday 
the official word on the exact date 
of the closing will be forthcom¬ 
ing, but for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, the zoo will close its doors 
to area residents before the end 
of the year. 

Strapped by budget cuts, zoo 
officials have struggled to keep 
the Stoneham facility open dur¬ 
ing the last year. But the latest 
set of financial blows, severe cut¬ 
backs in August and another 
round of cuts last week, were too 
much to bear. 

“It’s unfortunate and tragic," 
said Goldstein. He said the “only 
real hope” the zoo has of ever 
reopening is the adoption of cur¬ 
rent legislation that would make 
the zoo a public, non-profit corpo¬ 
ration, much like the Museum of 
Fine Arts and the New England 
Aquarium. 

The bill before the legislature 
would allow for the formation of 


the Commonwealth Zoological 
Corporation (CZC), which would 
permit the zoos to fundraise and 
manage their own monies. 

Currently, both zoos are paid 
for by the state, yet managed by 
both the Boston Zoological Socie¬ 
ty and the Metropolitan District 
Commission. The CZC would cre¬ 
ate a management structure 
similar to other zoos such as the 
Bronx Zoo and San Diego Zoo. 
These zoos are owned by a munci- 
pality, but are managed and run 
by a non-profit corporation and 
able to tap into private resources 
for funds. 

Goldstein said during the past 
few months, his staff has worked 
up a contingency plan, which 
they will now put into effect, to 
find homes for the animals at 
Stone Zoo. 

Goldstein said half the animals, 
mostly small mammals and 
birds, will be taken to Franklin 
Park Zoo. The other half will find 
homes at other zoos across the 
country, he said. 

But Goldstein said he is con 
cerned some of the animals will 
be difficult to place. The Stone 
Zoo’s two Siberian tigers are 
members of a breed that is overa¬ 
bundant in this country. 


Goldstein said that although 
Siberian tigers are on the endan¬ 
gered species list, there are cur¬ 
rently 636 of the animals in cap¬ 
tivity nationwide. 

Zoological experts say there is 
only enough space for 500 of the 
tigers. The Stone Zoo’s Siberians 
are also older animals and non- 
reproductive, which limits the 
number of zoos that would be 
interested in taking them. 

“The hard prediction is how 
long it will take to find homes for 
all the animals,” said Goldstein. 

He added the zoo’s polar bear 
and lion have not yet been placed. 

Goldstein said the zoo facility 
will be winterized and vegetation 
in the aviary will be kept heated 
to withstand the cold weather. 
Goldstein said these measures 
ensure the closing can be 
reversed. 

“It’s a wonderful institution,” 
said Goldstein, “but it was the 
right decision (to close Stone 
Zool if funding is not there to 
(run] it properly. Tax dollars just 
won’t do it.” 

The addition of the African 
Tropical Forest at Franklin Park 
Zoo last year increased atten¬ 
dance by 500 percent. Stone Zoo 
attracted more than 350,000 visi¬ 
tors last year.

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Stoeckle discusses 
medical directives

It’s an issue any of us may face 
someday — a medical crisis that 
would prevent our ability to decide 
treatment. 

Winchester resident Dr. John 
Stoeckle, a graduate of, and now 
professor of medicine at, Harvard 
Medical School and chief of the med¬ 
ical clinic at Massachusetts General 
Hospital (MGH), has taken part in a 
study on how the use of medical 
directives can impact patients and 
their families. 

An alternative to the living will, a 
medical directive allows a person to 
specify medical care preferences in 
the event of a life-threatening illness 
or injury. The person may also 
appoint a proxy, or decision maker, 
who has been previously guided as to 
that person’s views on medical 
treatment in life-threatening 
situations. 

Stoeckle will speak on the 
implementation of medical direc¬ 
tives at the Jenks Senior Center Oct. 
24 at 7:30 p.m. He will also highlight 
how copies of these directives may 
be obtained. 

Winchester resident Dr. Donald 
McLean has organized the talk, 
which is sponsored by the Council on 
Aging. McLean calls the medical 
directive, “a more definite descrip¬ 
tion of what a living will should be.” 

The medical directive was deve¬ 
loped by Dr. Linda L. Emanuel of 
MGH and her husband, Dr. Ezekiel 
J. Emanuel of Beth Israel Hospital 
through funding from a government 
grant. Their proposal was recently 
outlined in the Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association. 

According to the Emanuels, the 
medical directive expands on, and 
remedies certain features of living 
wills, which were first approved in 
California 13 years ago and now 


legally endorsed in 75 percent of the 
states. 

Massachusetts has yet to allow 
living wills, or medical directives, 
as legally binding, although McLean 
said legislation is being considered. 

Living wills generally focus on 
opposition to having life prolonged 
by mechanical means, if illness or 
injury occurs with no hope of recov¬ 
ery. The medical directive, howev¬ 
er, presents a series of theoretical 
situations, one or another of which is 
likely to apply in most circum¬ 
stances involving incompetence. 

In an MGH newsletter, Dr. Linda 
Emanuel cited a recent study, in 
which investigators asked prospec¬ 
tive patients whether they would 
want resuscitation or not. Then, the 
patients' spouses and doctors were 
asked what they thought the 
patients’ position would be. 

“The spouses and the health care 
praeticioners guessed very poorly,” 
said Emanuel. "Tneir opinions of 
the patients’ medical care prefer¬ 
ences were rated as little different 
than chance guesses.” 

McLean said the medical directive 
should be prepared before the onset 
of a medical problem when the indi¬ 
vidual is competent and able to rea¬ 
son. He said all age groups should 
consider drafting a medical direc¬ 
tive in case of an unforeseen medical 
emergency. 

The medical directive can be 
obtained through a doctor or lawyer 
and should be filed with a personal 
physician. Two witnesses are neces¬ 
sary to make the document binding, 
but legal authorization is not 
required, said McLean. 

McLean said a “vast majority” of 
possible medical crises are covered 
in the medical directive scenarios. 
“For all intents and purposes, this is 
a well thought out plan to cover the 
situations that people might fall 
into,” said McLean.

situation” but added, “I believe we 
have identified the best option, the 
tightest option.” 

Angela MacConkey of 10 Hill St., 
who is currently involved in litiga¬ 
tion with the board in relation to the 
Rock Avenue site, asked if a ‘‘com¬ 
prehensive risk analysis” would be a 
part of the conditions. 

Swartz noted however, the Board 
of Health can no longer add condi¬ 
tions to the site assignment, and 
after looking into hiring a private 
firm to assess possible health risks, 
found that option not to be financial¬ 
ly feasible. 

Resident Michael Connolly ques¬ 
tioned whether Ferrari would be 


required to remove the fill taken out 
of the test pits. Sopper said the plan 
does not require such action. 

Neighbors also questioned the 
ability of the DEP to enforce these 
actions, should Ferrari move slowly 
or not at all. 

These actions may be enforced, 
according to the DEP, through the 
Attorney General and the Middlesex 
District Attorney, said Town 
Counsel Wade Welch. According to 
Welch’s interpretation, the local 
board of health is called upon to seek 
the enforcement action from these 
agencies. 

Also, if Ferrari submits an unac¬ 
ceptable closure plan, the board can 
also seek enforcement, said Welch.

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Music school marks 10 years

You might have just stunjbled 
upon that old guitar from your col¬ 
lege days, but can’t remember how 
to strike a chord. Or you might want 
to get your kids started on the flute 
or clarinet. 

Maybe, you just want to improve 
your singing voice for your daily a 
cappella performance in the shower. 

Whatever your musical inclina¬ 
tion. the Winchester Community 
Music School (WCMS) has the class 
or the lesson. 

WCMS has been meeting the musi¬ 
cal needs of townsfolk for more than 
a decade now. Director Corie 
Nichols started a grassroots music 
program in Winchester back in 1981, 
working in conjunction with the Bel¬ 
mont Music School. 

In a recent interview, Nichols 
explained that the idea for a music 
school was born when she began 
looking for music lessons for her 
own children, but found limited pri¬ 
vate teachers for band and 
orchestra instruments in town. 

Within five years. Winchester had 
a music school to call its own — the 
Winchester Community Music 
School, which now boasts some 30 
teachers and 240 students ranging in 
age from three to 80. 


And students can take a full range 
of classes, from voice to banjo; 
music theory to French horn. A rock 
ensemble was even developed when 
a faculty member saw the need for 
this type of class. 

Assistant Director Sandy Thomp¬ 
son is quick to point out the achieve¬ 
ments and growth of the school is 
due in large part to Nichols’ efforts. 

“A lot of TLC, a lot of personal 
touch is due to Corie,” said 
Thompson. 

Nichols, on the other hand, is 
quick to point out that Thompson has 
played an equally large role in the 
development of the program. 

Both agree the school has opened 
up musical avenues for youngsters 
and adults throughout the town. 
“We’ve had a wonderful response 
from the community,” said Nichols. 
“We want to be a permanent part of 
the town ... There’s still some people 
who don’t know about us. 

“You don’t have to be talented [to 
take lessons 1,” she added. 

Thompson and Nichols are 
pleased with the staff members at 
the school. “The faculty are central 
to the school. We want to give them 
as much support as possible,” said 
Nichols. 

Thompson added that the staff are 
all professional musicians and are 


often running from teaching a class 
in Winchester to performances with 
Boston or New Hampshire orche¬ 
stras. A music instructor in a tux¬ 
edo, on his way to a performance, is 
not an unusual sight, said 
Thompson. 

Both also applauded the efforts of 
High School Music Director Lynne 
Rahmeier and the support of the 
public schools. 

WCMS has been able to offer scho¬ 
larships to students through contri¬ 
butions from EnKa Society and 
Friends of the High School Music 
Department, Thompson added. 

The school has also continued to 
offer ensemble and performance 
opportunities for faculty and stu¬ 
dents, including recent appearances 
at Mt. Vernon House, Aberjona 
Nursing Home and in the Winchester 
Concert Series. 

WCMS will hold a dinner to cele¬ 
brate the last 10 years on Oct. 27. 
Families involved with the program, 
trustees and faculty are encouraged 
to attend. For more information 
about the dinner or to inquire about 
openings at the school, caii Corie 
Nichols at 729-7446 or Sandy Thomp¬ 
son at 729-8063. Half-hour classes 
and private lessons are held at 
McCall Middle School from 2:45 to 
7:30 p.m., Monday through 
Thursday.

The oid Jeremiah McCarron 
house on White Street has 
become vibrant with youth as 
Rick and Debbie Tustin, with 
daughters Kimberley and Kate- 
lyn. bid fair to a bright future in 
Winchester. 

High school sweethearts. Rick 
and Debbie graduated from Med¬ 
ford High School with the Class of 
1978 — and although they are 
“from away” both are contribut¬ 
ing greatly to our well-being here 
in town. 

Debbie is a registered nurse 
who brings Advanced Cardiac 
Life Support skills to the Inten¬ 
sive Care Unit of Winchester Hos¬ 
pital, and though Rick is locally 
known as a valuable member of 
our Winchester Fire Department 
— most do not realize he runs his 
own business. “Solid Flue Chim¬ 
ney Savers” has just been nation¬ 
ally franchised — having been 
run independently by Rick for 
nearly four years. 

Not only do his hours with the 
fire department help him struc¬ 
ture his business — but a long¬ 
time involvement in construc¬ 
tion. the expertise gained in the 
pursuit of a hoped for Fire Sci¬ 
ence Degree and his love of peo¬ 
ple have given added dimension 
to his local role of “Chimney 
Sweep.”

Still, as he notes, he and Debbie 
decided long ago that they would 
not “toss the children off to day¬ 
care” — and so Debbie puts in 
12-hour weekend shifts at 
Winchester Hospital in order to 
“be there” during the week for 
Kimberley and Katelyn. 

Back in 1987 — when Winches¬ 
ter observed the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the laying of the corner¬ 
stone of Town Hall, Rick Tustin 
was one of five firefighters who 
freely donated personal time to 
enrich that historic event. The old 
Black Horse Hose Wagon never 
looked better — or symbolized so 
much — as it rumbled over 
Mount Vernon Street, drawn by 
those firefighters toward Town 
Hall. 

Rick and Debbie Tustin, and all 
young couples like them, enrich 
the quality of life as they strive to 
raise their families in ways that 
consistently make the towns they 
grace better places in which to 
live.

Lynch survey 

TO THE EDITOR: 

This past week my son brought 
home a survey put together by the 
Community Schools Association. 
The purpose of the survey is stated 
to be the beginning of “a year-long 
process of open communication 
among members of the parent com¬ 
munity.” I applaud this effort since 
free and open communication is a 
bulwark of the democratic process. 

Having said this, I would like also 
to express some concerns on the 
methodology of the survey instru¬ 
ment itself. First, many of the ques¬ 
tions are rife with loaded adjectives 
— one is asked to rate the relative 
importance of “an attractive, clean 
environment”, a “professional and 
effective school administration”, 
“strong academic subjects (math, 
English, etc.).” Such adjectives 
tend to skew answers. What person 
is willing to admit he prefers a 
filthy, crowded environment to one 
which is attractive and clean? 

Second, there is no differentiation 
of questions which are asked of 
elementary, middle and high school 
parents, although their concerns dif 
fer considerably. For example, I, 
the parent of a third grader and a 
pre-schooler, am being asked to give 
my opinion on high school issues. 

Finally, the method in which the 
survey was administered makes it 
impossible to know whether the 
response represents a valid statisti¬ 
cal sample of the school community. 

I raise these concerns because my 
experience is that surveys have a 
tendency to develop a life of their

Dirty jokes are mostly not funny, 
because they are stupid and obvious 
and betray a second-grader’s 
squeamishness about the poor 
maligned body and its functions, 
which are, after all, pretty heroic. 

Battle-of-the-sexes jokes, on the 
other hand, are funny, the ones 
ending in “Who cares?” and “To 
suck half the brains out” for exam¬ 
ple. They keep us laughing mordant- 
ly as we cast a gimlet eye at one 
another across enemy lines. 

Comic Robin Williams is very fun¬ 
ny, for his manic high-energy deliv¬ 
ery. “Rambo doing Hamlet,” he’ll 
fire off at lightning speed: “Duh, to 
be ... Or what?” 

Billy Crystal is funny, especially 


own. This survey is a fine mechan¬ 
ism to draw out the concerns of 
parents who respond. It would not, 
however, be a valid mechanism to 
define the often used but never 
defined term “quality education” 
(Part A) or whether foreign lan¬ 
guages are more important than 
home economics (Part B) or how the 
town should fund education (Part 
C). 

I would also hope that the School 
Committee and the school admi¬ 
nistration would acknowledge this is 
a survey administered for the pur¬ 
pose of discussion among parents 
and is not a source of data for future 
decision making. 

Again, I hope that this effort 
results in increased parent commu¬ 
nication and involvement in their 
schools.

at Lynch (or at any other school in 
Winchester). Those words and that 
sentiment are those of Mrs. Breen 
and not the Lynch Parents 
Association. 

What is true is that the Lynch 
Elementary School is a very special 
school — a school where every child 
is made to feel welcome no matter 
what his or her background or handi¬ 
cap may be. That has been the 
“Lynch Spirit” since the school first 
opened. 

What is also true is that the Lynch 
population is truly unique in that it 
draws from a much more diverse 
(and perhaps more educationally 
and emotionally challenging) popu¬ 
lation than the other elementary 
schools in Winchester. That should 
not mean, as Mrs. Breen has con¬ 
cluded, that the children who attend 
the Lynch Elementary School are in 
any way “second-rate” because 
they don’t share the same socio¬ 
economic profiles of other school 
districts in Winchester. 

What the Lynch Parents Associa¬ 
tion is asking the School Committee 
to do is to take a broader look at 
redistricting in Winchester so as to 
include not only the Lincoln School 
but also the Lynch School as well.

For what is clear and has been 
reported to the School Committee as 
far back as 1985 in the “Report of the

Lynch parent 
responds to 
Breen letter 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I would like to respond to the letter 
to the Editor of Oct. 9 by Rita Breen 
concerning Lynch Elementary 
School. I have been a parent at 
Lynch School for seven years. Thus I 
feel a bit more qualified than Ms. 
Breen to comment on the state of 
things at Lynch. 

However, like her, I have been 
singularly impressed by the quality 
and sensitivity of the staff and effort 
at Lynch School over the years. Like 
her, I have felt it is a school with 
wonderful kids and parents. If I had 
felt the school was filled with “unde¬ 
sirables” or “second rate” I would 
have open-enrolled in another dis¬ 
trict or opted for private schools 
long ago. However, many residents 
of Lynch district do open enroll out 
of district. Perhaps Ms. Breen could 
question them as to their reasons. 

I hope Ms. Breen would not be 
naive enough to believe however, 
that special needs, “children in cri¬ 
sis” (as she expressed it), children 
with English as a second language, a 
significant proportion of the student 
body coming and going sometimes 
even mid-year, and other such fac¬ 
tors, are not extra challenges for 
both staff and the larger Lynch com¬ 
munity. I would encourage her to 
attend the meetings of the Lynch 
Parent Association to hear dis¬ 
cussed some of the concerns of 
parents and staff about these and 
other issues. 

Finally, to read Ms. Breen’s letter 
you would think the children with 
“English as a second language” at 
Lynch were immigrants. Not so. 
They are almost exclusively child¬ 
ren of people who are resident in the 
U.S. for a limited time-span to avail 


themselves of advanced study at 
local universities or advanced train¬ 
ing at greater Boston medical or 
business centers. They are not here 
to be “made into Americans,” but 
rather act as ambassadors of good¬ 
will from their own countries and 
offer much to Lynch despite the 
language challenges. 

In summary, it seems too bad Ms. 
Breen could not have sought out 
staff and/or parents at Lynch 
regarding her concerns before she 
felt compelled to write a letter to the 
editor.

Moranian comments 
on Star letter 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Rita Breen’s recent letter to The 
Star requires comment. Last spring, 
at Town Meeting, Ms. Breen intro¬ 
duced herself as chair of the Vinson 
Owen Re-Use committee. Using that 
title, she gave Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers and Winchester citizens mis¬ 
leading and distorted information. 
Her remarks came at a critical point 
in the debate over the future of 
Vinson Owen and Wincheste ’s 
schools. The most important of her 
claims was that the committee she 
chaired was illegal. In that light, she 
announced that her committee 
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would no longer meet. 

Shortly afterward, in a letter to 
The Star, Ms. Breen clarified her 
remarks. She had not, she said, been 
speaking as Re-Use Committee 
Chair at Town Meeting. This was a 
surprise to those who had heard her. 
She went on in that letter to repeat 
much of the misinformation she had 
presented earlier. 

Apparently, she did not honor her 
promise to Town Meeting no longer 
to hold Re-Use Committee meetings. 
The committee did meet again, with 
Ms. Breen as chair. At the last 
School Committee meeting, on Sept. 
25., Ms. Breen spoke as chair of the 
Re-Use Committee and repeated the 
claims of illegality. Wade Welch, the 
town’s legal counsel was also there. 
He persuasively refuted her 
assertions. 

Under questioning from the School 
Committee, Ms. Breen could not 
explain satisfactorily why she had 
sought an opinion on the legality of 
her committee; nor could she 
explain why she had sought if from 
someone other than the town’s legal 
counsel. Perhaps she was looking for 
a way to undermine her committee’s 
ability to carry out its job. Her 
interest appears to have been to 
block the re-use of Vinson Owen and 
ultimately to prevent its closing. 

It is this record that challenges the 
wisdom of such narrow and biased 
interests on future re-use commit¬ 
tees. It was a novel experiment that 
predictably failed. 

Ms. Breen’s most recent letter to 
The Star gives divisive and mislead¬ 
ing information. Mrs. Landry did not 
attack democracy. She simply 
brought into question the kind of 
behavior that marred the credibility 
of the Vinson Owen Re-Use Commit¬ 
tee. A return to a structure of a more 
objective committee taking advice 
from a broader spectrum of affected 
citizens would undeniably be an 
improvement. 

Mrs. Landry did not propose to 
exclude comment, advice or partici¬ 
pation by the affected public. Ms. 
Breen must know that. Mrs. Landry 
did not propose to exclude Catholics, 
senior citizens, parents of school-age 
children or residents of particular 
neighborhoods, as Ms. Breen sug¬ 
gested in her inflammatory letter. 
Mrs. Landry did propose to avoid a 
repeat of the debacle of the Vinson 
Owen Re-Use committee. Ms. Breen 
must know that, too. That is why she 
objects.

Transfer station stickers for 1991 
are ready to be sold and Winchester 
selectmen are debating whether to 
allow new residents the use of our 
transfer station for 15 months at the 
cost of 12. 

I understand there are approxi¬ 
mately 200 homes for sale in 
Winchester. If (and it is a big “if”) 
we were able to attract 200 new 
families, and if we could assure their 
involvement in Winchester’s recy¬ 
cling program by giving them an 
incentive of three months “free” use 
of our transfer station, not only 
would we be stimulating $10,000 new 
revenue but we would be securing 
residents who think “big” — as big 
as our planet that needs all the help 
it can get to be saved.

Flu clinic scheduled Oct. 23 , 25

Each year at this time the inches 
l^.ter Board of Health sponsors a flu 
— clinic at the Jenks Senior Center. 
This year the clinic will be held on 
Tuesday, Oct. 23 and Thursday. Oct. 
25, between 9:30 and 11 a m. The 
Winchester Public Health nurse, 
Joan York, will conduct the clinic 
through the Winchester Health 
Department, and the Visiting Nurse 
and Community Health Nursing 
Agency will assign two staff nurses 
for the clinic. 

Helping out at the registration 
desk will be senior volunteers Beat¬ 
rice Costa, Mary Kelly and Alice 
O’Hara. There will be no make up 


clinic this year, so you are urged to 
come on the 23rd or 25th of October 
between 9:30 and 11 a m. for your 
protective vaccination. 

Seniors, particular!y, are 
reminded that the best protection 
against the flu and its complications 
is an annual flu vaccination. Just 
one injection in the arm gives you a 
whole year's worth of protection 
against the flu. You need a new 
vaccination each fall because the flu 
virus changes every eyar. To protect 
you, the vaccine must match the flu 
that is present that year. 

Some people should not get a flu 
vadnation. These include anyone 
with a current illness or fever 
(though the vaccine can be given as 
soon as the illness is past); anyone 


with a severe allergy to eggs; any¬ 
one who has had a bad reaction to 
past flu vaccines; anyone who has 
had Guillain-Barre syndrome; some 
pregnant women; and children who 
have received a DPT vaccine within 
the past two weeks. If you have 
concerns about taking the vaccine, 
consult your doctor. 

No advance sign up is required for 
the flu clinic but the Health Depart¬ 
ment will require on site registration 
and consent forms. If you have any 
questions, call the health depart¬ 
ment, 721-7121.

Dr. Jonathan L. Adler, infectious 


disease specialist, speaks to seniors 
at the Jenks Senior Center on Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 19, at 10:30 a.m., discuss¬ 
ing the importance of immuniza- 
t i o ns and of follow-up 
immunizations.

In addition, Maurer said the effi¬ 
ciency of boilers would be checked, 
and hot water temperatures set at 
120 degrees. 

In the public safety building, the 
fire department will improve its clo¬ 
sure procedure for the main front 
doors in winter time. In addition, 
idling time for apparatus and/or 
cruist rs will be reduced when they 
are not in service.” 

Maurer said the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) will review the 
energy efficiency of heating and 
cooling units in all municipal and 
education buildings. He added that 
idling time for vehicles could also be 
cut back in this department, and 
said the department will carefully 
monitor snow plowing and removal 
equipment to insure the work is 
being effectively completed. 

The efficiency ratings of all pumps 
in the water and sewer division will 
also be reviewed, said Maurer. 


The DPW is in the process of 
reviewing potential conversion of all 
schools to dual fuel usage. The police 
department will also take steps 
necessary to ensure dual usage is 
available in the public safety 
building. 

Maurer said the proposal for con¬ 
ducting an energy audit is due Nov. 
16. Boston Edison will pay for the 
cost of replacement items, Maurer 
added. 

As for the next fiscal year, Maurer 
said the energy portion of the budget 
will be prepared separately, but said 
guidelines have not been developed 
yet. 

Maurer noted the town has 
requested the State Auditor’s office 
review the fuel tax increase as a 
mandated cost on local government, 
but no response has been received. 
Under the mandated provisions of 
Proposition 2'^, Maurer said com¬ 
munities should be exempt from 
paying this tax.

Now a Winchester resident, Lip- 
man recalls when he and his wife 
decided to marry, it was a toss-up 
between residing in his one-bedroom 
apartment in Somerville or his 
wife’s home on the lake in Winches¬ 
ter. The decision, says Lipman, 
“took about three or four seconds.” 
The couple have been living in 
Winchester for three years now. 

Lipman is out on the road at least 
once a month, and has scheduled 
upcoming performances in New 
York and Wisconsin. But for the 
most part, Lipman performs with 
the troupe he helped found, 
‘‘Storytellers in Concert,” which 
holds regular shows in Cambridge. 

Lipman also performs just about 
anywhere he’s invited, from schools 
to libraries, churches, synagogues, 
even prisons.

‘Patience’ is a whole lot of nonsense

They’ve brought us comedy and 
farce, drama and suspense, and now 
they’re bringing us parody and 
nonsense. They are The Winchester 
Players and their new production is 
Gilbert & Sullivan’s delightful 
“Patience.” 

The subject of the operetta, and 
therefore of the parody, is the Brit¬ 
ish Aesthetic Movement and, in par¬ 
ticular, its most extravagant rep¬ 
resentative, the “Apostle of Beauty” 
himself, Oscar Wilde. Before the 
operetta toured the United States, it 
is said that Wilde was pursuaded to 
precede it on a lecture tour in order 
to show Americans what the fun was 
all about. With or without back¬ 
ground, the show is decidedly fun, 
but a little explanation before the 
Players’ performance may not go 
amiss. 

Wilde’s aestheticism grew out of 
the Pre-Raphaelite movement, 
whose members included Walter 
Pater, w’ho espoused the doctrine of 
“Art for Art’s Sake,” D. G. Rossetti, 
Algernon Swinburne, William Mor¬ 
ris, and others, and was influenced 
by the French Decadents and Sym¬ 
bolists. All of these reacted against 
contemporary society, the ugliness 
and squalor brought about by the 
Industrial Revolution, and earlier 


Victorian art itself. They sought to 
promote a greater aw-areness of 
beauty and art in all areas of daily 
life and throughout all society. 

While great variety characterizes 
the art and poetry of these artists, 
principal traits include rich and viv¬ 
id imagery, mysticism and fantasy, 
medievalism (the name, Pre- 
Raphaelite, derived from a return to 
the style of the artists before 
Raphael), orientalism — every¬ 
thing, in fact, listed by Bunthorne, 
the protagonist of “Patience,” in his 
primer of aesthetic charlatanism in 
the show. 

Before Gilbert wrote the libretto of 
“Patience,” the excesses of the 
movement, its languid ladies and 
posturing poets, were already being 
caricatured. The aesthetes became 
a target for the satirists, not for their 
aesthetic principles, but for the 
excesses and extravagances of the 
movement and for any unusual per¬ 
sonal affectations — for example, in 
Wilde’s case, his long hair, eccentric 
dress, and habit of carrying flowers 
while lecturing. Many viewed the 
aesthetes, like the poets in ‘‘Pati¬ 
ence,’’ as poseurs and charlatans, 
who, like Bunthorne, affected aes¬ 
theticism to cultivate admiration. 

Gilbert & Sullivan’s “Patience” 
opened in 1881. Almost immediately 
it crossed to America, where it was a

great success. All of America was 
swept up in a Gilbert & Sullivan 
craze, and undoubtedly the operetta 
and the Aesthetic Movement were 
known to Winchester from the time 
it premiered in the States. 

Winchester may not have had and 
aesthetic movement like Britian’s; 
however, at the same time that 
Wilde was crossing America, 
preaching about beauty and art, 
Winchester was itself ripe for a 
beautification movement. An indust¬ 
rial community with several mills, 
factories, and tanneries, Winchester 
had then also many of the conse¬ 
quent woes of industrialization. As 
the Pre-Raphaelites stressed the 
importance of beauty in daily life, so 
did Winchesterians then feel the 
need for it in our environment, and 
slowly industry gave place to park¬ 
land. But whether that parkland 
were ever the setting for a society of 
languid ladies and posing aesthetes 


is not a matter of record in the 
official town history. 

The rapturous maidens and idyllic 
poets of “Patience,” however, have 
been known to grace Winchester. 
The show was last presented in town 
by Staff and Key in 1969. Now — “oh 
joy, oh rapture” — the Winchester 
Players are bringing it back during 
the first two weekends of November 
at the Unitarian Church. 

The operetta is indeed a joy, for, 
while the ideals of the Aesthetic 
Movement are nothing to make fun 
of, the true subject of the operetta — 
affectation — is beautifully satirized 
by Gilbert and set to enchanting 
music by Sullivan. The story is at 
times nonsense, “but, oh, what pre¬ 
cious nonsense.” “Patience” is, as it 
was advertised when it opened in 
1881, “one of the prettiest and most 
diverting musical pleasantries of the 
day.’’

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CSA survey has big response

A survey distributed to all parents 
of schoolchildren in town met with 
overwhelming returns, according to 
Community Schools Association 
President Lori Lerman. 

Although the final results of this 
survey were being tabulated when 
the Star went to press Tuesday 
night, Lerman was able to give her 
preliminary observations on the 
returns. 

Lerman said an estimated 1,700 
families in town have children in the 
public schools, and a total of 500 
completed surveys had been 


returned as of Tuesday evening, just 
three days after the questionnaire 
was distributed. Lerman called the 
response “mindboggling.” 

“Parents took this as an opportun¬ 
ity to be heard,” added Lerman. 
“They want more of a say in the 
process.” 

She said the survey was the first of 
its kind in recent Winchester history 
and that CSA’s membership consid¬ 
ered the exercise a way for parents 
to give and receive information. 

Overall, Lerman called the first 
set of responses tabulated “very 
positive” and said the majority of 
survey-takers indicated they felt the 
questionnaire was worthwhile. 


“They were positive about the 
survey, education in general and 
where Winchester should be (in 
regards to quality education 1,” said 
Lerman. 

“Parents still feel they want 
[Winchester schools] to be the best 
in the state and they don’t want to let 
go of that,” she said. “Parents over¬ 
whelmingly want to continue to com¬ 
pare [Winchester schools to top area 
schools]. They consider that 
essential.” 

Parents who did not receive a 
questionnaire may pick one up at 
any of the Winchester Public Schools 
or obtain one from Lerman. Survey 
results will continue to be tabulated 
throughout the week. 


Local aid uncertain, says Casey

If two questions on the Nov. 6 
ballot — one sponsored by the Citi¬ 
zens for Limited Taxation, the other 
by the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association — pass, Winchester’s 
local aid payment due in January 
will likely be reduced. 

Rep. Paul Casey (D-Winchester) 
told selectmen he thinks it is unlike¬ 
ly cities and towns will receive their 
January local aid payments, since 
the state’s fiscal situation will be 
even more grim. “You should expect 
close to $500,000 or $600,000 less,” he 
said. 

“If the ballot questions go through 
and revenue decreases, we will 
receive a check in Winchester, but 
not necessarily what we are expect¬ 
ing,” Casey added. Winchester is 
targeted to receive approximately 
$1.5 million. 

Casey met with selectmen Mon¬ 
day night to provide an update on 
activities in the legislature. 

Question 3, otherwise known as the 
CLT petition, proposes a rollback of 
fees and taxes to 1988 levels and 
repeal of all other tax increases. 
Question 5 would require that 40 
percent of revenues from the state 
personal income tax, sales taxes and 
corporate excises as well as 100 
percent of lottery revenues be distri¬ 
buted to cities and towns. 

According to Casey, the legisla¬ 
ture has been meeting informally 
over the last month or two. “Every¬ 
one is getting over the anxiety of the 


September sweep,” Casey told 
selectmen. “Right now there’s a 
feeling of anxiety up on [Beacon 
Hill] because we don’t know what 
questions will pass.” 

Casey said uncertainty as to the 
leadership as of January also has 
legislators wondering about future 
priorities. 

With regard to the CLT petition, 
Casey said, “To put that into effect 
would be rather Draconian.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia noted 
Question 5 originally tagged 40 per¬ 
cent of new growth for local aid. 
Now, that figure refers to 40 percent 
of revenue. 

“From the way I’ve read it, it is 
not new growth,” agreed Casey. 
“Forty percent of revenue ... is 
rather extensive.” 

Selectmen asked Casey to discuss 
the firemen’s petition, which would 
require cities and towns to pay disa¬ 
bility pensions if they could not 
prove cancer contracted by a fire¬ 
fighter was not job related. 

Muggia said statistics indicate 
more than 70 percent of firefighters 
smoke cigarettes. “That’s a sepa¬ 
rate factor that greatly increases 
their vulnerability [to cancer],” 
said Muggia. While she said she 
understood firefighters are exposed 
to asbestos, Muggia said she could 
not accept that cities and towns 
would have to foot the entire bill. 

“The jury is still out on the final 
cost to cities and towns,” Casey 
said. 

But for Selectmen Robert Deering 


and Thomas Schmitt, the real issue 
is the candidates in the upcoming 
election, not the ballot questions. 

“Come [Nov. 7], the real thing 
people should be focusing on is the 
philosophy of candidates. If Ques¬ 
tion 3 were to pass, we’re going to 
need some strong leadership to 
handle that. If Question 3 were to 
fail, we still need that strong leader¬ 
ship,” said Deering. 

Schmitt said he opposes “govern¬ 
ment by referendum. It hamstrings 
the people elected. 

“If people have confidence in gov¬ 
ernment, referendums are not 
required,” added Schmitt. “I hope 
people will pay attention to the can¬ 
didates on the ballot.” 

Casey agreed. “If you’re unhappy 
with the government, change your 
representative, change your sena¬ 
tor, change the governor. But for 
God’s sake, don’t take it out on the 
rest of the state through 
referendum.” 

Casey noted that the affects of 
Proposition 2M>, combined with cuts 
by the federal government, have had 
a negative impact on local 
governments. 

As a result, the burden placed on 
the state has increased, he said. 
“We’re faced with many things on a 
statewide level, and we have 
decreased revenue,” said Casey. 
However, he said current trends will 
force state government to examine 
how it does business. 

"We are on the verge of major 
overhauls ... The state economy 
demands it,” he said.

Perritano, Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi and 14 abuttors of the 
property. 

Mawn, in a letter to the ZBA, gave 
a ringing endorsement of the 
school’s pick-up and drop-off policy. 
“It is the most efficient, and perhaps 
safest [system] I have witnessed in 
my eight years as safety officer,” he 
wrote. 

Culinane said the horseshoe¬ 
shaped driveway allows parents to 
drop off their children in an orderly 
fashion. Children remain in the cars 
until a teacher escorts each student 


to a fenced-in play area, said 
Culinane. 

A police officer is also hired on the 
first day of school to ensure safety. 
Culinane said only a few “new” 
parents need to be educated each 
year regarding the school’s traffic 
policy. Also, carpooling reduces the 
amount of traffic at the school each 
day, said Culinane. 

A fire safety report from McNutt 
stated that a master box, smoke 
detectors, emergency lighting and 
pull stations were in working order.

Witt appointed 
TDK professor 

Dr. August F. Witt, internationally 
noted for his research in electronic 
materials, has been named to hold 
the TDK Professorship in Materials 
Science and Engineering at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Witt’s appointment to a five-year 
term as TDK Professor was 
announced by Professor Merton C. 
Flemings, head of the Department 
of Materials Science and Engineer¬ 
ing. Dr. Flemings is Toyota Profes¬ 
sor of Materials Processing. 

“As a researcher, Professor Witt 
has made major contributions to the 
understanding of the processing and 
characterization of electronic 
materials,” Flemings said. “He is 
widely and warmly respected for his 
outstanding commitment to students 
and for his enthusiastic and innova¬ 
tive teaching, especially in the first- 
year course, 3.091, Introduction to 
Solid State Chemistry, which he has 
headed for nearly two decades. Half 
of MIT’s undergraduates over the 
last 20 years have been his 
students.” 

Witt has worked on magnetic sta¬ 
bilization of metallic melts and pion¬ 
eered its application to semiconduc¬ 
tor growth on an industrial scale. In 
collaboration with Professor Harry 
C. Gatos, Witt has been involved in 
space research since the beginning 
of the NASA program. He has been 
concerned with the exploration of 
the potential of reduced gravity 
environment of outer space for 
research and development in elec¬ 
tronic materials processing. The 
thrust of this effort is now directed 
at the development of telescience 
concepts aimed at the optimizaiton 
of the ground-based control and 
analysis of experiments conducted 
in space. 

Earlier this year, the MIT School 
of Engineering named Witt the first 
recipient of the Amar Bose Award 
for Sustained Efforts in Undergra¬ 
duate Teaching. 


The TDK Professorship was 
endowed in 1985 by TDK Corporation 
of Japan, the world’s largest manu¬ 
facturer of magnetic recording 
tapes and other magnetic products 
and a major producer of coil and 
ceramic components. The company 
was formed in 1935 by a group of 
scientists which included Dr. Yogoro 
Kato, who studied from 1903 to 1905 
at MIT under the pioneer physical 
chemist Dr. A.A. Noyes, who was 
acting president of MIT in 1907-09 
and who in 1916 helped organize the 
California Institute of Technology. 

Witt, born in Innsbruck, Austria, 
in 1931, received his PhD (1959) in 
physical chemistry from the Univer¬ 
sity of Innsbruck. In 1953-54 he did 
graduate research in nuclear chemi¬ 
stry with Mme. Joliot-Curie and in 
1958 worked on radiation chemistry 
at the Atomic Energy Research 
Establishment in Harwell, England. 

He came to MIT in 1960 as a 
research associate in what then was 
the Department of Metallurgy, 
working on surface chemistry prob¬ 
lems related to mineral flotation. In 
1962 he was appointed to the faculty 
as an assistant professor and his 
primary research focus became the 
processing and characterization of 
electronic materials. 

Witt is a member of the American 
Association for Crystal Growth 
(past president 1975-81), the Ameri¬ 
can Ceramic Society, Sigma Xi and 
Tau Beta Pi. He chaired NASA’s 
Electronic Materials Working 
Group from 1982-89. 

In 1974 he received NASA’s Out¬ 
standing Scientific Achievement 
Award for his work as a Skylab 
co-principal investigator for advanc¬ 
ing materials processing in space. 

In 1976, Austria presented him 
with the Exner Medal for Outstand¬ 
ing Contributions to Science and 
Technology. 

For many years Witt was a mem¬ 
ber of Austria’s National Saber 
Fencing team and was national sab¬ 
er champion in 1956. He tied for first 
at the Academic World Champion¬ 
ship in 1954. 

Witt and his wife Karin live in 
Winchester. They have three 
children.

Many subdivisions have homeowner's associations with rules placing restraints on 
what you may or may not do with your property. They range from the types of vehicles 
that may be parked In front of the property to the colors you may paint the exterior. 
Many jurisdictions now require sellers to provide a copy of any rules or covenants to pros¬ 
pective buyers and allow them a period of time to study and approve them before flnallzr 
ing the purchase agreement. 

Most covenants are designed to keep owners from doing things that could depress 
property values, and they are generally enforceable in a court of law. If you're a rugged 
individualist and want to retain the right to park your vans In your driveway, paint your 
house an wild color, or erect a high privacy fence around the property, you may want to 
think twice about buying In a subdivision that won't permit you to do these things. On 
the other hand, many buyers find such rules reassuring. Whatever position you take, be 
certain that, before you commit to purchase a home, you understand clearly what any 
homeowner rules say and will be happy living with them.

Flu and pneumonia 
clinics hosted 

The Winchester Board of Health, 
in cooperation with the Jenks Senior 
Center and the Visiting Nurses & 
Health Care Inc., will be sponsoring 
flu and pneumonia clinics again this 


fall. The flu and pneumonia clinics 
will be held on Tuesday, Oct. 23 and 
Thursday, Oct. 25 from 9:30 to 11:30 
a.m. at the Jenks Center. 

The vaccine is comprised of three 
viruses: A/Taiwan 1/86 like II1N1; 
A/Shanghai 16/89 like 1I3N2; and 
B/Yamagata 16/88, and is different 
from what was given last year, so 
anyone who received a flu shot last 
year needs to receive another shot 
this year. 

The vaccine is recommended for 
those at risk of developing complica¬ 
tions from the‘flu such as: persons 
over 65 years of age; adults and 
children who have chronic medical 
problems such as diabetes, heart or 
lung problems; and residents of 
nursing homes or other chronic care 
facilities. 

Those who should not receive a flu 
shot include anyone allergic to eggs, 
or anyone on immune suppresent 
drugs. Anyone who is acutely ill 
should delay receiving a flu shot 
until the illness subsides. If you have 
any doubt as to whether you should 
received a flu shot, consult your 
physician. 

The flu and pneumonia clinic is 
open to all residents and no appoint¬ 
ment is necessary. 

Pneumonia vaccine will be avail¬ 
able at the clinic for those residents 
who have never received immuniza¬ 
tion in the past for pneumonia. 
There will be a service charge of $5 
for the pneumonia vaccine only. 

Due to the limited doses of vaccine 
available there will not be a make¬ 
up clinic. 

Home-bound patients must have a 
physician’s letter to receive the flu 
vaccine.

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Temping in the ’ 90 s 

Temporary work may be the answer for short- or long-term

D uring these tough 

economic times, temporary 
work can be a bridge to 
finding a permanent 
position, help job seekers 
gain new skills and give them insight 
and contacts in a variety of professions. 

“It’s a viable avenue for most 
people because it gets you in the 
company,” said Frank Flynn, 
employment director for the Waltham 
office of the state’s Department of 
Employment and Training. 

And the glut of temporary’ agencies 
in the Boston area, many of which 
sprang up during the region’s 1980s 
economic boom and have since closed 
their doors, are competing fiercely to 
attract and retain the most qualified 
applicants as well as new business. 

As Susan Parkhurst, area vice 
president for ADIA Personnel Services 
put it, temporary workers “are our 
assets.” 

Agencies are consequently beefing 
up their training programs and 
highlighting benefit packages — many 
of which include health and life 
insurance, vacation pay and tuition 
reimbursement. 

Such inducements are prompting 
more people to try' temporary' work on 
a longer-term basis, if not permanently. 

James Fabiano, area vice president 
for TAC/Temps, said these factors 
indicate how far the industry has come 
from the stereotype of the smiling 
"Kelly girl” of 10 years ago. At that 
time, he said, it often took time to 
explain to businesses the array of 
services a temporary' agency could 
provide. 

“Companies now plan for temporary 
help as part of their strategic plans,” 
he said. 

But temporary agency officials also 
report that demand among 
manufacturers for their services has 
dwindled drastically, so they are 
marketing office automation skills more 
aggressively and creatively. 

They say that with software 
technology' changing rapidly, there is a

How to help an 
employee who is passed over for promotion

A s a manager, you may 
have heard this warning 
from an ambitious and 
highly skilled employee: 
“If I don’t get promoted 
within the next three months. I’m out 
of here.” 

Trouble is, that employee may be 
stuck on a career plateau for a while. In 
today’s leaner companies, there may 
be no upper level positions available. 

Or maybe the competition is heavy 
because of a bottleneck of Baby- 
Boomers in middle management. Or 
the person might lack certain skills. 

How can you help these 
experienced employees feel satisfied 
and challenged within your 
organization? 


■ If an employee loses out on the 
latest promotion, offer a specific 
alternative. Create challenging new 
assignments and opportunities — with 
responsibility and accountability. Don’t 
try- to sugar-coat the fact the employee 
was passed over. But do stress how 
your alternative could benefit the 
employee’s career and the 
organization. 

■ Emphasize working as a team, 
instead of working just for individual 
gain. Do this by rewarding team efforts 
with bonus pay programs, training 
opportunities, awards or recognition in 
company newsletters or on bulletin 
boards. 

■ Let employees grow by working 
closely with each other by setting up 
opportunities for peer coaching and 
letting experienced workers serve as 
mentors to younger staffers. 


■ Try- short- or long-term job¬ 
swapping or job-rotation arrangements 
to add variety and improve skills. 

■ Look at a lateral move into another 
department. It could provide 
challenges, broaden skills and let 
another department benefit from a 
different perspective. Make sure your 
organization is open so employees can 
communicate with people in different 
departments. 

■ Offer travel opportunities. Is there a 
temporary- assignment at another office 
within your organization? An out-of- 
town meeting, conference or workshop 
to attend? 

■ Coach this stalled employee, as 
opposed to commanding. Listen to the 
employee’s ideas and concerns with 
respect. Work as if you two were 
consultants together, not boss and 
subordinate. 


■ Regularly- meet with employees to 
see if they’re satisfied with their jobs 
and what could motivate them more. 
Don’t save this just for annual review 
time.

need for people who can come into 
businesses temporarily and complete 
computer projects with little or no 
training. 

In fact, Manpower Temporary 
Services will even train companies’ 
permanent employees when workers 
are sent out, said Peggy Robinson, 
area manager for eastern 
Massachusetts. She said this is an 
example of a “value-added service” 
businesses are increasingly demanding 
from temporary agencies.

“I think the temporary industry is 
becoming more and more a part of the 
mainstream,” said Robinson. “More 
and more companies want to outplace 
non-essential services ... As companies 
continue to do that, the temporary 
industry will continue to grow. ” 

In other words, she said, many 
companies are trying to maintain lean 
staffing structures by seeking outside 
services for such jobs as printing and 
scheduling travel. 

The temporary industry has not, 
however, escaped unscathed from the 
economic downturn. 

Robinson said the profession tends 
to follow economic patterns, but is one 
of the first to recover from a recession. 

She said that as companies suffer 
profit slowdowns, they will cut down on 
their use of temporary agencies as well 


as lay off permanent workers. 

“But if they downsize and then get 
a big account, they may not be ready to 
hire everybody back,” said Robinson, 
noting such firms will call on 
temporaries to handle the work 
overload. 

Yet the economy has also helped 
recruiting efforts. Robinson and other 
agency officials said they are seeing 
more people applying for temporary 
jobs after being laid off from permanent 
positions. 

“Our recruiting costs are a tenth of 
what they were in 1988,” she said. 

Steve Sanders, regional vice 
president for Kelly Temporary 
Services, agreed that "a consistent 


number of all-around skills are more 
readily available than they were six 
months ago." 

ADIA’s Parkhurst said her company 
is generating business by targeting 
sales calls to firms that are still 
profitable. 

‘ ‘There are companies in and 
around the Boston area that are doing 
quite well,” said Parkhurst, declining 
to say more due to the “extremely 
competitive” nature of the industry 
right now. 

She also said ADIA’s benefit 
package is an important part of its 
business plan. The company offers both 
medical and life insurance plans, paid 
holidays, vacations, tuition 


reimbursement and dependent care. 

“Those are the things that keep 
temporaries coming back to us, ’ ’ said 
Parkhurst. 

In addition, ADIA offers a 
permanent employment service for 
temporaries who want to make the 
transition to full-time jobs. 

Some temporary agencies, such as 
TAC/Temps, have instituted testing as 
well as training to beef up business. 
Fabiano said testing ensures workers 
are ready to be placed in jobs and gives 
confidence to both employers and 
temporaries. 

“Testing really qualifies someone so 
we can place them in the appropriate 
job,” he said.

2 . Personal Assessment 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement He or she often will review resumes 
Vst to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 

A. oid irrelevant information such as age. height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.)

What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple project: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody’s (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You’ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don’t be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don't have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

School districts 


scrutinized

It may sound a little like an 
achievement test question, but the 
query: “How many ways can X 
number of kids be placed in Y num¬ 
ber of buildings?” is the latest topic 
of discussion as the School Commit¬ 
tee looks at the present configura¬ 
tion of the elementary school 
districts. 

The question was originally posed 
by School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne when issues of 
inequity in district sizes, “trans¬ 
ient” populations at Lynch School, 
the location of town-wide services at 
Lynch and an ever-growing student 
body at Lincoln School surfaced at 
the committee’s table. 

School Committee members asked 
for a preliminary report from the 
administration to get discussion 
moving on the topic. 

The number-crunching exercise, 
which outlines four alternatives, 
was undertaken by Assistant Super¬ 
intendent Robert Fitzgerald. By 
dividing the community into seven 
areas, Fitzgerald was able to run a 
breakdown on several potential stu¬ 
dent shifts. 

The first would move some stu¬ 
dents from one area of town from 
Lincoln School to Lynch; the second 
would open Mystic School and move 
students from Lincoln to Mystic ; the 
third would move students from two 
areas of town from Lincoln to Lynch 


and the fourth calls for creating a 
kindergarten and K1 school at Lynch 
by moving all kindergarten students 
to Lynch and out of each elementary 
school. Lynch students in grades 1 
through 5 would move to Ambrose 
and Muraco. 

The numbers were what many of 
the members were looking for. 
Budget Director Shirley Potts also 
provided a cost rundown on reopen¬ 
ing the Mystic School. The cost 
would be $249,000, in addition to a 
loss of revenue from the current 
leaseholder, Faith Fellowship, set at 
$35,000. 

School Committee members have 
asked to look over the numbers and 
have asked for community input on 
the issue at their next meeting Nov. 
13. 

Cable 

All the right people have now 
taken a walk through the high 
school’s metal shop, surveying the 
area for a possible home for Conti¬ 
nental Cable’s origination studio. 

A proposal was presented to the 
School Committee several weeks 
ago, which outlined a plan to house 
the cable television facility in the 
high school’s technology 
department. 

According to School Committee 
member Mark Lombardi, who is 
also a member of the cable subcom¬ 
mittee, the School Committee hopes 
to “enhance the curriculum [at the

Rug thieves strike 
again; still at large

With 20 housebreaks recorded in 
Winchester in the last four months, 
eight of which involved the theft of 
oriental rugs, Winchester Police are 
suggesting that residents step up 
their own anti-theft campaigns.

Shannon, currently 
an assessor for the town, was a 
20-year veteran of the Lexington 
police department. 

“The most important 
issue ... is how can working peo¬ 


ple in this district afford to live 
I here],” Shannon said. Rising 
fees, higher taxes, and “outra¬ 
geous” Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) 
bills have made it difficult for 
some to stay in the state, said 
Shannon. 

“Priorities must be changed. 
Massachusetts needs a govern¬ 
ment that works for the good of 
all of the people, not just a few,” 
he said. 

Albano, who has served the 
Second Middlesex District for the

Repeal of 
salary cap 
proposed

Removing a cap on retirement 
funds would send a positive message 
to employees and attract good 
employees, say members of the 
Retirement Board. 

The board has proposed a warrant 
article for the fall Town Meeting to 
accept Section 22D of Chapter 32 of 
the Massachusetts General Laws. 
The section deals with the Pension 
Reform act, and would lift the 
$30,000 salary cap. 

According to Comptroller Joseph 
Bonner, when figuring a person’s 
retirement benefits, the person’s 
age, years of service, and high con¬ 
secutive pay, based on three years of 
compensation, are factored into a 
forumula. 

For police and fire employees, the 
factor is based on a retirement age 
of 45 to 55 years old (due to job 
hazards). For all other employees 
(except teachers), benefits are fig-

Girls tagged No. 1

Members of the Winchester High 
School girls soccer team had little 
doubt they were considered a strong 
team, given their undefeated record 
to date. 

But when USA Today and Gator¬ 
ade ranked the girls number one in 
the country, Coach Chris Scanlon 
termed the news “fantastic.” 

“It almost borders on the verge of 
outrageous,” Scanlon said. 

According to Scanlon, last year, 
the team was ranked number 17 
nationwide at the end of the season. 
Three weeks ago, USA Today touted 
the girls as the number two team in 
the country. Then, last week, the 
team moved up to number one. 

Scalon said Gatorade and USA 
Today combined last year to put out 
a poll each week ranking high school 
soccer. The poll rates boys’ and 
girls’ teams on alternate weeks. The 
country is divided into six sections, 
with a person designated to nomi¬ 
nate teams in each section. T.J. 
Williams, athletic director of New¬ 
ton North High School, is the New 
England designee. 

"IWilliams 1 nominated us as 
number one in New England,” Scan¬ 
lon said. USA Today followed up by 
collecting statistics on the team, and 


ultimately decided the local girls 
ranked right on top. 

Scanlon said Williams was chosen 
because of his knowledge of New 
England soccer. 

“We knew I Williams 1 had nomi¬ 
nated us again, but we didn't know 
where we would fall [in the poll],” 
Scanlon said. 

With the designation, Scanlon saio 
he realizes the moment could be 
“fleeting. If we tie or lose, we get 
knocked right out.” However, he 
said, “It’s a wonderful recognition.” 

“I think the girls are taking it in 
perspective,” said Scanlon. “We 
really appreciate all the congratula 
lions [we’ve gotten 1 from people.” 

The girls continued their winning 
streak this past week with a 5-0 
victory over Wakefield on Friday. 

Entering the game, Wakefield had 
won eight straight, having last lost 
in an encounter with Winchester 
Calling Wakefield a “pretty hot 
team," Scanlon said strong winds 
were a factor in the Oct. 19 match. 

Wakefield won the coin toss, and 
opted to go with the wind in the first 
half. “The wind was so fierce, they 
kept booming the ball downfield,” he 
said. However, Winchester’s 
defense was able to ward off Wake 
field, allowing only three shots on

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Negotiations reach one-year mark 


Teachers continue to work-to-rule without contract

Members of the Winchester Edu¬ 
cation Association and the School 
Committee’s bargaining team near 
the one-year mark of their negotiat¬ 
ing sessions as they gather to try 
once again to hammer out a teach¬ 
ers’ contract. 

The groups meet tonight, Thurs¬ 
day, Oct. 25 in an executive session. 

The Winchester Education Associ¬ 
ation (WEA), the local teachers’ 
union, announced at the Oct. 9 
School Committee meeting they 
would begin phase one of “work-to- 
rule,” a job action that encourages 
members to restrict their work day 
to what is directly mandated in their 
contracts — excluding such work as 
supervising extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties, attending open houses, grading 
papers and exams at home and 
monitoring study classes or deten¬ 
tion halls. 

WEA President Sheryl Norris said 
teachers have stuck to the work-to- 
rule action and more are joining in 


support al rallies held in recent 
weeks to “step up visibility.” Teach¬ 
ers have been picketing in front of 
their schools before and after school 
and also appeared in front of Town 
Hall prior to the Oct. 1H Board of 
Selectmen/School Committee joint 
session. 

A demonstration was also held in 
front of the School Administrative 
Office before the Tuesday, Oct. 23 
School Committee session. 

Norris said the work-to-rule action 
has made teachers aware of how 
much work they do before school to 
prepare for classes. In a way, teach 
ers have become their “own worst 
enemies,” Norris said, trying to 
stick to the job action while keeping 
in step with their schedules and 
curriculum. 

Norris said teachers have 
received “favorable" input from 
residents passing the educators’ 
picketing sites. 

Winchester is one of the few Mas¬ 
sachusetts’ communities in which 
teachers have been without a new 
contract since the beginning of the 
year. The WEA, which has more 


than 200 members, extended their 
expired contract in September. 
After more than 18 bargaining ses¬ 


sions held since November, 1989, the 
group instituted the work-to-rule 
action. 


Selectmen to consider raise in rent

Selectmen have postponed a vote 
on raising the Chamber of Commer¬ 
ce’s rent for the town-owned train 
station building near the Common 
until Chamber directors have a 
chance to meet. 

Alan Eyden, Chamber president, 
spoke with selectmen Monday night. 
Earlier this month, resident Frank¬ 
lin Stevenson had complained the 
Chamber’s $200 monthly rent at the 
■25 Waterfield Road office should be 
braised. 

Given increases in oil prices, 
selectmen have agreed to look at the 
Chamber’s rent. 

Stevenson appeared at the Oct. 15 
selectmen’s meeting to voice his 
complaint. “I’m sick and tired of 
seeing they’re paying $200 per 
month,” Stevenson told selectmen 
last week. Stevenson said he did not 
believe the Chamber did anything 


for the town, and should not enjoy 
reduced rent. Given the town’s fiscal 
situation, Stevenson said, selectmen 
should look to increase the rent. 

At the Oct. 22 selectmen’s meet¬ 
ing, Eyden outlined some of the 
Chamber’s activities. “The Cham¬ 
ber is a non-profit organization com¬ 
prised almost totally of volunteers,” 
said Eyden. He said the Chamber 
works to “improve the quality of 
life” in Winchester, and has made 
“significant contributions to the 
town.” 

The annual Haunted House, Citi¬ 
zen of the Year award, holiday open 
house, Christmas tree lighting and a 
number of plantings on traffic 
islands have all been funded by the 
Chamber. In addition, Eyden said 
the Chamber works to promote local 
businesses to help maintain 
Winchester’s commercial base. 

The Chamber has been in its cur¬ 
rent location approximately five 
years. “The Chamber has estab¬ 
lished itself in its present location.

Eyden. While Chamber members 
are mindful of the town’s financial 
situation, Eyden said the need for 
volunteer services has also become 
more vital. 

"We want to carry our fair share, 
but would like the town to consider 
the contributions the Chamber 
makes to the town,” Eyden said. 

Selectman Judith Muggia asked 
that Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer establish a policy to review 
rental properties in the future. She 
suggested if the Chamber’s rent is 
raised, it should be “equitable, with¬ 


in the framework of a review 
policy.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 
if the Chamber would prefer tenancy 
at will with “a break on the price” or 
a longer-term lease. 

Eyden said he would have to dis¬ 
cuss the matter with his board of 
directors. 

Selectman Robert Deering said, 
“I don’t think it’s going to be a 
budget buster, but there will be 
some increase.” 

Selectmen will vote on the matter 
within 30 days, said Chairman Steve 
Powers.

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Rent increases, sale of property 
are potential sources of revenue

Members of the School Committee 
and Board of Selectmen are hoping 
other sources of revenue can help 
combat what could be large budget 
deficits in the coming year. 

School Committee and Board of 
Selectmen members filed into Town 
Hall Oct. 18 to discuss plans to help 
maintain quality education in the 
coming years, possible budget cuts 
and high energy costs. 

The two groups met in a joint 
session as a result of a budget com¬ 
promise reached at last spring’s 
Town Meeting. The compromise, 
which resulted in Vinson Owen 
School remaining open, dictates that 
the two boards will meet quarterly 
to keep lines of communication 
open. 

Selectmen and School Committee 
members contemplated what could 
he huge budget deficits next year if 
the current economic and legal 
glitches are not resolved. 

In a discussion termed “Potential 
Financial Hits," officials looked at 
the budget in light of four looming 
threats: the possibility of Citizens 
for Limited Taxation (CLT) legisla¬ 
tion, rising energy costs, legal bat¬ 
tles and potential increases in solid 
waste removal prices. 

“Let’s assume that we win all our 
legal battles, CLT doesn’t pass and 
solid wastes stay the same ... in the 
very, very best case we’ll be short a 
half a million dollars,’’ said Town 


Moderator John Sullivan, who was 
chosen to moderate the joint 
meetings. 

The largest immediate threats are 
energy costs, caused by the Persian 
Gulf crisis, which came into focus 
after Town Meeting had already 
voted in the fiscal year 1991 (FY91) 
budget in June. Since that time, 
energy costs have doubled, and if 
they remain at current levels, a 
budget deficit of about $225,000 for 
FY91 will be created by energy costs 
alone. 

The town could also lose substan¬ 
tial state tax money if CLT’s Ques¬ 
tion 3 on the November ballot gets a 
“yes” vote and the petition adverse¬ 
ly impacts legislation. 

However, this issue remains a big 
question mark for town officials. 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. Char¬ 
les Mitsakos said, “If CLT passes 
nobody knows what the legislature is 
going to do.” 

Officials also discussed the finan¬ 
cial problems that ongoing legal bat¬ 
tles could cause. In addition, 
NESWC, the waste-to-energy plant 
that disposes of Winchester’s trash, 
is considering raising the price of 
their contract. 

In order to combat these potential¬ 
ly high costs, the School Committee 
and the selectmen considered poten¬ 
tial new revenue sources that could 
help alleviate a deficit. Only two 
potential sources were identified: 
raising the rent of property the town 
leases out, such as the old railroad 
station building; or a possible sale of 
school property. 


Wills is appointed 
new library director

Wrapping up a five-month search 
which drew candidates from around 
the country, the Board of Library 
Trustees has named Lynda J. Wills 
director of the Winchester Public 
Library. 

Wills has been director of the 
Nevins Memorial Library in Met¬ 
huen for more than five years, and 
previously served as assistant direc¬ 
tor at the North Reading Library. 

She is a graduate of Northeastern 
University, where she majored in 
English literature, and earned a 
master of library science degree 
from the University of Pittsburgh. 

“She’s just an excellent candi¬ 
date,” said Library Trustee Chair¬ 
man Lane McGovern. “We’re 
tickled to death she has accepted.” 

McGovern said his board and the 
staff feel very positive about Wills’ 
appointment. She will begin at the 
library on Monday, Nov. 26. 

Trustees made their decision Mon¬ 
day night, but did not make the 
decision public until Wills’ accepted 
the position Wednesday morning. 

Selection Committee members 
had offered a list of five finalists to 
the Library Trustees at the end of 
September, ending their national 
quest for candidates to replace for¬ 
mer director G. Matthew Sperber. 

Sperber announced in May he 
would be accepting a post as direc¬ 
tor of the Hudson Valley Library 
system in upstate New York. 

Capital plans 

In other business, acting director 


Karen O’Donnell-Leach updated 
trustees on the capital planning 
budgets for the library. 

In the fiscal year 1990 capital 
budget, $17,200 was spent on replac¬ 
ing the oil tank and $3,000 was ear¬ 
marked for an analysis of the roof, 
said O’Donnell-Leach. 

The library roof has been a nag¬ 
ging problem in past years, and 
trustees are anxious to get a repair 
project underway to prevent further 
water damage inside the building. 
Three problems with the roof, that of 
“ponding” or welling up of water on 
the roof, loose slates and weak spots 
where the roofs meet are addressed 
in the analysis, which was prepared 
by LEA Group, Inc. 

The plan suggests two alternatives 
for the repair, the first being a 
short-term solution to the roof’s 
problems. The cost of that work 
would be between $6,525 and $6,700. 
The second plan calls for a long¬ 
term solution to the problems and 
costs between $14,000 and $16,200, 
said O’Donnell-Leach. 

She reported limited water dam¬ 
age in the library so far, but said the 
storms of the last few weeks have 
caused leaks in the reference room, 
just missing the bookstacks, but 
staining the carpeting. 

Trustee Anne Nevins suggested 
the plan be evaluated by a qualified 
engineer. 

Trustees agreed the project should 
be “job one” of the new library 
director and said she leaned toward 
the long-term solution.

The property being considered for 
sale is a parcel of land adjacent to 
Sylvester Avenue. In the School 
Committe meeting before members 
joined selectmen, this possibility 
met with favorable response from a 
majority of the committee. A public 
hearing will be posted for further 
discussion. 

Limited hiring practices were also 
discussed as a way of handling a 
tighter budget. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer suggested the 
selectmen and the School Commit¬ 
tee would have to take on a “very, 
very conservative philosophy when 
it comes to adding people on.” 

However, an across-the-board hir¬ 
ing freeze was generally regarded 
as unfavorable, and Mitsakos said 
that replacement of school faculty 
and other positions would be consid¬ 
ered on a “case-by-case” basis as 
positions open up from retirements 
and resignations. 

Mitsakos also said the $38,000 
school cafeteria budget deficit would 


be resolved by hiring a private firm 
to manage the cafeteria, making the 
facility self-supporting. 

Meanwhile, outside the meeting, 
roughly 150 teachers marched in a 
circle, showing their frustration 
with the town regarding contract 
negotiations, and waving placards 
with slogans such as “We want a fair 
contract.” 

School Committee members, who 
met for an hour before joining the 
selectmen, acknowledged the pro¬ 
test only by saying they would later 
meet in executive session to discuss 
current negotiations with the 
Winchester Education Association 
(WEA). 

Sheryl Norris, WEA president, 
said the protest was organized “to 
show our solidarity in looking for a 
fair and equitable contract.” 

Another joint meeting of the 
School Committee and selectmen 
will be scheduled in December to 
plan for the future education 
budgets.

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Halloween spirit 
remains intact

As the front door at Claudia 
Kelty Edgell's residence is 
tended each Halloween by a grot¬ 
esque witch — so was that of 
Lorence Woodside. at the top of 
Lebanon Street.

An early activist of women’s 
rights, Mrs. Woodside was the 
first woman to run for — and the 
first to lose — a seat on the Board 
of Selectmen. Many of us boys, 
long ago. felt her annual Hallo¬ 
ween attire hit the target pretty 
well — for it was she who led the 
charge to ban fireworks from 
Winchester a few years 
previously. 

Back then, the night prior to 
Halloween. Dad would spread 
papers on the big dining room 
table and, as we watched with 
awe. he carved our jack- 
o'-lanterns. 

Each one was fitted with a wire 
coat hanger bent to form a 
handle, and each boasted a 
candle stub — for we carried 
them on our rounds the next night 
to help light the way. 

Some houses had traditions 
which attracted kids year after 
year. Victor and Marion Moses 
were famous locally for their 
homemade popcorn balls — and 
Marion could be seen rushing 
back and forth in a kitchen filled 
with the delicious aroma of fresh 
molasses and popcorn — making 
more as fast as they disappeared. 

In later years, jack-o’-lanterns 
disappeared in favor of flash¬ 
lights — and as we grew older. 

trick or treat" usually became 
trick and treat. One favorite 
device was the old egg beater 
from Mother’s kitchen. 

We had to be stealthy as we 
crept up to a lighted living room 
window. When all in the group 
were satisfied that the lady and 
gentleman of the house were 
comfortably seated about their 
radio — newspapers in hand — 
the bravest of us placed the egg 
beater on the window glass and 


whirled away on the crank creat¬ 
ing a frightful clatter within the 
house. 

Newspapers flew in the air and 
vile oaths curdled the tangy 
autumn air as the man of the 
house flung open his front door — 
to a self-conscious silence. 

Much later as the moon rode 
high in the chilly night air, 
painted gauze masks began stick¬ 
ing to tired faces — and trick or 
treat bags became impossibly 
heavy. Tired Halloween revelers 
shuffled home through the leaves 
in the hush of a late autumn 
evening. 

Every All-Saints Day for years. 
Winchester awoke to soaped win¬ 
dows of epidemic proportions — 
but the Halloween stunt which 
stumped local police and school 
officials through many seasons 
took place right under every¬ 
body’s nose downtown. 

Despite local police efforts to 
nab the culprit, Winchester 
awoke to find a battered trash 
can banging in the wind atop the 
flagpole on Manchester Field for 
three or four years! 

Much has changed over the 
years. The Edwin Ginn family no 
longer holds sumptuous Hallo¬ 
ween parties in their stable at 
• Terrace of Oaks" off Bacon 
Street. Curry School of Dancing 
isn't here to hold the annual cos¬ 
tume dance at the Town Hall — 
and Mrs. Woodside has passed 
away. 

There are, however, new tradi¬ 
tions for old — as each year the 
shores of Wedge Pond become 
the macabre setting for the 
Chamber of Commerce Haunted 
House; our Recreation Depart¬ 
ment holds a costume parade; 
and up in Woburn for over 30 
years, one of the finest Halloween 
parades in the area has wound its 
way down Main Street into our 
hearts. 

Best of all. people like Mrs. 
Edgell provide us with colorful 
touchstones which feed the active 
imaginations of the perennially 
young.

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Healing the wound within

Every night, all across America, 
millions of people are meeting in 
church basements and school 
cafeterias and little halls. They are 
people in recovery. 

I look around at the people I know: 
the mother of my childhood pal, at 
Al-Anon meetings where she finds 
strength to help her mate remain 
sober; the young woman, brought by 
chronic illness to a dependence on 
drugs, fighting every day to manage 
intense pain without them; my old 
friend James, honor student from 
my teaching days, just ending a 
prison sentence for a string of hol¬ 
dups which the coke pushed him to 
attempt, ashamed and contrite, but 
awake and aware again at last after 
15 years of drugging and drink. 

What these people have in com¬ 
mon is not just their candor and 
humility, but an interpretation of 
family that is revolutionizing our 
understanding of human 
development. 

I first learned of this interpreta¬ 
tion from James in one of the 100 or 
so letters he sent me from prison. "I 
am reading a book called ‘The Fami¬ 
ly.’ ” he wrote. ‘‘Find it if you can, 
and read it too." 

The book he referred to is by one 
John Bradshaw, who comes out of 
the Adult Children of Alcoholics 
movement and was himself an alco¬ 
holic. He didn’t invent these theories 
— credit for that goes to several 
different sources — but he has popu¬ 
larized them through his several 
books, a television series and a tire¬ 
less round of public lectures. 

The basic thesis is that the func¬ 
tioning of one’s family strongly 
affects one’s view of himself and his 
world, and that the conventional 
principles of family governance, 
outdated by 150 years, are a life- 


denying recipe for disaster. 

Some of these principles are: that 
adults are and should be the masters 
of their children; they are godlike 
and should be shielded from all 
blame; the way you behave is more 
important than the way you really 
are; the body is a source of shame; 
negative emotions must not be 
allowed to be expressed, as they 
threaten the authority of the 
parents; the child’s will must be 
broken and broken early before the 
child realizes what is being done to 
him. 

German psychologist Alice Miller 
calls these rules “poisonous pedago¬ 
gy.” According to her, they are what 
fueled Hitler’s rage. He was humil¬ 
iated and abused by his parents. In 
his weakness and powerlessness, he 
did what any child would do: he 
identified with his tormentors; 
thought, “I must deserve this”; then 
waited with all the old pain festering 
inside him until the time came when 
he did have power and used it to vent 
his anger, on the world in general 
and one race in particular that paid 
for it with their lives. 

Erik Erikson says it is our task to 
recognize that the black miracle of 
Nazism was only the German ver¬ 
sion of a universal contemporary 
potential. ‘‘The trend persists” he 
warns: ‘‘Hitler’s ghost is counting 
on it.” 

As the I digested these ideas, I 
kept thinking, This is all true. This is 
the problem. 

Children raised without sufficient 
love and affirmation grow up with a 
sense of shame, “the wound felt 
from the inside,” as Gershen Kauf¬ 
man describes it in his book by the 
same name. Shame is ‘‘like a hole in 
the cup of the soul,” says Bradshaw. 
It ‘‘fuels compulsivity, and compul- 
sivity is the Black Plague of our 


times. We want more money, more 
sex, more food, more booze, more 
drugs, more adrenalin rush, more 
entertainment, more possessions, 
more ecstasy ...” 

He is right, I think again. “Addic¬ 
tions are painkilling substitutes for 
legitimate suffering,” he adds. In 
this country, “over 60 million people 
are seriously affected by the paink¬ 
illing use of alcohol alone.” 

I know a little cat taken too soon 
from its mother. When you pet it, it 
nestles close, takes a bit of your 
clothing in its mouth, and begins a 
certain soft kneading against you 
with its feet, the behavior of all 
nursing animals. The cat is five 
years old. The vet says she will do 
this for the rest of her life, like the 
unaffirmed child seeking too late 
what it missed out on early. 

But humans are not animals. 
Humans can look back and look 
ahead; remember and forgive. Of an 
early AA meeting, James wrote, “I 
can”t verbalize my thought well. I 
just want to start sobbing like a 
disaster victim who’s just been 
rescued ...” 

Last week, he was confirmed in 
the Catholic church at a special 
Mass with prison chaplains and his 
AA sponsor and friends like me 
there to watch him. He stood on the 
altar, strangley boy-like at 32, his 
hair and beard shot through with 
early grey. In the end, he had the 
strength to love himself enough to 
save himself. That was his 
challenge. 

This is our challenge: to love and 
foster the children, both the children 
of our bodies and those not of our 
bodies', so that abuse and shame and 
criminality will end, and we will 
stand up strong and free from pain 
and make for ourselves a just 
society.

Kuttncr seeks 

to clarify issues 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Although I was not involved with 
the design of the survey the CSA 
produced, I have followed the pro¬ 
cess with a great deal of interest. 
Like William McKay in last week’s 
letter, I applaud this effort to open 
communication. He expressed con¬ 
cerns about the methodology of the 
survey, however, which I believe are 
unfounded. For those who read his 
letter, I would like to clarify and 
correct the three issues he outlined. 

His first point reacted to the use of 
positive (“loaded”) adjectives, 
which he felt tend to skew results. 
He has missed the objective of the 
first two sections in the survey, 
which are obviously structured to 
establish the priorities parents 
assign to the different educational 
components. The survey does not 
compare the relative value of a dirty 
classroom to one which is clean; 
rather the questions rate each of 
these different components on a 
scale of importance. 

The concern here is obviously the 
relative importance of, for example, 
having “instructional specialists” or 
“an attractive clean environment” 
versus the “presence of an aide in 
class.” The use of positive adjec¬ 
tives in this case is not inappropri¬ 
ate; it is, in fact, necessary to estab¬ 


lish comparable weights for each of 
the choices. 

This is a very standard format for 
this kind of survey, and it is clear 
that respondents will be called upon 
to rate some components above 
others. Obviously, these are exactly 
the choices we are being asked to 
make in Winchester at this time, and 
that makes this is an important and 
timely exercise. 

As for the second concern about 
differentiation between schools, the 
survey does ask in part Dl for the 
school and grade my children 
attend. At the Oct. 16 Parents For¬ 
um, where the preliminary results 
were discussed, it was explained 
that the results will be sorted by 
elementary, middle, and high school 
responses. It was also noted at the 
time, in the interest of avoiding 
internal strife, that the tally would 
not distinguish between individual 
elementary schools. 

Finally, the letter questions 
whether the survey represents a 
valid statistical sample. These 
forms were given to all the families 
in the Winchester schools, not to a 
sample. As pointed out in The 
Winchester Star article that same 
day, over 500 surveys out of 1700 
families have already been 
returned. Anyone familiar with polls 
knows that this is a far, far larger 
response than most surveys ever 
see. I would even hesitate to call it a 


sample, when it already represents 
a better turnout than some of our 
elections. 

The main thrust of the McKay 
letter seems to be a worry that the 
School Committee will use this infor¬ 
mation for future decision making. I 
am sure that each member of the 
committee makes up their mind 
based on a wide range of factors, but 
I most certainly hope that our 
responses to this survey are one of 
those factors. 

1 suspect some people are actually 
concerned their special interests 
might not be represented well, but 
this survey is nicely planned to iden¬ 
tify general attitudes and directions 
for the parent community as a 
whole. The results are available for 
all of us to use, in our on-going 
discussions on these issues.

As they drove behind her they got 
more and more impatient until they 
finally decided to take their chances 
and pass her. As they started to do 
so, she rolled down the window and 
yelled "pigs” at them. They shouted 
"cow” back at her. Then they sped 
passed her and slammed into a herd 
of pigs. 

The Irish professor uses this story 
to teach his Students to learn to 
listen to criticism and not just react 
to what one perceives as an attack. I 
identify with the woman trying to 
warn her fellow travellers of an 
obstacle in the road and then incur¬ 
ring their wrath. 

Last spring I volunteered for the 
Vinson Owen Re-Use Committee 
because I believed that my experi¬ 
ences and background would be 
helpful to the committee and the 
town. At first I was denied voting 
membership on the committee 
because I was a resident of the 
Vinson Owen School district but then 
the School Committee decided that I 
and two others in a similar position 
could have full voting membership. 
The School Committee’s debate on 
my inclusion and its vote were 
broadcast on the local cable channel 
and reported in the two newspapers 
in town. 

I was elected chairman of the 
Re-use Committee at its first meet¬ 
ing. As we tackled the many issues 
involved in re-use, I realized that 
because of the nature of the debate 
over the closing of Vinson Owen, too 
little attention had been paid to the 
fate of the building. Significant 
obstacles soon became obvious. 

The first was the Uniform Pro¬ 
curement Act which went into effect 
on May 1 and mandates a bidding 
process for the lease of a public 
building. It is a good law because it 
guarantees that the leasing of tax¬ 
payer property is done in an open 
and fair manner. The School Com¬ 
mittee had been unaware this law 
applied to the leasing of Vinson 
Owen and had not allowed for the 
additional time needed to comply 
with its provisions. 

Secondly, in the course of my daily 
conversations with state lawyers to 
make sure our committee was fol¬ 
lowing the Uniform Procurement 
Act, I was told by these same 
lawyers that under another law, our 
re-use committee did not have jur¬ 
isdiction because the wrong town 
bbdy had appointed us. They insisted 
that only the selectmen had the 
power to lease an empty building 
and that the School Committee in 
appointing us was usurping their 
power. 

This legal issue of who has jurisd¬ 
iction has yet to be resolved, since 
the state’s head attorney on these 
matters and the Winchester Town 
Counsel, Wade Welch, are in dis¬ 
agreement on who has the leasing 
power. Mr Welch has indicated that 
the impasse will have to be resolved 
by seeking an adjudicatory judge¬ 
ment in court, if the issue of an 
actual case of re-use arises again. 

Not being a lawyer, I tend to view 
the need to go to court to decide who 


has the power to lease a building as 
an obstacle to the leasing process. 
However, when I reported that the 
state was denying their power to 
lease to individual members of the 
School Committee, the majority of 
the members refused to listen to me. 

The chairman herself ignored my 
note asking for guidance which I 
hand delivered to her house two days 
before I spoke at Town Meeting. To 
her and the other majority members 
of the School Committee I was the 
woman on the road in County Gal¬ 
way yelling "pigs.” 

When Town Meeting members 
started asking questions about the 
re-use of the Vinson Owen building, 
no one attempted to explain the 
problems our committee was grap¬ 
pling with. I believed that these 
omissions were allowing an unrea¬ 
listic set of expectations to go 
unchallenged. 

I did not consider that member¬ 
ship on the re-use committee had 
automatically abrogated my duty to 
my town or my freedom of speech. I 
therefore outlined the problems as 
well as the strengths of our re-use 
committee to Town Meeting. 

Aside from a discussion by Town 
Counsel on the legal issues involved, 
no one rose before Town Meeting to 
challenge the facts I had brought 
before it. None of the three members 
of the re-use committee who 
attacked my integrity recently w.ent 
before Town Meeting to refute what 
I had said or even so much as called 
me on the phone to object to my 
position. It was not until three weeks 
later that they voiced their objec¬ 
tions at a re-use committee meeting. 

Unfortunately, the objections 
were not to the substance of my 
remarks at Town Meeting but to my 
audacity in speaking to that body. 
The sentence passed on me was that 
members of school districts whose 
schools were being closed were to be 
banished from future re-use 
committees. 

Incidently, past school re-use com¬ 
mittees were composed of town offi¬ 
cials and not citizens. The chairman 
of the School Committee and Dr. 
Stevens et al, are making the mis¬ 
take of comparing apples and 
oranges. 

I did not take exception to the 
recommendations of some of my 
fellow committee members because 
they were not acting as duly elected 
officals of this town making policy 
decisions. I did take exception when 
the chairman of the School Commit¬ 
tee agreed that this would be her 
policy. If a citizen’s committee 
recommended that we all be forced 
to wear our underwear on the out¬ 
side of our clothing on alternate days 
of the week and an elected official 
accepted this as policy, who would 
be the responsible party? 

I do not believe that the current 
chairman of the School Committee 
will appoint me to any more commit¬ 
tees. I have accepted the fact that 
after five months, three members of 
the re-use committee still do not 
know my name. I have resigned 
myself to being called a "fox” in 
print. It is better than the “cow” in 
the Irish story. 

However, it is ludicrous and unfair 
to establish a policy of exclusion no 
matter how it is worded. If our town

Taxpayers group

The Winchester Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation has endorsed Citizens for 
Limited Taxation’s Question 3, 
which would send an unmistakable 
message to the political establish¬ 
ment by repealing all of the tax 
increases which have been imposed 
upon the overburdened taxpayers of 
the Commonwealth since 1989. 

Contrary to the apologists for the 
status quo who allege that Question 3 
goes too far, what has gone too far is 
the growth of state government. Our 
state payroll is still nearly 15,000 
higher than when Governor King left 
office in 1982. State spending has 
increased 92 percent over the last 
seven years while inflation has 
increased only 25 percent. Even 
before the most recent tax increases 
our tax burden was the sixth highest 
per capita in the nation while we are 
rated the third worst managed state. 

The Commonwealth is clearly 
spending at an unsustainable rate. 
What is needed is a drastic reorder¬ 
ing of state priorities. Non-essential 
activities must be identified and eli¬ 
minated. However, if the people do 
not wrest control from the profes¬ 


sional politicians in the executive 
and legislative branches by passing 
Question 3, there will be no reforms, 
and we will be facing another mega¬ 
million dollar tax increase next 
year. 

While Question 3 may not be the 
perfect solution, contrary to the sta¬ 
tus quo elitists, it will not be the end 
of the world if Question 3 is approved 
by the voters. The Commonwealth 
survived very well with thousands 
fewer employees and a lower level of 
state activities under Governor King 
compared to Governor Dukakis. 

We acknowledge that the 
implementation of Question 3 will be 
difficult — as is always the case with 
any meaningful change from the 
status quo. However, when faced 
with an unresponsive political estab¬ 
lishment, voters have little choice 
but to utilize a blunt edged instru¬ 
ment to get their message across.

Early immunizations important

Seniors at the Jenks Senior Center 
were privileged to hear a presenta¬ 
tion on “Immunizations” by 
Jonathan L. Adler. M.D., Winches¬ 
ter internist and specialist in infec¬ 
tious diseases, who discussed, 
among other things, the importance 
of yearly immunizations for influen¬ 
za. Polly McGuigan of the Winches¬ 
ter Senior Association Health Com¬ 
mittee introduced Dr. Warren 
Taylor who set the stage for Dr. 
Adler's very timely and enlightening 
lecture. 

Adler stated that three important 
factors have decreased the onset of 
serious diseases: 1) sanitation; 2) 
good nutrition; 3) immunizations, or 
the artificial induction of immuni¬ 
ties into the body. Small pox, once so 
deadly with widespread epidemics, 
is controlled with the exception of 
some isolated places in the world. 

Measles, mumps. German mea¬ 
sles, and chickenpox are live atte¬ 
nuated diseases. Although the gener¬ 
al population think of these maladies 
as childhood diseases, measles can 
develop into encephalitis and 
mumps can cause signs of signific¬ 
ant deafness. German measles, or 
Rubella, can be disastrous for pre¬ 
gnant women. 

Toxoids such as tetanus and dipth- 
eria can eradicate major problems. 
Polio that reached epidemic propor¬ 
tions in the 1940s and 1950s is now 
generally under control because of 
the wide use of a vaccine to fight off 
the potential for infection. At the 
present time, a type of vaccine has 
been developed that will last for life. 

A "herd immunity” protects 
many children in the classrooms of 
the land since 80 percent or 90 per¬ 
cent of them have had Measles or 
have had the vaccine. 


People who travel abroad should 
be protected against cholera, 
typhoid, typhus, hepatitis, tubercu¬ 
losis. yellow fever, and encephalitis 
if they plan to visit areas where 
these diseases can be contracted. 
Adler advised against drinking 
water, especially in the Third World 
countries. Diseases like hepatitis 
B-gamaglobulin can cause cancer of 
the liver. Now there is an effective 
vaccine for people who visit China. 
Taiwan, and other parts of the world 
where heoatitis—B is Drevalent. 

Flu Clinic 

On Oct. 23 and 25 from 9:30 to 11 
a.m. the town offers the opportunity 
for people to avail themselves of the 
administration of the influenza vac¬ 
cine. There will be no make-up dates 
as has been the case in prior years. 

All people 65 or over, especially 
those with heart or lung problems, 
kidney failure, leukemia, diabetes, 
and younger people in the high risk 
category with predisposed condi¬ 
tions should have the influenza vac¬ 
cine yearly. 

People over 65 years of age don't 
handle the flu disease as well as 
younger people. Some fear that the 
onset of the disease tends to follow 
the vaccination in terms of reac¬ 
tions. In most cases, Dr. Adler says 
that bacteria are already present 
and the respiratory problems are 
not caused by the vaccine. Since the 
late 1950s, the influenza vaccine has 
been purified. 

If a person is allergic to eggs, it is 
imperative to report the condition to 
those who administer the flu shots. 
Those who plan to attend the clinic 
should not pass up the opportunity 
because of a mild cold. If pregnant, 
there is no reason to refuse the 
vaccine. 

The pneumococcal immunization 
is at least two thirds effective but the

vaccine protects only against 23 
strains of pneumonia. This vaccine 
is a one-time injection and should 
not be repeated. Obtain a written 
statement indicating when you have 
had this immunization. 

Many adults are of the opinion that 
immunizations are mostly for child¬ 
ren. But diseases have no age limits 
and adults, also, need protection. It 
is highly recommended that they 
receive immunizations for influen¬ 
za. pneumococcal disease, 
hepatitis—B, tetanus, diptheria, 
measles, and rubella, or German 
measles. 

Vaccines are among the safest and 
most effective medicines. However, 
they can cause side effects in some 
people such as a low fever, sore arm, 
or a temporary feeling of slight 
illness. Very rarely are there serious 
reactions to an immunization. 

The benefits are far greater than 
the apprehension about possible side 
effects from the vaccine. It is a fact 
that the widespread use of vaccines 
has reduced the number of diseases. 

Make the choice to accept the 
immunization before the influenza 
epidemic attacks with the onset of 
the winter months. 


Albano presents 
fire prevention 
booklets to town 

State Senator Sal R. Albano recen¬ 
tly presented 400 fire prevention 
booklets from the Shriners Burns 
Center to the Winchester Fire 
Department. The free booklets, dis 
tributed to mark Fire Prevention 
Week, were designed to help educate 
children on ways to prevent burn 
injuries. 

Albano, former chairman of the 
Legislature’s Committee on Public 
Safety, has been a member of the 
Shriners Burns Center public rela¬ 
tions advisory board for about five 
years. 

The Senator recalled: “Every 
December I play Santa Claus for the 
kids at the Shriners Burns Center So 
I have experienced first-hand the 
destructive effects of fires. We inus* 
raise public awareness through edu¬ 
cation if we are to reduce unneces¬ 
sary fire injuries and deaths.” 

Top return in for 
Retirement Board

Residents will find a walk around 
the nature trail at Locke Farm will 
be a bit less of an expedition in 
coming weeks. 

Winchester Boy Scout Troops 503 
and 507 recently completed con¬ 
struction work to replace the board¬ 
walk at Locke Farm Fond, one of 
Winchester’s most popular conser¬ 
vation lands. 

According to Conservation Admi¬ 
nistrator Elaine Vreeland, Winches¬ 
ter Trails, headed by Anne Galli, 
and the Conservation Commission 
organized the fundraising drive to 
bring in donations for the wood 
needed to construct the new 
boardwalk. 


Peter Wild of The Tree Co., Inc. 
donated the wood chips and the town 
engineer’s office helped by survey¬ 
ing the area to determine the exact 
boundaries. 

The financial aspects in place, the 
Boy Scouts, coordinated by local 
outdoorsman Malcolm Masters, 
rolled up their sleeves and got the 
job underway. 

Paul Gleason, chairman of Troop 
503, lined up aid from his troop and 
Troop 507. Scoutmasters Steve Galli 
and Dan Perenick helped supervise 
the construction sessions. 

The Boy Scouts have worked on 
the project for two Saturdays this 
month and have planned one last 
afternoon to finish up the project. 

Vreeland said the area of Locke 


Farm is the “most heavily travelled 
conservation area’’ in town. 

According to Winchester Trails 
President Phyllis Stearns, it’s not 
the first time the area has attracted 
the interest and ingenuity of local 
scouts. Stearns said the existing 
boardwalk was constructed by Tim 
Howard, son of Maggie Howard, 
former chairman of the Winchester 
Conservation Commission and John 
Howard, as his Eagle Scout project. 

The old boardwalk bridged a sec¬ 
tion of the nature walk around Locke 
Farm Pond across a soggy area of 
land. The new walkway is in a loca¬ 
tion on drier ground and has been 
constructed with a woodchip base 
and with pressure-treated wood to 
prevent decay. 


The new- boardwalk will also fea¬ 
ture two observation areas wide 
enough for a group to gather. 

Winchester Trails uses the area to 
conduct nature walks for third- 
grade schoolchildren. The area is 
also enjoyed by many for recreation 
and nature walks. The 10-acre tract 
abuts Lexington’s Whipple Hill Con¬ 
servation area and a path leads 
through the woods by the swamp and 
marsh to the pond. 

Residents interested in viewing 
the new boardwalk and taking a 
nature walk through the area can 
reach the site by following Johnson 
Road to Cox Road and following to 
the end. Walkers can then follow the 
dirt road up to the marked trail. 


Health department helps residents 
keep homes safe through ‘Child-Safe’

Electrical outlets, vitamins, cos¬ 
metics and cleaning supplies have 
one important thing in common. 
While commonly found in a house¬ 
hold, each is also potentially hazard¬ 
ous in the hands of a child. 

Winchester Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi has established a prog¬ 
ram known as “Child-Safe,’’ which 
includes a visit by local health offi¬ 
cials to identify potential dangers in 
the home for small children. 

Tabbi said his staff will point out 
common sources of problems: 
obstructed exits, chipped or peeling 
paint, unguarded electrical outlets 
or cleaning supplies in lower cabinet 
space.

The House and Senate — The House 
and Senate are still in recess and are 
meeting only in brief, informal ses¬ 
sions. This week, “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call’’ continues its report on sena¬ 
tors’ previously unrecorded roll 
calls on the Senate version of a $1.6 
billion package of income and gas 
tax hikes as well as an extension of 
the sales tax to of previously exempt 
services.

Many dangers in the home are not 
so easy to spot, said Tabbi. Balloons 
on a crib, for example, could be 
ingested or the string tangled 
around a baby. Poisonous plants 
could be left within reach of a'small 
child or a basement door left 
unlocked. 

Tabbi also brings the telephone 
number of the local poison control 
center on home visits and makes 
sure it’s placed on the phone — not in 
a drawer. 

Tabbi added that crib slats should 
be 2 3/8 inches apart or less, to 
prevent a child from getting his or 
her head or limbs stuck in the crib. 
Accordian gates, used to keep child¬ 
ren or pets out of areas, can also be 
dangerous if the child gets stuck 
between the slats, said Tabbi. 


Tabbi suggests that parents of 
children under four years old take 
advantage of the program. Also, 
grandparents who regularly babysit 
or anyone who has small children 
visit their home should look into the 
program, said Tabbi. 

Tabbi said the Board of Health 
also provides free sample safety 
devices including cabinet and draw¬ 
er locks, outlet covers, water temp¬ 
erature gauges, Tot Finder stickers 
provided by the Winchester Fire¬ 
fighters Relief Association, doork¬ 
nob covers and other materials to 
help childproof a home. 

The program was funded for the 
first year by a state grant back in 
1986, provided by the Department of 
Public Health. Since the second year 


however, the local board of health 
has allocated funds to keep the prog¬ 
ram afloat. 

In the five years the program has 
been offered however, Tabbi said 
only about 85 to 90 households have 
taken advantage of the service. 

“We’re there to help them,’’ added 
Tabbi, “not to look for health viola¬ 
tions ... We want to try to reach as 
many people as possible.’’ 

Tabbi said the program is adver¬ 
tised through a display at Town Day, 
through flyers in the Welcome 
Wagon and packets for parents of 
newborns distributed at Winchester 
Hospital.

package will not raise enough 
money. 

A Yea vote is for the exemption. A 
Nay vote is against the exemption. 

Albano did not vote. 

Mass Transit — Senate 24-11, 
rejected an amendment prohibiting 
any money from the highway fund 
from being used for mass transpor¬ 
tation purposes. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this reinforces the legis¬ 
lature’s intent that no more than 15 
percent of the gas tax go to mass 
transit. They claimed that although 
current law imposes the 15 percent 
cap, more is often taken from the 
highway fund for mass transit. 
Opponents said the current law is 
sufficient. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Albano did not vote. 

No-Tax Status — Senate 25-11, 
rejected an amendment raising the 
no-tax status by 10 percent from 
$8000 to $8800 for individuals and 
from $12,000 to $13,200 for married 
couples. Amendment supporters 
argued this would cushion the 
impact of the expanded sales tax on 
lower income people. Opponents 
said Massachusetts already has the 
highest no-tax status of any state 
and claimed the amendment will 
result in revenue losses for the state. 

A Yea vote is for raising the no-tax 
status. A Nay vote is against raising 
it. 

Albano did not vote. 


Oversight Commission — Senate 
23-10, rejected an amendment 
changing the section of the package 
establising a Sate Expenditure 
Oversight Committee to file quarter¬ 
ly reports on any deficiency between 
spending and revenues and to make 
recommendations to keep spending 
within actual revenues. The amend¬ 
ment would increase the commis¬ 
sion’s membership from 9 to 11 and 
would allow the Minority Leader in 
each branch to make an appoint¬ 
ment. Amendment supporters said 
without the amendment the Speak¬ 
er, Senate President and Governor 
would make most of the appoint¬ 
ments. Opponents offered no 
arguments. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Albano did not vote. 

Sales Tax — Senate 24-9, rejected an 
amendment to the section which 
lowers the tax on consumer goods 
for 13 months from 5 percent to 4 
percent and then raises it back to 5 
percent. The amendment would 
leave the goods sales tax at 4 per¬ 
cent. Amendment supporters said 
this will cushion the impact of the 
increased earned and unearned 
income tax hike and the gas tax 
hike. Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment will result in millions of dollars 
in revenue losses. 

A Yea vote is for leaving the tax at 
4 percent. A Nay vote is against 
leaving it a 4 percent. 

Albano did not vote.

Town Clerk says absentee 
voting deadline is Nov. 6 


Registered voters who are physi¬ 
cally disabled or who will be absent 
from Winchester on Election Day, 
Tuesday, Nov. 6, may cast their vote 
by absentee ballot. 

All requests for absentee ballots 
must be made in writing to the Town 
Clerk’s office, Town Hall, Winches¬ 
ter and must be signed by the voter 
requesting the ballot. 

Deadline for all applications is 
noon on Monday, Nov. 5. 

Voters may request that their bal¬ 
lot be mailed to their home address 
or to any other address they want. 

If voters prefer to vote in person 
over the counter at the Town Clerk’s 


office, they may do so Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
or by special arrangement with the 
Town Clerk. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, over 200 voters have already 
opted for the absentee method of 
voting.

Voters who 
will be travelling, either for business 
or pleasure, and know they will be 
unable to get to the polls on Election 
Day should apply as soon as possi¬ 
ble," said Ward.

Burrows highlights Victorian design 


Recognizing the prevalence of the Victorian 
style and the interest in Victoriana in town, 
The Winchester Historical Society is inviting 
the public next Tuesday evening to an illus¬ 
trated slide talk on “Victorian House Decora¬ 
tion, Past and Present” at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Unitarian Church.

The word “Victorian” may con¬ 
jure up a number of visions to mod¬ 
ern minds. During Victoria's 
64-year-long reign many develop¬ 
ments. styles, fashions, various phi¬ 
losophies and modes of thought and 
taste came and went. Nearly 90 
years later, much remains around 
us from the era, especially in our 
architecture, and the opportunity to 
preserve or recreate what was best 
in that architectural era is also with 
us. 

To many in Winchester, the term 
“Victorian architecture” means 
home, for Winchester has an abun¬ 
dance of Victorian houses. Whether 
one lives in one of these or not. we 
are stll surrounded by Victoriana, 
beginning with our downtown area 
where the Town Hall, Lyceum Build¬ 
ing. Brown and Stanton Block, and 
Congregational Church remind us 
that our town was incorporated and 
developed substantially during 
Victoria's time. 


Recognizing the prevalence of the 
Victorian style and the interest in 
Victoriana in town. The Winchester 
Historical Society is inviting the 
public next Tuesday evening to an 
illustrated slide talk on “Victorian 
House Decoration, Past and Pre¬ 
sent” at 7:30 p.m. in the Unitarian 
Church. 

The speaker is .John Burrows, who 
is well qualified to present this lec¬ 
ture. Educated at Grinnell College 
with a major in art and architectural 
History, Burrows has been an 
architectual historian and interior 
design and restoration consultant 
for the past decade.

Dakota State Historical Preserva¬ 
tion Office, the Boston Architectural 
Center, and was a consultant for the 
State House Project Office for the 
restoration of the interiors of the 
Massachusetts State House. Cur¬ 
rently he is proprietor of .1. R. Bur¬ 
rows & Co.. Historical Design Mer¬ 
chants. He serves on the boards of 
the New England Chapter of the 


Victorian Society in America and 
the Gibson Society and is on the 
Building Restoration Committee of 
St. John the Evangelist Church in 
Boston. 

Burrows has lectured widely — at 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Society for the Preservation of New 
England Antiquities, the Essex 
Institute in Salem, the Concord 
Museum, and other places through¬ 


out New England and the country. 

Burrow's Winchester lecture will 
not only speak to interior design of 
the past but also modern interpreta¬ 
tion of Victorian design in homes 
today. His company, J. R. Borrows 
& Company, specializes in carpets, 
wallpapers, and textiles used for the 
restoration of historic buildings and 
interiors and has supplied materials 
to a host of clients including the 
Mark Twain House, Alexander Gra¬ 
ham Bell House, Gore Place, and 
Belle Meade Plantation in Nashville. 

Whether one has or plans a Victor¬ 
ian interior or not, all are welcome 
to join the Historical Society on Oct.

Red Cross helps 

military families 

The American Red Cross of Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay continues to relay 
emergency messages between fami¬ 
lies and their loved ones stationed in 
the Persian Gulf as well as provide 
financial assistance for emergency 
travel and 24-hour information and 
referrals to military members and 
their families. If Americans return¬ 
ing from the Mideast arrive at 
Logan International Airport, Red

percent increase in information and 
referral calls,” says Wayne Kessler, 
associate director of emergency 
social services. 

“We have also increased our 
efforts to educate people with family 
members in the military about the 
role of Red Cross during times of 
armed conflict,” Kessler continued. 
“As part of this effort, we have also 
placed a Red Cross caseworker on a

temporary basis at Hanscom Air 
Force in the Family Support Center 
to answer questions and to provide 
Red Cross services. We are even 
training additional volunteers in 
emergency casework at Hanscom to 
help provide these services.” 

In addition, Kessler has briefed a 
detachment of Family Services 
Coordinators from the Army Nation¬ 
al Guard and families of the 46th 
“JAG” unit on how Red Cross can 
assist with emergency communica¬ 
tions. Plus, the Massachusetts 
National Guard has agreed to con¬ 
tact Kessler to brief any activated 
troops about Red Cross services. 

In the event that U.S. citizens who 
have been detained in Iraq or 
Kuwait arrive at Logan Internation¬ 
al Airport, Red Cross is ready to 


assist those individuals who do not 
have any personal resources. In 
these situations, Red Cross, in coop¬ 
eration with state authorities who 
carry out repatriation activities on 
behalf of the Department of Health 
and Human Services, will provide 
shelter, food, first aid and emergen¬ 
cy communications. All Red Cross 
emergency assistance is an outright 
gift. 

Under its congressional charter, 
the American Red Cross is obligated 
to provide service to military mem¬ 
bers and their families during times 
of peace and war. Red Cross, a 
volunteer-based, non-profit organi¬ 
zation, has been charged by Con¬ 
gress since 1905 as a supporting link 
between communities and U.S.

highlighted his experience in the 
Legislature. 

“I’m proud to be a Democrat,” 
Albano said in his opening state¬ 
ment. “I stand for the principles of 
the Democratic Party that guide us 
in telling us Massachusetts should 
be a caring and compassionate 
state. We should care about the 
needy, the mentally ill, the mentally 
retarded.” Albano said. “The state 
is in fiscal crisis at the momen- 
t... Everyone is upset about that, 
and they should be upset about it. 

Albano said “cutting the budget 
and increasing revenue are the 
only ... solution to our fiscal prob¬ 
lems.” He said the Legislature must 
also consider “creative ways to 
restructure state government in 
order to save money in the long¬ 
term.” 

Albano said he has suggested 
ways of doing that, and cited the 
elimination of the state legislative 
research bureau as one example.

Between the two candidates, there 
are a number of differences. 

Shannon said he does not support

“The difference between the pri¬ 
vate sector and government is the 
government is there to provide ser¬ 
vices, and when the government 
makes cuts, they affect peoples’ 
lives,” he said. “There’s no such 
thing as a free lunch. If we’re going 
to have those programs, we need to 
have the resources to provide 
them.” 

Shannon said Question 3 on the 
ballot, known as the CLT petition, 
would roll back fees and taxes to 
1986 levels. This, he said, would help 
eliminate waste. 

Albano said he does not support 
the CLT petition. The reductions 
that will be required cut into only 
about half of a $13 billion budget, 
since the other half includes man¬ 
dated costs, Albano said.

Education 

When asked if each was satisfied 
with the quality and amount of 
spending for public higher education 


and how it ought to be paid for, 
Albano said, “As chairman of the 
Education Committee, I’m certainly 
not happy” with the amount of 
money being spent. The incumbent 
senator said Massachusetts is “los¬ 
ing [its] competitive edge” due to 
cuts. 

“If there’s one area that’s going to 
help us get out of [our fiscal prob¬ 
lems,] it’s education,” he said. 

Shannon said he believes there is 
too much patronage in the public 
higher education system. 

Shannon called the court system 
“a disgrace.” Shannon said he 
would support legislation to give 
high courts jurisdiction over the 
state judiciary. 

Albano said he supports a prop¬ 
osed plan to give the courts direct 
control over spending and resour¬ 
ces. “The present court system does 


not mete out justice,” he said. “Yet, 
Mr. Shannon would ask you to put 
your life in the hands of that court 
system [with his support of the

ured on a retirement age of 55 to 65 
years old. 

For example, for a Department of 
Public Works employee who retires 
at the age of 55, the factor is 1.5. 
(That figure increases .1 for each 
year up to the age of 65, when it 
would equal 2.5). This factor is 
multiplied by the number of years of 
service to figure out a percentage. If 
the employee had worked for the 
town for 20 years, the number would 
be 30 percent (1.5 x 20 years). This 
percentage is multiplied by the 
three-year-high salary to determine 
the level of retirement benefits. 

However, at present, for those 
employees hired after Jan. 1, 1979, 
the three-year high level is capped 
at $30,000. Members of the Retire¬ 
ment Board say employees who are 
making more than that amount of 
money are treated unjustly by the 
system. 

“It’s really an inequitable situa¬ 
tion.” Bonner said. 

Chapter 22D would repeal that 
cap, and would allow salary to be 
counted at its actual level. 

Bonner said PERA actuary Bar¬ 
bara Ware has outlined a series of 
numbers detailing the pension cost 
to the town in the coming five years 
if the cap is lifted. 

For fiscal year 1992 (FY92), the 
cost to the town would be $1,928 
million; FY93, $2,044 million; FY94, 
$2,167 million; and FY95, $2,296 
million. 


In FY91, Bonner said the town 
appropriated $2,037 million into the 
retirement system. “That suggests 
the number PERA Public Employee 
Retirement Administration 1 is hav¬ 
ing us appropriate may be a little 
higher than it needed to be,” Bonner 
said. 

Bonner said the figures provided 
by PERA have dropped from figures 
the town received six months ago. 
One factor that may have contri¬ 
buted to the drop was that figures 
used in the last calculations included 
three major retirements — the 
police chief, fire chief and Town 
Counsel. 

In the long run, Bonner said the 
current system will cost the town 
more money, since it is on a “pay as 
you go basis. It would never address 
reducing the unfunded liability.” 

Bonner also said an “upcapped 
town” is presently more desirable 
for employees, and is therefore a 
“detriment to hiring.” 

"This cap we’re trying to take off 
would go to management, also,” 
said Retirement Board member Wil¬ 
liam O’Neil. “I think it’s a good 
thing.” 

Member Alan Macdonald said the 
measure may draw “good employ¬ 
ees”, and said his board had always 
agreed with the idea of Chapter 22D, 
but was “concerned about how much 
it would cost the town.” 

“Given the attractiveness of 
I Chapter I 22D by itself and the 
affordability the numbers give us at 


the town level, we hope the select¬ 
men will go along with it." Macdo¬ 
nald added. 

In a consensus vote, selectmen 
supported the Retirement Board’s 
proposal under Article 10 of the fall 
Town Meeting warrant. 

When asked about the fitness stan¬ 
dards, O’Neil noted the legislature

high school] and enhance the finan¬ 
cial situation at the same time.”

As the state soccer tournament 
draws inevitably closer, the 
Winchester boys’ soccer team 
finds itself balanced precariously 
at the apex of a long, spiraling 
and treacherous season.

Most of the post-settlement litigation we see Involves buyers suing sellers for not dis¬ 
closing something. It might be a leaky roof, termite damage, plumbing or healing pro¬ 
blems, or a wet basement. Most courts do not apply the old "let the buyer beware" rule lo 
real estate transactions. Even if the buyers had a structural inspection and you sold the 
property in "as is" condition, you may not get off the hook. Sellers have art obligation to 
disclose defects, both those that should be obvious and other hidden defects. Courts have 
not been sympathetic lo sellers. After all, they've lived in the house and are in a belter 
position to know what works and what doesn't. I bis is one area where honesty is the only 
jHtllcy.

Disability awareness 

Employer enlightenment, education keys to people 


with disabilities getting jobs 


By Maureen McLellan

F or job seekers with 

disabilities, the biggest 
handicap often has little to 
do with their lack of 
mobility, vision, hearing or 
learning ability. 

They face a larger hurdle: a society 
that still has not fully embraced them as 
citizens. 

Those with disabilities and their 


advocates say that while progress has 
been made over the years in affording 
equal opportunity to the physically and 
mentally challenged, there is still a long 
way to go in meeting that goal. 

Inaccessible buildings and ill- 
equipped work areas contribute to the 
problem, but more pressing, they say. 
is that many employers and much of 
the population still have a patronizing 
attitude toward the disabled. As a 
result, society tends to be quick to 
offer support rather than real 


opportunity. 

And a number of employers 
mistakenly believe it takes a large 
investment and much special treatment 
to hire and supervise a disabled person, 
or they are ignorant of the steps they 
could take to match a job with someone 
who has a disability. 

Some advocates also say that 
despite such legislation as Chapter 766 
designed to ensure education for all, it 
is still more difficult for people with 
disabilities to get a good education and 


to gain the skills they need to compete 
in the job market. 

Lorraine Greiff. assistant director of 
the state Office of Handicapped Affairs, 
said that according to a 1986 Harris poll 
two-thirds of disabled Americans from 
16 to 64 are not working, though the 
vast majority are willing and able to do 
so. 

Greiff said that 18 percent of those 
not working are out of the labor market 
for health reasons or because they are 
fearful of losing government benefits.

Circus in Brookline and at the Food Bank. 

Because MAB sendees are free to consumers, the agency is highly dependent on 
its 800 statewide volunteers and always needs more dedicated people to sen-e.

M ost of us deal with 

customers every work 
day, even if it’s not a 
primary job 
responsibility. 

Office visits, misdirected phone calls 
and unexpected problems put us in 
touch with the people who really keep 
our jobs going. 

If you don’t work with those folks in 
some way, you’re probably working 
with an internal customer — someone 
within your organization to whom you 
provide goods or services. 

Both of you indirectly serve the 
customer. 

Make your internal and external 
customer encounters more effective 
with these ideas: 

■ Never be rude, insensitive or 
sarcastic with customers, even if they 
deserve it. 

■ If you’re new to the customer 
relations game, look for someone in 
your organization with more experience 
who can be your “buddy.” Observe 
how that person handles customers and 
ask that person to critique your 
methods. 

■ Use humor to help you cope with 
customer-related duties. 

■ Establish a contest in your 
department for the most incredible 
customer story of the week. When you 
tell a co-worker about a customer 
conflict, re-enact it as if it were a scene 
from a TV sitcom. But this is for 
employees only. Never let customers 
see or hear about these games. 

■ Let the customers talk. Don’t 
interrupt. Don’t finish their sentences. 
■ Pay attention to your body 
language. Are you smiling? Are your 
arms crossed defiantly? Are you 


watching the clock? Are you doing 
anything else besides looking at the 
customer and listening? 

■ As soon as the customer mentions 
his or her name, write it down. Use it 
in the conversation. 

■ Repeat what you think the 
customer’s main points are to make 
sure you understand them. 

■ Be true to your word. If you say 
you’ll pass a comment along to a 
supervisor, do it. If you say you’ll 
check into the problem and keep the 
customer informed, do it. If you say 
you’ll expedite an order, do it. Clients 
are turned off by empty promises. 

■ Do whatever you can to understand 
your customers. Ask lots of questions 
to find out what’s important to them. 

■ Resist the temptation to blurt out 
“No” when a customer makes a 
request. Instead, think: “How could I 
make that work?” before saying 
anything. 

■ Increase your customer service 
awareness by keeping track of how 
you’re treated when you’re the 
customer somewhere else. How do the 
employees make you feel?

These are sobering statistics, 
especially since October is National 
Disabled Employment Awareness 
Month. 

“Part of the historical problem is 
that so many people look at people with 
disabilities in a charitable manner 
instead of as people with rights, ” said 
Greiff. 

“We are also fighting an educational 
system that segregates people with 
disabilities. ... We know after a long 
history in this country that if you don’t 
have expectations for people, goals are 
not set and social skills aren’t 
developed,’’ she said. 

“It was kind of a 
welcome relief to know 
I had some kind of 
support system. I didn’t 
know where to turn 
next.”

But Greiff and others say positive 
things are happening and that as people 
with disabilities continue to speak out 
with more confidence and to demand 
recognition of their rights, more 
changes will come. 

Technological advances, particularly 
those for the deaf and visually 
impaired, are also helping to put people 
to work. 

Stephen Shestakofsky, executive 
director of Massachusetts Project with 
Industry — a nonprofit group — said 
President Bush’s signing of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act last July 
will greatly boost opportunities. The 
legislation extends all civil rights 
protections to people with disabilities. 
Massachusetts has had a similar law 
since 1983. 

“That legislation is going to go a 
long way in changing people’s 
attitudes," he said. 

Shestakofsky’s organization, 
founded in 1978, is a free job- 
placement service for the disabled and 
has helped 1,300 people find jobs since 
its inception. 

The group has the dual role of 
placing job seekers and marketing the 
concept of Wring people with 
disabilities. 

“We have 150 employer-managers 
who set policy. Because of the 
employer input, we have more 
credibility in the employer 
community,’’ he said. 

Many of the companies working 


with the project are among the state’s 
largest employers, including Digital 
Equipment Corp., Polaroid Corp., 
Raytheon Co. and New England 
Telephone. 

Shestakofsky said that while “we all 
carry around stereotypical views about 
what people with disabilities can and 
cannot do," such views are changing 
simply because the disabled are more 
visible. 

“People with disabilities are out 
there now. When I was growing up, 
you rarely saw people with 
disabilities,” he said. 

Susan Plunkett runs a program 
similar to Shestakofsky’s at 
Watertown’s renowned Perkins School 
for the Blind. Like the Massachusetts 
project, the Perkins Project with 
Industry helps people with visual 
impairment find jobs and counsels their 
employers on how to make the 
necessary accommodations. 

She said a key change is often 
including a voice activation feature on 
the employee’s computer, which can 
be done by reworking the company’s 
software. 

“So you could have a blind 
accountant using Lotus 1-2-3,” she 


said. “We spend a lot of our time 
showing employers what they can do.' ’ 

Plunkett said Perkins has worked 
with computer programmers, a 
physicist, a park ranger, a graphic 
artist and a professional dancer, among 
others. 

Laurie Callahan is a NYNEX 
employee in the credit and collections 
department in Middleton who found her 
job a year and a half ago with the help 
of the Perkins project. She collects on 
delinquent advertising accounts and 
rWiHps which ones should be referred 
to collection agencies or attorneys. 

People she calls have no idea she 
cannot see. 

Callahan, 27, who lost her sight 13 
years ago due to a rare and progressive 
eye disease, said that after she 
graduated from college with a major in 
psychology, she was anxious to go to 
work. 

But her enthusiasm was dimmed 
after two years of frustrating and 
fruitless searching for jobs in human 
resources. With Plunkett’s help, she 
landed the NYNEX position and has 
regained her confidence. 

Company officials and Plunkett 
determined which of two job sites 


would be most appropriate for Callahan 
and then got her a dual headset 
programmed with her computer. 

The device allows Callahan to listen 
to customers in one ear and a computer 
voice in the other. Company forms are 
also kept on floppy disk to allow her to 
fill them out and print them. Other than 
that, Callahan says she has received no 
special treatment. 

“It was kind of a welcome relief to 
know I had some kind of support 
system. I didn’t know where to turn 
next,’’ Callahan said of the Perkins 
project. 

She said finding a job 4 ‘gives you 
such a lift. Two years is a long time to 
be looking for something. You start to 
doubt yourself.” 

Mike Muther of Newton is co- 
chairman of the Governor’s 
Commission on the Employment of the 
Handicapped and a senior compensation 
and benefits administrator at Polaroid in 
Cambridge. The commission promotes 
the employment of people with 
disabilities through conferences and 
other means. 

Muther, who uses a wheelchair, 
said that by not employing people with 
disabilities, employers are missing out 
on a valuable resource. 

He said the governor’s commission 
has recently been meeting with state 
and construction industry officials over 
the upcoming central artery and third 
harbor tunnel project. 

Muther said one-third of the 
estimated 10,000 jobs to be created by 
the project will be for engineers, 
architects and office personnel. He 
wants to ensure people with disabilities 
are given equal consideration for these 
positions. 

Muther said that just as with all 
workers, it is crucial for people with 
disabilities to develop excellent skills in 
their chosen fields. 

4 ‘Very rarely is an employer going 
to hire you because he feels sorry for 
you,” said Muther. 

He said access to higher education 
has long been a problem for the 
disabled, but that more colleges and 
universities are making the necessary 
accommodations for them. 

And the state-run Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission trains 
people with a variety of disabilities who 
meet income and other guidelines for 
jobs. Regional associations for retarded 
citizens seek to do the same. 

At Digital, the human resources 
department has long been committed to 
equitable hiring practices through its 
“valuing differences” program aimed 
at fostering understanding among 
employers and employees. 

Dave Person, human resources 
manager, corporate personnel, said 
Digital does not know how many of its 
125,000 employees worldwide are 
disabled because that information is not 
included on records. 

But he said the company does know 
there is no difference in the 
performance of people with disabilities 
in relation to other workers. 

“I think it is safe to say there is no 
down side or risk to hiring people with 
disabilities,” said Person. “A person 
with a disability should no longer be 
considered disabled if he or she has the 
right equipment.” 
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Job Hunting step by step 

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached. 
Planning your approach step by step can lead to a successful outcome. 


1 The Resume 


2 . Personal Assessment 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 


prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 
to be presented. 




Chronological ► 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starting with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
is especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 
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4 Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple project: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody’s (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won’t get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you’re not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You’ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don't be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.
